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O mighty, 1n all ages, 
has bin the repute of 
this noble River, - that 
we hardly meet with 
any Greek or Latin Hi- 
ſtorian ( tho never fo 
antient) whercin we 
have not ſome Eulogy 
or other givenit. One- 
ly Homer, in his Regi- 
ſter of the many large Rivers which empty them- 
ſelves into the Ocean, has omurtted this : but 15 
ſeverely laſh'd, for this negle&t, by Eratoſthenes 
and Apollodorus. And indeed it juſtly merits (as 
has bin obſerv'd in the forcgoing Volume) the 
title of Queen of the European Rivers ; as being 
much the largec(t, and running the longeſt courſe, 
of any in this partot the World. 

Danubius or Danuvius 1s no more then a Ro- 
man verſion of the true Teutonic or German word 
Danow; or Done, as 'twas anticntly written. Now 
this, by moſt of the Reman Hiſtorians, 1s deriv'd 
from the Duni; a branch of the antient German 
Nation, that inhabited the banks of this River. 
But the Etymology given by Dutch writers ſeems 
the more eligible : they ceclling us that Don-aw, 
in their language, ſignifies properly a ruſhing 
and rumbling ſtream of waters; a notion caſily 
ſuggeſted by the many Cataracts in this River. 

Below Belgrade it has, and always had, the 
name of Tfter: a name generally given to the 
whole Current by anticnt writers, - who pro- 
miſcuouſly make uſe of the words Iſter and Da- 
aubius. Hence Ovid, ſpeaking of ſome memo- 
rable places near the banks of this River in his 
days, fays: 
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Stat vetus Urbs, ripe wicina binominis Iſtri. 
| But Pomponius Mela will not allow that the An- 
| tients gave it the name of Ifter, from its firſt 
| ſource and fountain downwards; but onely,

courſe of ſome hundreds of miles. The Auz 
chority of this great man has prevail'd with 
molt of our modern Geographers to join with 
him 1n his opinion. The firit original of which 
aſlertion I take to have bin this; The Grecians, 
having little Commerce with the Germans, knew 
nothing of the name given by that Natzon to 
this River; and therefore gave it a namediffer- 
ent from what it had nearcr its ſource. Hence 
Jatcr writers began to conceive that, upon the 
admiſſion of ſome other River of note, it got 
the name of Ifter ; being call'd at a greater di- 
ſtance from the Grecian Territories, even by 
that people, Az1v2G-. Whereas indeed, both 
theſe Appellations were given to the whole 
courſe of the River; but by diticrent Nations 
and in yarious tongues. Which, I think, will 
\ufhciencly appear to any man that ſhall ducly 
con(ider the antient accounts given of this River 
by Polybizs, Herodian, and Dion: the laſt whercof 
g1ves exactly the ſame deſcription, and ſays the 
ſame things, of his Iter which the two former 
do of their Danubius. So that 'twas no Solxciſm 
in Geography for Celtes, when ſpeaking of ſome 
Towps on the banks of the River Danow, to ſavy.

That the name of J/ter was firit us'd in Azguftus's 
time (as many late Hiſtorians have aſſerted ) is 
an aſſertion which diſcovers too much ignorance 
in the works of anticnt writers to be here men- 
It had this name 1n the days of Jaſon 
and his Argonauts ; and trom thence 7u/?in and 
Trogus have deriv'd the name of Iſtria. Fornan- 
dus ſays that the word ſignifies the ſame thing 
in the language of the antient Beſt which Da- 
now docs in the German tongue: bur Beroſus wall 
have its original brought trom a Prince of that

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| ſhown themſelves better acquainted with this as 


| old Geographers have repreſented it, at it Foun- 


Hame, who was antiently Lord of ſome of the 
adjoyning Territories. | 

| The lire acquaintance the Antients had with 
this River has occaſion'd a —_ variety of 
conjectures and aſſertions touching 1ts firſt 
ſource and-origine. Hence, Tacitus makes it 
ſpring out of Arnoba a Suevian Mountain z Solz- 
Aus Gockcs it out of a Mountain in the Country 
of Stauri, near the Confines of Gallia ; Marli- 
anus from an Hillock under the Rhetian Alps 
betwixt Trent and Norimberg; and Eratofthenes 
( moſt erroneouſly ) out of the Mountains of 
Pontus. Strabo ſays there 1s little diſtance be- 
twixt the heads of the two great German Rivers, 
the Danow and Rhine: which, probably; gave 
occaſion to that of Claudian (in his Panegyric on 


Stilico)

Cue ſe Danubit jaar Rhenique parentem. 


But the Geographers of theſe later ages have

Within a few furlongs of this Fountain itre- 
ceives into its Channel two Rivulcts, Brygen and 
Pregen, both larger then it ſelf: the tormer 
whereof falls into it near Sr. George's Mona- 
ſtery, and giycs 1t the firſt Denomination of- a 
River.

Inn, the nobleſt River 
in Bavaria; which gives name to the rich and 
populous City of Inſpruck, the antient Anipons, 
and 1s at Jaſt ſwallow'd up by the Danow at Paſ- 
ſaw. 6. Ens ; which gives name to the City of 
Ens, an Auſtrian Town at the mouth of the 
River. 7. Rab or Arahon, ending in the Danow 
near the ſtrong Fort of Raab, whereof we ſhall 
give the Reader an account in the deſcription 
of Hungary. 8. Draws or Drab; a large and Na- 
vigable River which divides the Kingdom of 
Hungary from Sclavonia.

F The ſwift Current of the Danow renders the 
water thereof muddy and of a whitiſh colour , 
infomuch that the clear ſtreams of ſeveral other 
Rivers reccv'd into the ſame Channel with this 
are ſeparatcly diſcernable after a courſe of ſome 
miles. Ir has this propriety of the Occan that 
(notwithſtanding the many other ſtreams which 
arc loſt in this) the River hardly has any ſenſi- 
ble augmentation, when the banks of the leſſer 
Rivulcts arc overſwoln with floods. Some Ger- 
man Philoſophers have endeavoured to ſolve this 
$a%uery by telling us, that 1n Summer the Da- 
now has as great ſupplies of waters from the 


in the hollowes and clefts of neighbouring and 
remote Mountains, as it can have in Winter 
from the many and great rains: ſo- that the 
altcration can never be very conſiderable. This 
is a piccc of Philoſophy firſt borrow'd from He- 
rodotus : who ( in his fourth Book ) fays further; 
that were not the heat of the Summer extraor-| 
dinary hot in moſt Countrics near the banks of 
this River, the neighbourhood would be in 
greater danger of being ſwallow'd up in floods 
m that ſcaſon, then in December or January. For, 
ſays he, the quanritics of water deſcending from 
the Mountains of Snow are much more conſi- 
derable then what can rationally be :1magin'd 
to be the cffes of the greateſt ſhowers in Win- 
ter: and therefore, did not the Sun plenrifully 
exhale, the warmer ſeaſon would come atten- 
ded with the far greatcr quantities of water: 
How far the Hiſtorians reaſons will hold good, 
leave to the Virtuoſo's of our age to determine: 
not doubting, by the way, but that the vaſtncſs 
of the Danow and the conſtant muddineſs of its 
ſtreams may give ſome occaſion to fancy it al- 


waſe, its encreaſe in the Winter, if curiouſly ob- 
ſerv'd, would be very evident and diſcernable. 
Moſt of the Rivers of Hungary are ſtrangcly 
full of Fiſh of all ſorts: the Teyſa eſpecially, as 
we ſhall have occaſion to inform the Reader 
more particularly in the deſcription of that King- 
dom. The chief cauſes aſlign'd by Naturaliſts 
for the cxtraordinary txcundity of theſe, as well 
as other, Creatures in this part of the World, 
arc two: 1. The briskneſs of che Air, and ſharp 
Winter-weather, in this clme; which has always 
bin obſcry'd to advance Generation much be- 
yond the rate of warmer Countries. Hence 
proceeded thoſe ſwarms of Goths, and other 
Northern Nations, who overran the greatcſt 


part of Exrope: their Native ſoil quickly grow-|] 


» Tow narrow for the vaſt multicudes of its 
Inhabitants. 2. The ſaline tinEtures of theſe wa- 
ters: whoſe ſtreams waſhing ſeveral Natural 
Salt-Mines under ground, muſt thence be ſup- 
pos'd to carry off ſome principles of fxcundity, 
The Trouts, Perches, Carps and other ordinary 
ſorts of Fiſh, are much larger in the Danow then 
in other European Rivers, The rarcr kinds, not 
known to the Britains and hardly to be met with 


in other Nations, are chiefly theſe: 1. Coppen z 
a ſort of Capito. 2. A Biſcurn, which fecms to 
be a ſpecies of Lamprey. 3. A Gpundel, or ſpot- 
ted kind of Cobites; with fix beards, two ſhorc|.

In the ſhort relation of the 
River Nile (its Source, Current, Oc.) tranſla- 
ed out of a Portuguſe Manuſcript by the inge- 
10us Sir Peter Wicke and ( at the requeſt of the 
oyal ſocicty) by him publiſh'd in the year 
1673. we arc told; firſt, that Nile riſes out of 
wo Fountains, call'd its two Eyes, in a ſmall 
ream : but is ſoon after ſo conſiderably aug- 
ented, that, within three days journey from 
its head, 'tis deep enough for Vellels to fail in, 
and broader then a ſtrong Man 1s able to throw 
a ſtone over. Agreeablc to what has bin faid of 
the Danow by Sigeſmund von Bircken, 1n his Donau- 
rand : where he defends the opinion of thoſe 
who make the Fountains of Brygen and Pregert 
the two Sources of this River, and ſo brings its 
rrent further off then from 7one-Eſchinger:.

| Hiſtorian, the Chriſtians appear'd with a Flee

of Count Regenſdorf. By the help of ſuch Naval 
Forces as theſe Wolfeangus Hodder did a good 
picce of ſervice; when Solyman had be cg'd 
Vienna and endanger'd the utter overthrow © 
the German Empire. For, having notice of the 
approach of the Great 7Tark's Fleet who were 
poſting up the River with great Ordnance from 
Buda to batter the walls of Yiexrne, he ſuddainly 
ruſh'd out upon them from Presburg with a ſqua- 
dron of his own; ſinking moſt of them, and 
taking the reſt priſoners. 

Appian, Varo, Saluft and other Latin writers, 
make this River the outmoſt bounds of the Ro- 
man Empire : tho Azſonins brings it within the 
| Iimits of his Prince's Territories. *Tis true that 
Trajan the Emperor built a noble bridge over 
the Danow: ſome ruins whereof ſtill remain to 
| be ſcen near Severin, about twenty Hungarian 
miles from Belgrade. Of this we haye a large 
deſcription 1n the works of Dijon the Hiſtorian: 
| who fays, it ſtood upon twenty pillars of ſquare 
| ſtone ;- cach whereof were one hundred and fift 
foot high, beſides the foundation. Their bread 


was ſixty foot a piece, and their diſtance from 
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This bridge was firſt ere&ted by Trajan, uport 
the great Victory obtain'd by him againſt Dece- 
balus King of Pacia i by which overthrow the 
——_ thought himſelf ſecurcly Maſter of all 
theſe parts of Exrope. Whereupon this exped- 
ent was firſt ſet on foot for the ſpeedy uniting 
of all his Imperial Territories on both ſides the 
Danow; and, about the ſame time, ſeyeral Me- 
dals and pieces of money coin'd by his order, 
on one ſide whereof was inſcrib'd 7 RAFANUS:

ut the Glory of the Town is the Frz7ery; 
containing ſeveral ſtately Streets and tair Pa- 
laces, built and poſl:6'd by the Noble Family 
of the Fuggers, who have made themſelves Lords 
of a great part of the adjicent Country. Four 
Of theſc Ytreets ( which arc built croſs-wiſe, and 
arc a fair Town of themſelves ) are inhabirced by 
poor pcople, who have a yearly penſion alluw'd 
them. _ Over the Gate, at vour entrance into 
this Princcly Hoſpital, rou have the tollowing 
Inſcription: A. M. D. XIX. Udl icns, Georoins, 
Jacobus, Fuggeri, Germani jratres, qua bono NR vi] ul- 
lice, qua fortunam maximarum ( pum D.0. M. ac- 
ceptam imprimis referendum rati, > pictatom & 
eximam tn exemplum largitatem &des 106, cum 
opere © cultu municibus ſuis frugi [ed parperie labo- 
rantibus D. D. D. The ſole mipection over theſe 
106 Houſes, and their inhabitants, is committed 
to their Chaplain ; who has a noble Salary al-

There are in and about this City a vaſt num- 
ber of Roman Monuments ; the greatcit part 
whercot arc publiſh'd, with Notes, bv the learned 
M. IWelſer. Some of them are mention'd in Clu- 
wverius de Vindelicia. And the later Monuments 
and Inſcriptions arc ſet down at large in a par- 
ticular Tract on that ſubjuct, publuh'd by Da- 
niel Praſchius in the year 1624. 

The Libraryat Azgsburg 1s tamous for the good 
Collection of Manuſcripts ; which H. Conringius 
( in the account he has publiſh'd of the Dukes of 
Brunſwic's Library at Welfenburtel ) ſets in com- 
petition with that at Vierra, maguitied fo much 
by Lambecius. M. Welſer ( whom we mcnton'd 
but now, and whom Pignorizs calls Margaritum 
Germanie ſue \ Ictt the greareit part ot theſe 
Raritics; and a- great number ot Greek Manu- 
ſcripts have ſince been added by the care and 
colt of ſeycral worthy Burghers. A Catalogue 
of all theſe was publiſh'd in the vear 1675, by 
M. Ant. Reiſer, their Library-kceper ; who, m his 
Pretace, has promis'd an account of all the ta- 
mous Writers who have cither had their birti 
or education 1n this City. , 

Il. The next City in Alemannia ( tor gran- 
deur, tho not antiquity ) 15 ULyt. Indeed Clu- 
verius, an Antiquary of too great authority to 
be Ncighted, fancies 1t© may boatt of as great 
a9 as anv of its neighbours ; tellung us, that 
Twas anciently nam'd Samulccenis, and that 't1s 
certainly the Alcimennis menuon'd by Prolomy. 
However, granting what this great man fay's 
of it to be true, it dwindled ateerwards 1nto a 
Village ; and ſo remain'd nll che Emperor Charles 
che Great annex'd to it the. rich Monaltery ot 
41g. Bv this means 1 became at firſt cont1- 
derable, and grew by degrees into an Imperial 
City ; taking 1ts name from te mulurude of 
lm: trees in the neighbouring Woods. 

Some ears atter the City was made Impc- 
rial. the Citizens got themſclves no ſmall repute 
by the purchaſe of the Countv of Helffenſtein, 


with the Town and Caltle of Geiſslinger which 


wore all fold ro them by the decay d Earls of 
Hel jen/tein, and the Convevances tatified by the 
Emperors Rupert and Sjeiſmund, and conſented 
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| . 
' Duke of Wirtemberg ſold them the Town of Lip- 
. heim on the mp4 and the Earl of Wirdenberg 
| the County of Albeg. So that 1n a ſhort time 
the Burgers of Um became Lords of a Coun- 
try ( as M. Cruſius informs us) of no leſs then 
ſix German miles in length and four in bredth. 
The Danow, being cnlarg'd by the acceflions 
of the Iler and Blauw, bcgins firſt at this City to 
carry Veſſels of any conſiderable burchen and 
bulk: By which means the Burgers have the 


|! opportunity of maintaining a notable commerce 


with the Merchants of Bavaria and Auſtria , who 
furniſh them with Corn, Salt, and Iron, in heu 
| of their Linnen-Cloth and Cottons. 

The Government of the Town 1s by a Senate, 
or Council of Forty-one Aldermen ; the greater 
part whereof arc Noblemen, and the reſt Trades- 
| men. Our of the Nobility are yearly choſen 
two Bayliffs, or Radths-Eltere, who preſide un 
their Councils. 

The great Glory of Ulm is the Cathedral, or 
| Minſter ; a pile of Building hardly to be matcht 
| ( excepting poſſibly by the great Church at Stras- 
| burg ) by any of its kind in the Empire. Ir 15 
' ſaid to haye been one hundred and cleven years 
| in building; during which long term of time 
| there were continually a great number of Ar- 
chitc&s in conſtant pay. It is beautified with 
| five ſtately Spircs z the higheſt whereof 1s ſup- 
ported by fix and thirty vaſt pillars, and ſaid 
to be 152 foot high. But the moſt famous 
' and moſt remarkable thing in this Church 
| 1s the Organ; which is at large deſcribed by 
| Martz Baltic, formerly Rector of the Gymna- 
frum at Vim, in his Panegyric upon Ludowic 
| Duke of Wirtemberg ; and in a Sermon publiſh'd 

on this ſubje& (-Orgel-Predig ) by Conrad cue? 
a Preacher 1n this City. From the relations © 
theſe men we may take, in ſhort, this account 
of it: That 'twas begun by one Caſpar Sturm 
of Schneeberg in the year 1576; bur tiniſh'd by 
the advice of Conrad Schotten a blind man, and 
Adam Steigleder ( who was thirty ycars Orgamſt 
of this Church) in the ycar 1599. les height, 
from the foundation to the highelt picce of orna- 
ment about it, is reckon'd ninety-three Foot, and 
its bredth twenaty-cight. Ir has ſixteen pair of 
Bellows; upon cach whereof is laid 125 pound 
uy Lo Foe arc mY Dore yn ind 

1pes ( all of pure Engliſb Tin ); the largeſt where- 
+ gp forty Inches 1n circumference and aboyc 
thirteen in diameter. Whether this do not fall 
ſhort of our famous Engliſh Organ in the Cathe- 
dral at Exeter, lex Mulicians enquire. 

The great Franciſcan Monaſtery in this City 
was, upon the Reformation, turn'd into a Col- 
lege, or Gymnaſium; wherein, to this day, arc 
| Profeſſors of all Arts and Sciences. The Church 
1s kept for their publick Acts, and the preaching 
of Funcral Sermons. |

IV. MEMMINGEN. Supposd, by ſome 
credible Authors, to be the Vemania or Vimania 
mention'd by Antoninus and the Author of the 
Notitie Imperii. But theſe Antiquariesarenot atall 
fortunate 1n the etymology of the modern name 
of the City. For to derive the word (as moſt of 
tiem do) won der Menge der Manner, i.e. trom the 
number of its inhabicants ; 15 to giveit aname far 
more applicable to a great many of itsneighbours.

Rivulct of Spring-water runs down the midit of it. 

Its Inhabitants are part Eutherans, and part 
Romaniſts; the former whereot hayc two Churches 
and a School allow'd them, and the latter a 
Monaſtery of Auguſtine Friars and a Nunnery. 
The great trade of the Town conſiſted "wane 
in Linnen-Cloth and Cottons ; but of late years 
the Citizens have a-good income from their 
Paper, which 1s made as fine ( and no great com- 
mendation of it neither ) as in any other part 
ot Germany. 

V. LEuTKIRCH. The word, cxa&tly ren- 
der'd exactly into Engliſh, ſignifies People-Church , 
and ſeems to confirm the ſtory which ſome of 
the Svevian Hiſtorians tell us of St. Martin's 
Church in this City, i. e. That upon the firſt 
planting of Chriſtianity in theſe parts, they who 
had embraced this Religion flock'd hither from 
all parts of the adjoining Countrics ; and here, 
for many years, maintain'd Monks and others 
to pray and preach to them. The Church is 
at this day a ſtately Fabrick, poſlels'd by the 
Romaniſts ; who allow only a ſmall Chappel ( de- 
 dicate to the Holy Trinity ) to the Proteſtants. 
The better part of the Aldermen and Common- 
Council have indeed been often ( and poflibly 
now arc ) profcſs'd Lutherans ; but yet could 
dl the maſtery ſo far as to procure the 
Cathedral for their own Preachers ; excepting 
only for the ſpace of two years ( from the year 
1549 tO 1551 ), at which time the Roman Re- 
ligion ſeem'd to be at a low cbb, but ſoon reco- 
ycr'd its former (tr 

This City, tho an Imperial one, is of no 


extent ; but tolcrably well buile. *Tis ſeated in al 


great Road for all Traycllers out of the Nor- 
thern parts of Germany into Italy and Tyrol. Be- 
ſides, che Inhabitants hayc a good trade for their 
Linnen-Cloth ; which is madc, whited, and ſent 
into the remoter parts of the Empire. -- They 
have no Wine but whats brought to them from 
the Citics and Towns onthe Boden-Seez to whom 
they return Corn and Flax. If any Freemcn off 
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this City have a mind, he may ( without diſtur: 
bance ) dig for metals in any field belonging 
to a neighbouring Village ; which is a ins 
granted to few other Imperial Ciries. 

VL KEMPTEN. Some think this Town 
may juſtly boaſt of as great Antiquity as any 
in Germany. Here, ſay the High Dutch Anti- 
__ the old Cretici had their habitation ; 
rom whom the place got the name of Cretica. 
Afterwards, one of the Emperor Tiberius's Gene- 
rals got poſlceflion of Hillermont , an high Hull 
which commands the whole Plain wherein this 
City 1s ſcated, and had its name from the Iler, 
whuch runs hard by. Whercupon, having quickly 
made himſelf maſter of the Town, he chang'd 
ts name into Campodunum ; Which in time was 
corrupted into Kempten. After this, as is ſaid, 
ſome of the French Kings ( who were for ſome 
time Lords of it ) gave it the name of Vermeta 
or Vermetica, from the abundance of Snakes and 
other venemous Worms which they here met 
with. Bur this name, if ever any ſuch was given 
it, laſted not long ; its former Roman name rc- 
curning to It. 

"Twas firſt made Imperial by the Emperor 
Frideric IV. who granted the Citizens of Kemp- 
ten the privilege of ſcaling all their public Inſtru- 
ments with = Spread-Eagle of the Empire, 
half Or halt Sable, crown'd with the Imperial 
Crown. 

In the year 1633, the Imperialiſts took the

City, and plunder'd it. Seventy Houſes within 

the Walls, and as many more in the Suburbs, 
they burn'd to the ground ; the great Church, 

tho ſince rebuilt, was alſo deſtroy'd ; and four 
hundred and fifty perſons ( men, women, and 
hildren ) put to the Sword. 

The Cirizens are moſt of them Weavers ; and 
have a great convenience of whiting their Lin- 
nen, by reaſon of the many Springs1n and about 
the Town. They make alſo a conſiderable ad- 
vantage by lodging of Merchants that travel 
this way berwixt Iraly and the Netherlands, as 
likewiſe by entertaining the Switzers, who ferch 
Salc from 7 yrol. 

VII. IsxE, Iſny, 7ſne, or Eiſna, is (o call'd 
from a ſmall River of the ſame name, on which 
*tis ſeared. That it was formerly inhabited by 
ſome of the Roman Colonics, is apparent enough 
from the Inſcription of an old Marble Monu- 
ment ; wherein mention 1s made of a reparation 
of the Highways betwixt Campodunum or Kemp- 
ten, and Iſa ( which in thoſe days was, and ſtill 1s, 
the uſual Road berwift Italy and the Cities on 
the Rhine ) at the charges of Septimius Severus 
and M. Aurelius Antoninus. | 

The Fields near this Town yeild neither Wine 


||nor Wheat ; being (cldom-ſown with any thing 


but Oats, Rape-ſecds, Beans, and Flax. Sheep 
and Cartel are brought into their Markets trom 
the Alps; and their Corn is ferch'd from Ulm, 
Memmingen, Waldſee, and Leutkirch. 

In the late Civil Wars of Germany ( in the 
year 1631 ) there hapned here a moſt diſmal 
fire, which in the ſpace of twelve hours con- 
ſum'd about 380 Houſes, beſides moſt of their 
public Buildings. Nay, the very Walls of the 
Town were burnt as white as Snow ; and moſt 
of the Braſs pieces of Canon on thar Bulwarks 
melted. However, the induſtry of che Burgers, 
and the charity of their = x" Suncd has fo far

by the name of Gravenaw, before the year i166, 
wherein it was firſt wall'd round, and fo took 
on it the name of a City ; being afterwards ad- 
vanc'd into an Imperial one, and cndow'd with 
many large privileges. | 
In the middle of the Town ſtands a very high 
Tower eall'd in their language der Blaſerthurn, 
or the Wath-Tower ; which ( in the 1552) was 
blown down by a Whirlwind, and rebuilt at the 
charge of the Burgers. The whole ſtory of which 


accident you may read 1n an Inſcription, which 
ends thus :

The great miracle in this ſtory is, that the Watch- 
man or Trumpeter (-who eycry three or four 
hours, as the cuſtoni is all over Germany, uſed 
to give notice of the time of day or night by 
ſounding from the top of the Tower ) falling 
along with his Caſtle, receiv'd no damage; tho, 
as the Inſcription alſo informs us, his Wife and 
Son were both (lain. 

The Town-Hall and ſome of their Chueches 
are worth the viewing ; otherwiſe there is lutle 
of note in the City. | 

Within ewo little Engliſh miles of Ravens- 
purg (tands Altorff ; an ancient ( as its name in- 
timates) and famous Town. From -the Earls 
of thus place deſcended: ( as we have already in- 
form'd the Readerin the Deſcription of the Duke- 
dom of Brunſwic ) a great branch of the ancieat 
Dukes of Bavaria, and the preſcat Dukes of Brunſ- 
wic and Luneburg, Here ſtood the rich Mona- 
ſtery of Weingarten, whercin, in St. Oſwald's Chap- 
pcl, was the uſual burying-place of the Gaelphiar 
Family. Ar preſent A/torf belongs to the Houſe 
of Auſtria, and 1s the uſual Relidence of the Licu- 
ecnant or High Commuſſtioner of Svevia; who, 
in the name of the Emperor, keeps here an high 
Courc of Judicature, to determine all Cauſes 
and hear Complaints brought before him from 
any of the Imperial Cities in Schwaben. 

IX. WANGEN. AfſmallImperial City, ſcated 
on the Upper Arg; famous for Sicles, which are 
here made, and ( in vaſt numbers ) ſent abroad 
into molt of the Corn-Countries in the Empire. 
Beſides, their Paper-Mills and Flax yeild them a 
conſiderable income. But ( what ſome Geogra- 
phers have reported ) that they have good ſtore 
of Wine, is a miſtake ; not a drop being drunk 
here but what is ferch'd from other places. 

To theſe we might add Kauffbeuwren, Mundel- 
heim, and ſome more Towns of leſs note; bur 
they have liccle 1n chem that merics a particular

Nder the name of Hepow is uſu- 
\ ally comprehended all chat tract

an inconſiderable Town ) ſcared on the Eaſt end 
the Lake, not far from Lindew z nam'd by 
$E .-\ *  Anto- 


land. The Lake is call'd by an- |} 
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Antoninus, Brigantia or ( as his Tables have it) 
Brigantio. The Town 1s {till of ſo much note 
as to give name tO A ye yang but 1s other- 
wiſc hardly taken notice of by the German To- 
pographers. This, I chink, is by much the largeſt 
Lake in the German Empire (if we do not allow 
Switzerland to be a part of ic); extending it felt 
ſeven German miles-in Icngth, and two ( and in 
ſome places three) 1n bredth. Ir 1s divided into 
ewo parts; the larger whereof. reaches from 
Lindaw to the old Fore Podmen ; whence 1t firſt 
ot the name of Podmenzee, corrupted after- 
terwards into Pedenſee ; ( tho others derive the 
Bodenſee vom boden der See, i.e. trom the great 
depth of the Lake). The other branch, be- 
ginniag at Conſiance, 1s uſually .nam'd Cellerzee 
from Cell, a con(iderable Village ſcated on 1ts 
banks. 

L ConsTANnCE ( call'd in the German lan- 
guage Cofinitz, and by ſome of their Writers 
Coftantz ) is the Metropolis of this part of the 
Country. Some have tancied this City, as well 
as that other ancient Town of the ſame name 
on the mouth of the River Seyn in France, had 
Irs ndme from Contantius the Father of Conſtan- 
tine the Great; who in both theſe places; bur 
at d flerent times, 1s faid to have had his Caſtra 
Conſtantia, or Winter-Quarters. Tho others think, 
that 'twas firſt built by his Son Conſtantine, who 


| modeſtly nam'd it after his Father rather then 


himſelf. Bur, in oppoſition to theſe conjectures, 
'usargued from an old Marble Monument ( part 
whercot 1s (till ro be ſeen in St. Blaſius's Chappel 
in this Town ) mentioning the names of the 
Emperors Diocletian, Maximian, and others, that 
'ris much more ancient then theſe men would 
make it. Tho I ſee no reaſon why we may not 
imagine this; Monument to have been brought 
hither from the ruins of the old Vitodurum, which 
Schedelius ( a learned Writer )) fancies to have 
ſtood ncar this Town. This however is cer- 
rain, that 'twas taken by Azzila and his Troops; 
which 1s a ſtory of the oldelt date that we meet 
with concerning 1t, on the truth whereof we 
may ſafely rely. Afterwards it came into the 
hands of the French Monarchs ; and in ſome 
ancient Records of the Town, *tis call'd Villa 
Regia Dagoberti Regis. Where we may take no- 
tice, that the Kings of France, living at a great 
dillance from theſe parts of their Territories, 
would not ſuffer their great Towns to be wall'd 
round, or take 01 them the name of Cirics; 
for fear of their Rebelhon, and caſting off the 
French yoke as ſoon as they ſhould be ſenſible 
of their own ſtrength. *Twas therefore fancied 
a (hrew d picce of policy, to keep them open and 
tenceleſs ; to the end, that they might. with the 
greater caſe, upon the leaſt appearance of an 
uproar or mutiny, be .aſſaulred and quell'd by 
the Kings forces. Yer, notwithſtanding the fore- 
menton'd name of Yi/lz, the ſaid King Dagobert 


Jadvanc'd it into a City, by removing the Bilhop- 


ric of Windiſch to this place. From that time 
It was daily more fortitied and cnlarg'd ; info- 
much, that in the year 938 *twas able to with- 
ſtand and repel the whole force of the Hunga- 
rian Savages, who broke in like a torrent upon 
ail the adjoining Coimery. The fame year was 
held at Conſtance a Tiling by all the Nobility 
on thc Rhine, as is noted by Grafſer in his Ra- 
rites of Traly, Switzerland, Gt. 

In the ycar 1534, the like Interim 2s we have 
alrcady mention'd in the Deſcription of Azgs- 
burg, was tender'd to this City by the Emperor 
C harles V. who, upon 1ts retuſal to accept of it, 
ſubjected the Town to his Brother Ferdinand

Whereupon it became immediately ſubjeCt to 
the Houſe of Azſtria ; and ſo remains to this 
day, bcing govern'd by a Deputy ſent hither 
from the Emperor or Arch-Duke ; yet fo, as 
that it till retains its ancient privileges and name 
(ac lealt ) of an Imperial City. | 

The Town is not very large; but well built, 
and dclicately ficuated. It has a good trade by 
the advantage of the Rhine z which, paſſing this 
way out of the great Lake into the Celler-ſee, 
runs into a fair ſtream ; without the Iealt mux- 
ture with the watcr of the Lake. 

But that which made this place for ever me- 
morable, was the calling of a Counal here by 
the Empcror Sigiſmund, mn the year 1414. Thc 
great delign of this Convention was the remo- 
val of a Schiſm in the Charch, occafion'd by 
the Quarrels of three Popes, who at the ſame 
time lay claim to Infallibility and the power of 
the Keys. The Italians having ſet up 7Jchn the 
twenty-fourth ( or tweaty-third , according to 
the account of the Romaniſts ; who will not allow 
of the ſtory of Fobn, or Joan, thc cigith ), the 
French Pope Gregory, and the Spaniards Pope Be- 
nedict. In this {chiſmatical and ambitious con- 
flict, each party thought themſclves oblig'd to 


gcneral diſturbance of the Chriſtian world. The 
Council began ( as 'tis the cuſtom) with a Maſs; 
at which, during the ſinging of the Hymn Veni 
Sanite Spiritus, ſome wag or other took an 4 
portunity of clapping up a paper on the Church- 
door, wherein were contain'd theſe words, Aliis 
rebus occupati nunc, adeſſe vobis non poſſumus. Thus 
by many of the Dotards there atlembled, was 
look'd on as a piece as ominous as the Mere 
Tekel in Daniel's Prophefic ; and a certain pre- 
diction of ill ſucceſs. However, to't they went; 
and quickly reſolv'd to depoſc all the three Popes. 
7ohn was perſonally preſent, expecting the r ti- 
hcation of his Papacy, 1n confideration of his 
more {ubmiſſive carriage, appearing at the Sum- 
mons of the Council; which both the others had 
rctus'd co do. But finding their proceedings much 
contrary to his expectations, he began to repent 
of his too forward obedience ; and reſoly'd to 
ſecure himſelf, if poſſible, by fight. Howbeit, 


being purſued and overtaken at Friburg, he was| 


brought back, thrown into priſon, ahd depos'd. 
The other two, tho abſent, had che ſame ſen- 
rence paſs'd on them ; and Martin the fifth was 
Pope. - At the news of this Election, the Empe- 
ror Sigiſmund 1s ſaid to have bcen fo overjoy'd 
that immediately he repair'd to the Conclave 
( where the Cardinals and other Commiſlioners 
ſat at Election ) and falling down kiſs'd his new 
Holincſs's Feet.

IL Ha LL (for diſtintion fake call'd Hall 
im Innthall ) has 1ts name, As well as the other 
wo in Saxony and Schwaben, from the great 
trade of its Inhabitants in making and vending 
of Salt. The chicf Salt-pits are about four 
miles from the Town in the Mountains. Out 
of theſe they dig Salr like the Ore of Copper 
or Silver in a Mine; and throw it afterwards 
into great Trenches. This done, they fill the 
Trenchcs up with ſweet water : which ſtands 
for a month or longer till the lumps of Salt 
be diſſolv'd, and the more heavy and earthy 
parts ſunk to the bottom. When they find 
the water ready for ſcrvice ( which they do by 
putting a Picce of wood by them call'd Prob- 
Holtz) it 1s carricd oft in great Fats to the 
'Salt-pans in the City , where they boil it and 


{order it as our Salers do their Sea-water. 


In their great Salt-Houſe they have four huge 
Pans of Iron : cach whereof 1s cight and forty 
foot inlengih, thirty four in breadth, and three 
in depth. One of theſe 1s always at reſt for a 


{weck units turn, and the other three continually 


g1ng1n the Mincs, 1n hlling the Ircnches, hew- 
ing down firc-wood, in floating the fewcll (for 
'tis here the cuſtome, as in molt other Cities 
in Germany that have the like conyvemence, to 
bring their fewell and Timber out of the hilly 
Countries floating in great Clafters down the 
River), in ſeithing and otherwiſe ordcring the 
falt, are ſaid to be aboye a thouſand. 

IV. MERA, formerly the Mctropolis of 
the whole County of 7yrol, and ſo conſiderable 
as to give Title to a Duke: ſtill the chiet City 
in all the Territorics on the Erſch. In the year 
1419, a great flood broke in upon ſome part of 
the Town and the whole Hoſpital and Church 
in the Suburbs. In this inundation four hun- 
dred people are aid to have periſh'd; anda child 
in a Cradle, with a cat fitting by it, taken alive 
on the waters at Potren, above twelve Engliſh 
mules from this place. 

Not farr from Meran ſtands the anticnt and 
fair Caſtle of 7yro/: to which 1s annex'd a pi- 
tiful Market-Town. The pkafant ſituation of 
the place doubtleſs made it ſo conſiderable as 
to give name to the whole County ; for other- 
wiſc it neither has nor cyer had any thing of 
note 1n 1t. 

To theſe might be added Stertzingen, noted 
for its Silyer Mines ſeatcd at the beginning of 
the Pyrenean Mountains, by the modern Inha- 
bitants call'd die Brenner. Theſe are the hills 
mention'd by Appian, Pliny, Dionyſius and others

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conſiderably enlarged by the Emperor C onrad Il. 
who beſtow'd on 1t the County of n rent, with 
the Territories of Vinſthal (or Val di Venoſla, as 
the Italians call it) and Pozen, 1n the years 1027 
and 1028, This Endowment was afterwards 
ratified by the Emperors Frederic 1. and Il. who 
the more to ſtrengthen the,confirmation, gavc 
the Earl of 7yro! che Title of Protector of the 
Biſhopric of rent; thereby obliging the Princes 
of that County to a ready aſſiſtance whenever 
this City or Dioceſs ſhould happen to be inva- 
ded. Since that time the Biſhops have always 
been reckon'd Princes of the Empire , and en- 
joy'd all the Priviledges and Immunities uſually 
| granted to others of that denomination. For 
| a catalogue of the Biſnopsof this Dioceſs, I ſhall 
refer the Reader to Hundius's Catalogus Epiſco- 
porum Brixinenſium, and the Books publiſh'd by 
| 7. Pirrbus Mantuanzus on this ſubject. 

| Seyeral Princes of the Empire and Italy pay 
| Fealry and Homage to this See, as holding ſome 
| Lands, Caſtles, or other part of their Eſtates of 
| 


the Biſhop of Trent. Amongſt the reſt, the Earls 
of 7 yrol and Dukes of Mantua pay in yearly a 
certain Quit-Rent ; as alſo the Earls and Barons 
| of Arch, Lodron, Lechſtein, Madrutz , Wolckenſtein, 
| IWelſperg, Firmian, Spaur, Payrſperg, Greſt, Biſeno, 
| Thono, Gloſs, and many others. Under the Bilhops 
| more immediate ſubjection are the Towns of 
| Riva, Tramin, Perzene or Pertinum, and Livegs ; 
| rogether with the Valleys of di Nan, Nauni or 
| Ananie, di Sols or Solis, di Leder or Lagaring, 
| di Fudicaria or Judicariarum, Val di Fieme or Fle- 
| 2arum, and di Randeria. In Temporals he ac- 
knowledges the ſupremacy of the Emperor, and 
in Spiricuals 1s under the inmcdiate Juriſdiction 
(or in the Province) of the Arch-Biſhop of 
Aquileia. |; 

But that which has cterniz'd the name of 
Trent to all ſucceeding Generations, is the 
famous Council begun here in the year 1545, 
and broke up in the year 1663. During which 
| time there arc ſaid ro have been no leſs then 
| four thouſand perſons of public Character, with 
|| their Attendants, who were in this City pro- 
| vided for with Lodging, Victuals, and all other 
| neceſlaries. Among whom were ſeven Cardi- 
| nals, chree Pacriarchs, thircy-three Arch-Biſhops, 
| wo hundred and —_— Biſhops, ſeven Ab- 
| bots, ſeven Vicars General, and one hundred and 
| forty-ſix Divines ; beſides a great number of 
| Ambaſſadors. For cightcen years after the firſt 
{| Convention of this Council, 'twas ſeveral times 
Aſlembled, Suſpended, and Diſloly'd wichour 
any great buſineſs effected ; and ar laſt ( in the 
year 1562) manag'd with ſo much dexterity 
and cunning by the Papal party that nothing 
was here determin'd by the Delegates in Council 
ſave what had firit been refolv'd on by the 
Cardinals in their Conclave at Rome. Infomuch 
that there was juſt grounds for that bitter Jeſt, 
ſpoken by ſome of the Hungarian Bilhops preſent 
at this Council, That the Holy Ghoſt was ſent to 
them in a C oak: bag from Rome. How many were 
the gricvanccs and prejudices done by this Coun- 
cil to all Chriſtian Kings and Princes, as alſo to 
all other members of the Catholic Church, the 
Reader will eafily be inform'd by a ſcrious and 
accurate peruſal of the learned Treatiſe cntituled 
A Review of the Council of Trent ; wricten firſt In 
French ( by one Du Ranchin, a French Courticr, 
As 1s guck'd) and tranſlated into Engliſh by our 
| learned Dr. Langbain. hence *twill appear how 
<qunable rhe. character is, which the famous 
Pietro Soave Polano gives of this Council, in the 
{ccond page of hismcomparablc Hiſtory, in theſe

| words : © This Counci], ſays he, defired and pro- 


«cur'd by Godly men, to reunite the Church 
«* which began to be divided, hath ſo eſtabliſh'd 
« the Schiſm, and made the partics ſo obſtinate, 
« that the Diſcords are become irreconcilable. 
© And being managd by Princes for Reformation 
© of Ecclcliaſtical Diſcipline, hath cauſed the 
« zrcateſt deformation that cver was ſince Chri- 
« ftianity did begin. And hoped for by the 
* Biſhops to regain the Epiſcopal Authority, 
«* uſurp'd for. the moſt part by the Pope, hath 
« made them looſe it altogether, bringing them 
© ;?nto greater ſcryitude. On the contrary, fearcd 
«* 2nd avoided by the Sec of Rome, as a potent 
* means to moderate the exorbitant power 
«* mounted from ſmall beginnings by divers de- 
© grecs, unto an unlimited Exceſs, it hath eſta- 
« liſhed and confirm'd the ſame, over that 
* part of it which remaincth ſubject unto it, that 
*|t was neycr ſo great nor (o ſoundly rooted. 
But, ſince the Reader will hardly be ſatisfied 
with this general account of ſo famous a Coun- 
cil, but be deſirous to know more particularly 
the firſt beginnings, daily encreaſe,, and final 
diſſolution of this grand Myitcry of Iniquity, 
I ſhall here give him a ſhort view of the ſeveral 
Acts of cach"Scfſion, Whereby he may have 


a fairer proſpect of that ſmall regard which! 


the Court of Rome, and its Adhcrents, had to 
the demands put up by the Emperor, the King 
of France, and other Catholic Princes, for the 
Reformation of ſundry abuſes crept into the 
Church; and the ſcycral tricks which were us'd 
to wayethat Reformation, which was ſo carncſtly 
delir'd and ſought after. And it hcre the Reader 
has not { as he cannot rationally expect) a full 
view of all their proccodings, let hum have re- 
courſe ro the two excellent Treatifes before- 
mention'd. 

The firſt Mceting of this Council began on 
the fourth day of Faruary A.D. 1545, with an 
Oration, ſpoken by che Pope's Legat, declaring 
the Cauſes of the Calamiries of the Church. In 
their ſecond Seflion ( which was held on the 
fourth of February ) the Articles of Faith, as pro- 
fels'd by all che Mcmbers of che Catholic Church, 
were read and confirm'd. Their third Seflion 
was on the eighth of April following ; whercin 
'rwas decreed, That the old Latin Tranſlation ef 
the Bible ſhould be us'd and accounted Authentic 
in all Churches and Schools : And that the Rule in 


expounding of the Scriptures ſhould be this, To ex 
pound them as the Church and the ancient Father 
have expounded them before. At the ſame time 
the number of the Books accounted Holy anc 
Canonic Scripture were rchears'd. In the fou 
Setlion ( on the ſeventeenth of Fune ) they De 
creed, That all men ought to believe that Original 
Sin was utterly taken away in Baptiſm ; inſomuch 
that the Concupiſcence which remains in our Nature 
after Baptiſm is not to be accounted a Sin, until we 
= the conſent of our Minds thereto. And for 
car St. Paul ſhould ſcem ( in the ſeventh Char 
cer of his Epiltle to the Romans ) to be of a cor 
trary opinion , they endcavour to mollific the 
Decree, by tclling us, That the Apoſtle in that 
Chapter docs not term Concupiſcence a Siu 
properly and indeed ; but only intorms us, that 
us an Eftcct of Sin, and tends that way. Ano 
ther Decree of this Seflion was, That the Virgis 
Mary was not conceiv'd in Original Sin. ln the 
htch Scſlion 'rwas Decrced, That even after the 
Fall of Adam, in man's Nature before Regener« 
tion, there is flill a Free-will, to do good ; whicl 
being awak'd and rouz'd up by God, is an Aſſiſta 
to bis Grace. The (ixth Seffion Reſoly'd, Tha 


na 
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an is Juſtified partly by Faith in C briſt and partl, 
y Works: And that Fuſliſication dees by no Te 
conſiſt in a free forgiveneſs of Sins, and a free im- 
putation of the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt, to all Be- 
lievers. The ſeventh and lait Seflion Decree 
That all men, who would be reputed members of the 
Catholic Church, cupht to believe, that the Sacra- 
ments of the Church were Seven in number; to wit 
Baptiſm, Confirmation, the Euchariſt, Penance, Ex- 
treme Unction, Ordination, and Matrimony. Atter 
theſe Decrees had paſs'd, the Pope's Phyſitian 
declar'd that the Air of Trent was corrupted ; 
whereupon molt of the Prelatcs were perſwaded 
to remove hence to Bononia, Only the Biſhops 
of Spain rctus'd to obcy the Summons to that 
place ; being commanded by the Emperor ſo to 
do. Afterwards, when the Emperor had ( in 
a General Aſſembly of the States of the Empire, 
held at Augsburg ) induc'd molt of the Protettant

Princes to ſuomit themſelves to the Council of 
Trent, he ſent Is Ambaſſador Mendoza to Rome 


who had retir'd to Bononta, to Trent. To this 
propoſal che Pope rctus'd to conſent ; fave only 
on theſe terms: 1. That the Biſhops of Spain, 


' who remain'd {HIT at Trent, ſhould firlt make 


their appcarance at Boronia. 2. That the Em-

pcror thould oblige himfelt ro make good his 


| pronuſe, that all che Statcs of Germany ſhould 
| abſolutely ſubmur themſelves ro the Council as | 
| ſoon as it ſhould be reatlemblcd at Trent. 3. That 


the Fathers who ſhould be recall'd to 7revr, 
ſhould have liberty ro depart the City treely and 
ſatcly when they plcas'd ; and to break up the 
Council when they ſhould ſee cauſe. The Em- 
pcror's Ambaſſador, ſccing his Maſter's Autho- 
rity {Icighred ar this rate, proteſted agailt the 
Tranſlation of the Counal trom Trent to Bons- 
nia ; declaring, in his Maſter's name, that what- 
cvcr ſhould be tranſatted in the place lait men- 
tion'd ſhould be of no force or value. Wherc- 
upon, the firlt mceting of the Council was ended 
in a huft; after they had, with ſome ſmall mn- 
rermillions, continu'd. their Conſulcauons tor 
wo YCars. 

The ſecond meeting of Biſhops in the Coun- 
cil of Trent was in the days of Pope Julius the 
Third, in the month of September A. D. 1551. 
In the firſt Scflion whereot, the French King's 
Ambaſiador declar'd : Firlt, That his Matter was 
ſo perplcex'd with Rebellious Tumules in Jus 
own Dominions that he could nor pothibly ſend 
his Biſhops to attend che Councll. Secondly, 
that the King his Maſtcr would not acknow- 
ledg the Convention held at Trent tor a General 
Council ; but only look'd upon 1t as a Synod 
aſſembled for the good of a tew private men, 
and not for the common peace and fecurity of 
che whole Catholic Church ; and therefore could 
not but think Himſelf and all his Subjects exemt 
from all manner of Obcdience to whatever ſhould 
therein be Decreed. In the ſecond Sellion tte 
Doctrine of 7Tranſubſtantion Was confirm'd ; tho 
ſme nice ſcruplcs in the caſe order'd to be rs 
cuſs'd upon the arrival of the Proteltant me C- 
gates, to whom they had ſent Lereers of :

On the road betwixt Trent 
and Pozen the inhabitants, in all the Villages, 
ſpeak Italian ; but beyond this Town, on the 
road towards Inſprug, a Traveller ſhall hear no- 
thing but pure High Dutch.

This Country contains 1n 1t a great part of the | 
ancient Rhetia, Vindelicia, and Noricum ; but | 
chang'd its name into Beiaria, afterwards Ba- 
aria, upon the irruption of the Boij into theſe | 
parts. This people ( as we have already nored | 
in the foregoing Volume) made the firit excur- | 
ſion of Gallia Celtica, their native Country, un- 
der the command of Sigoveſus a Celtiſh Prince, 
about 588 or 600 ycar betore the Incarnation 
of our Saviour. The firit halt they made was 
in that part of Germany which from them got 
the name of Boyen-heimat, or the Dwellings of 
the Boii, and has been ſince call'd Bohemia. Out 
of this they were driven by Maroboduus King of | 
the Marcomanni, during the reign of Auguſtzs 
Caſar, into the Territories of the Nariſci z which! 
is now the Upper Palatinate. Here, after ſevc- 
ral «kirmiſhes with the Natives of the place, they 
fix'd themſelves about the year of Chriſt 472, 
as Jornandes informs us. Afterwards, with the

the Biſhopric of Saltzbzrg, or any other Prince's, 
Dominions; or to buy any thence imported by! 
ſtrangers. Again, only the Elector's own Agents! 
are impower'd to turniſh Schwaben with Salt" 
which they dig at the Salt-pits in Draveſtein and; 
Obenhal, and ( becauſe of it ſelf very courſe, and: 
hardly vendible) is uſually mix'd with a purer; 
ſort brought from Sa/tzburg. 2. His ſecond mo-; 
nopoly is in Corn, for ( as1n the great Famine! 
in Egypr, the whole Land was forc'd to terch! 
their Bread and Provender trom Pharoah's Gra-' 
naries, ſo) it any of this Prince's Subjects wane 
Bread, he mult buy Grain ot his Maſter; no man!

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as well thorowout all his Dominions. Now, the 
Bavarians have two forts of Beer ; the one white 
and very ſtrong, the other pirifully ſmall and of 


a brown colour. The former ( known uſually 
|by the name of Kelheimer Bier, from the Town 
| of Kelbeim upon Altmuhl where 'tis moſt com- 
monly brew'd) is a Liquor of that good repute 
that 'tis uſually exported as far as Vienna, being 
only made and fold by the Eleftors menial Ser- 
vants ; but the other 1s, by permiſſion, brew'd 
by the Citizens and Country Ruſtics for their 
own uſe. The Biſhop of Paſſaz has of late years 
follow'd the Elector in this laſt piece of tyranny ; 
| and thereby conſiderably adyanc'd the incomes 
| of his Dioceſs. 

| Under theſe ſeyere circumſtances the poor 
| Peſants of Bavaria might ſtarve, were it not that 
| their vaſt Herds of Swine ( which are fatred in 
| the Woods with Acorns and Crabs ) bring them 
in a conſiderable gain. They have alſo great 
| numbers of Bears, wild Boars, and other kinds 
| of Veniſon in their Foreſts; which ( tho ſtrictly 
| forbidden to be hunted or kill'd without the 
| Elector's ſpecial Commiſſion) often furniſh out 
| a poor Bore's Table, when his Herd of Hogs 
1s hardly ſufficient to purchaſe Salt for his Fa- 
mily. Their Deer arc generally of an cxtraor- 
| dinary bulk and ſtature; ſo that they hardly 
| reckon it a wonder, what ſome of their Hiſto- 
|| rians have reportedas ſuch, that in the year 1562 
| there was a Hart caught in Bavaria, which 
| weigh'd 625 pounds. 

|| A French Nobleman ( in a Book entitul'd Les 
| Eftats, Empires, @ Principautez du Monde ) gives 
this character of the Bavarians, Pour le regard de 
| ceux de Bavtere, ils ſont ſi ſales, ſi rudes, et ſi brutaux, 
| que ſi Fon vient a les comparer au refte des Alle- 
| mands, on les pourra juftement nommer Barbares,Q&c. 
.e. As for the Bavarians, they arc a ſort of 
ple ſo unmannerly, fo rude and brutiſh, that if 
' compar'd with other Germans, they may well 
| bear che name of Barbarians. And indeed they 
have not much more credit amongſt ſome of 
their neighbours ; being uſually allow'd no bet- 
ter title by the inhabitants of Francoxia and the 
' Lower Palatinare, then Swine-Drivers. Whence 
ſome ftancitul Erymologiſts endeavour to per- 
{wade us, that the Latin name of Bawarzs is no 
'more then the High Dutch appellative Bawr ; 
which ſignifies a Bore or Ruſtic. But, notwith- 
ſtanding theſe calummes ( the effects of preju-

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The Emperor Charles the Great having thus | 
made himſclf Lord of Bavaria, cnlarg'd us Bor-) 
ders a great way into Hungary ( bcſtowing alſo! 
large Mannors and Lordſhips near Viewma and 
other Cities of Auſtria on the Bavarian Clergy ) 
and advanc'd it once more mto a Kingdom. 
After this Empcror's death, his Son Ludowic the| 
Godly committed the Government of this new | 
founded Kingdom to his Son Lotharius ; who| 
had the Title of King conferr'd on him, bur| 
rul'd only as Deputy to his Father. Afterwards, | 
Lotharius's Brother Ludowic was advanc'd to the|

But he, 
being attcrwards advanc'd tothe Imperial Throne 
was ſucceeded by his Brother Carlman's baſe Son 
Arnolph ; who before was only Prince of Styria 
and Carinthia, He alſo, after his Uncle's death, 
was made Emperor ; and thereupon committed 
the Kingdom of Bavaria to the Government of |/ 
his Son Ludowic. This King dying without Iflue, 
and his Brother Conrade being Emperor, the Ba- 
varians choſe one Arnolph ( a Prince of Charles 
the Great's Lineage) to be their Commander in 
Chict; who at Fe took on him the Title of 
King, but was forc'd at laſt (by the frequent 
oppoſitions made againſt it by the Emperor Con- 
rade and Henry the firſt) to quit that Title, and 
write himfe]lt Duke.

Religion widen'd the breach beyond all proba- 
bility of a reparation ; and now 1ts greatelt con- 
fidence ſeems repos'd in the Dukes of Newburg, 
Tho the Treaty of Munſter pretended to paſs an 
A&t of Oblivion as to whatever had hap'ned be- 
tween the Houſes of Bavaria during the late Ci- 
yil Wars of Germany; yet how much this Cica- 
trizing of the wound difter'd from a thorow 
Cure 1s evident from thoſe heats which ſoon 
after broke out upon the death of the late Em- 
peror Ferdinand Ill. when cach Eleor pretended 
to be Vicar-General of the Empire during the 
Interregnmum. But of this we have already given 
an Account in the foregoing Volume ( pag. 32. ) 
to which we refer the Reader. Nay, this Diſ- 
ſcntion berwixt the two Princes 15 now grown 
up into a National Quarrel ; which, *tis to be 
fcar'd, will hardly be ended but with the cx- 
tinction of one of theſe Electoral Familics. The 
Cicy of Regensburg is a great cyc-ſore tothe EleEtor 
of Bavaria, cſpccially fince it pretends to a Re- 
gality in the Danow, cven within the precincts 
of his Territories. Hence all occaſions and op- 
portunities arc watch'd of picking a 
fince, without juſt pretenſions, 'rwould be highly 
Criminal toattackan Imperial City. Another rea- 
ſon which may kcep him from annoying the Re- 
genſpurgers is the tear of having Thonauwerd reſtor'd 
co1ts ancient State,if he ſhould endeavour to bring 
any more Impcrial Towns to his beck. For he 
cannot but be ſenſible how unjuſt Duke Maxi- 
milian's Title was to that Schwabiſh Town upon 
[the Proſcription of it by Rudolph the Emperor, 
1n the ycar 1607, and how much more unrca-

The Elcor of Bavaria is reckon'd as potent 
a Prince as any Member (cxcept the Head) of 
the German Empirc. His Territories are won- 
dertul populous: tho tis confeſs'd his Subjects 
are rarely reputed ſo good Souldicrs as thoſe 
of the ncighbouring Countries His Mono- 
poly of Becr and Salc ( before mention'd) to- 
gether with the great Impoſts on all Commo- 
ditics Carried along the Danow and other great 
Rivers of his Country ( to both which add che 
yaſt Revenues of his own Eſtate ) are ſufficicar 
to keep on Foot as formidable an Army as the

FxEys1NG may juſtly, for its Antiquity, 
challenge the next place to Munchen in the ran 
of the Cities of the Upper Bavaria ; being ſup- 
pos'd to haye been firſt founded at what ume 
the Romans overran Noricum, Rh&tia, and Vinde- 
licia, and by them to have been call'd Fraxinum, 
Fruxinium, Or Fruxinia ( all which names We find 
Rill given it by Latin Authors), which was ca- 
ily corrupted into its modern name. Andſome 
Antiquaries have inform'd us, that the neigh- 
bouring Hill ( whcreon now (ſtands St. Stephen's 
Monaſtery) was anciently call'd 7etmos, Tetmons, 
or Tentoniſmons, from a tamous Altar ( as is ſup- 
pos'd ) whereon the inhabitants of clus part of 
the Country us'd to ſacrifice to their great God 
Teut, Tho others think, that the true Erymo- 
logy of the word 1s Theodonis-mons ; from ſome 
of the Bavarian Princcs of that\,name. They 
further add, that King Pepin ( Charles the Great's 
Fathcr) k:pt his Court for ſome years at a Caſtle 
on the top of this Hill z which, for many Gene- 
rations beforc his coming hither, had becn the

Author a man of greater Learning then could 
well be expected either from the Age he liv'd 
in, or in the midſt of ſo many Afﬀairs (of a 
quite different nature ) wherein we find the 
greateſt part of his time beſtow'd. 

Another Prelate of this Sce ( nam'd Waldo or 
Valdo) is famous for taking care to have the 
four Evangeliſts tranſlated into old Francic Rithms 
for the uſe of the common people in his Dio- 
ceſs. B. Rhenanns ( having occaſion to conſul 
St. Corbinian's Library in this Town, when em- 
ploy'd in his Commentary on Livy ) met acci- 
dentally with a Copy of this Tranſlation, enti- 
tuled Liber Evaneeliorum in Theodiſcam Linguam 
verſus ; and concluding with Waldo me fieri juſſit. 
Sigefridus Presbyter ſcripſi. This Waldo is rec- 
kon'd the ninth in the Catalogue of the Biſhops 
of this See; andis faid to have enter'd upon t 
Biſhopric about the 883. Rhenatus tells us the 
Book began thus :

The Town ( and eſpecially the Biſhop's Palace 
with its Dependances ) 1s pleaſantly ſituated on 
the high Bank of theRiver Moſach, not far from 
its entrance into the Iſer, whence you have fo 
good a proſpect of tair Fields, Parks, @c. that 
Otto Friſingenſis ( of whom more hereafter ) has 
chought fc to name it Specula Venatorum. 
| The Chriſtian Religion is faid to have been 
firſt planted here about the ycar of Chriſt 444, 
at which time, they ſay, there was a Church or 
Chappel Dedicatcd to the Virgin Mary in the 
/place where now ſtands the Cathedral. Afrer- 
wards, about the ycar 716, Pope Gregory IL ſent 
hicher one Corbinianus a French man ( whom he 
made the firſt Biſhop of this Dioceſs)) ro confirm 
the newly converted Chrittians. Thus Prelate 
was follow'd by an uninterrupted Succeſſion of 
Biſhops till the deltruction of almoſt the whole 
Town, in the year 1632, by the King of Swe- 
den's Forces. In the year 1639 Epiſcopal Juriſ- 
diction was again reſtor'd to this See ; which is 
of late days commonly cnjoy'd by ſome Prince 
of the Bavarian Line; who 1s bound to own 
the Archbiſhop of Saltzburg for his Metropoli- 
tan. 

Amongſt all the Biſhops of Freyſing, none ever 
more adyanc'd the glory of the See then 0rto 
the Firſt, Son to Leopold Marquiſe of Auſtria ; 
who from an obſcure Ciſtertian Monaſtery (to 
which he had art firſt condemn'd himſelf ) was 
advanc'd to be Abbot of Morebandt, and thence 
tranſlated to this Biſhopric. He prevail'd with 
his two Brothers ( Henry Duke of Bavaria and 
Auftria, and Conrad Archbiſhop of Saltzburg ) to 
aſliſt him with moneys towards the firſt WE 
dation and perfecting of the large Monaſtery 
of Newſtifſt near Freyſing; which ( with ſeveral 
others of leſs note in this Dioccſs) was begun 
and complered whilſt he held the Sec. He 
trended the Emperor ConradlIl. thro Syria, Grecia, 
nd Paleſtine, in his Expedition againſt the Sara- 
ens in the Holy Land; and not long after his 
cturn ( having held the Biſhopric of Frey/ing 
car twenty years ) dyed at Morebandt A.D. 1158,

From which laſt linc he endeavours to proye 
( with what force of argument ler the Reader 
judg ) that the French Nation which ſetled them- 
ſclves on the Weſtern fide of the Rhine, and 
gave the firſt original to the now formidable 
Kingdom of France, was a truce branch of the 
German ; and that their Tongue was ancicntly 
High Dutch. 

IIL InGoLsTADT (by moſt Geographers, 
but very falſcly, ſaid to be ſeated in the Lower 
Bavaria ) by ſome Latin Writers, miſtaking the 
true Etymology of the word, is render'd Aurea- 
tum ; but by Munſter, Schopper, Dreſſer, Romanus, 
and others, 'tis call'd Enge/ſtadt. Our learned 
Antiquary, Mr.Cambden, gives us the true origi- 
nal of the word, when ( ſpeaking of che Angpli 
that came into Brittain) he tells us, Horum Anglo- 
rum pars nonnulla in interiores Germaniz tratlus 
profe4i, Longobardis & Suevis permixti, in Italiam 
penetranunt & ſui nominis veſtigia in Engelhcim 
Caroli Magni Patria, Ingolitadio, Englburg, 
Englrute Germaniz, & Angleria Italiz, reliquiſe 
creduntur. Hence ſome Hiſtorians have given ir 
the name of Anglopolis ; and there is to this day 
a remarkable place in the City of Ingolftadr, call'd 
Engelhof, and ſuppos'd to be ſome part of the 
ancient Town. P. Bertius and Caſpar Ens report, 
that before the Emperor Ludowic the Fourth's 
days Ingolſtadt was no more then a Village or 
Mannour belonging to the Monaſtery of Alraich; 
and that *twas by that Emperor firit rais'd into 
a City. P. Henzner ( in his Reysbuch ) adds fur- 
ther, that this Town was in the ycar 1312 ncar 
halt cnlarg'd; that about an hundred years after 
this Duke Ladowic firlt Wall'd it round ; that 
Duke George, ſurnam'd the Rich, was the Founder 
of the ſtrong Caltle which ro this day is the 
Town's chiet Defence; and laſtly, that Duke 
William compleatcd its Fortifications in the year 
1537- 

The Town 1s pleaſantly ſeated on the banks 
of the Danow, in a plain and fruitful Country. 
The Houſes arc generally well built, and che 
Streets fair and uniform. The City is famous, 
in the writings of Hiſtorians and Geographers, 
tor theſe three things: 1.

And indeed the nature of the Soil in this 
| County well anſwers its name; it being every 
where plentifully watcr'd with Brooks and Ri- 
vulets, and almoſt environ'd with three of the 
moſt conſiderable Rivers in the Empire, i.e. the 
Rhine, which ſeparates it from the Palatinate on 
the Weſt ; the Neccar, which bounds it on the 
South ; and the Mayn, which divides it trom the 
County of Hanow on the North. Hence the 
whole County abounds with fruittul Valleys, rich 
Meadows, and ſtore of all forts of Grain and 
Fruit, beſides plenty of good Wine ; all which 
commoditicsarecalily vended either at Heydelberg 
on the Neccar, Francfurt on the Mayn, or Wormbs 
on the Rhine.

This is the uſual Winter Reſidence of the Elector 
of Mentz.; and thought to be the ſtrongeſt Fore 
he has in his Dominions. And yet it gave but 
ſmall proof of any ſuch great ſtrength in the 
year 1631, wherein 'twas taken by the King of 
Sweden without the loſs of a drop of Blood. 
IV. GzrRaw, Geroa, or Geravia, a ſmall City 
not far from Darmſtadt, built about the year 
1300, which gives name to a ſmall Province or 
Wapentake, call'd from hence Das Geraver Land- 
lein. The inhabitants of this Town make great 
quantities of Wine ; which 1s yearly carried off 
at five great Fairs, whereof rwo are held (m 
Summer ) in the Ficlds near Geraw, and the other 
three ( in Winter ) in the City. 
V. Haxaw, a fair City on the Mayn, about 
two German miles from Francfurt ; which gives 
a Title to a Prince or Count of the Empire as 
well as Erpach. Tis hard to ſay, whether the 
lovely ſituation of this Town or the magnificence 
of its Buildings be more admirable. The old 
Town was firſt Wall'd in by Count Philip in 
the year 1528, to which the Belgic Merchants, 
who flock'd hither to furniſh themſelyes with 
Wines and the other Commoditics of the Coun- 
try, in a ſhort time added the New Town, as 
regular and uniform a piece as molt of its big- 
neſs in the Empire. The Swediſh General Hubald 
took Hanaw by a ſtratagem, after he had for a 
long time bclicg'd it in vain, in the year 1631. 
Afterwards it was belicg'd by the Empcror's 
Forces ; who, having lain almoſt a whole year 
before 1t, were at laſt forc'd to raiſc the licge 
and make a ſhameful retreat. *Twas a third 
time block'd up by William Landtgrave of Heſſen 
in June A. D. 1636 ; but fo braycly defended by 
the valiant and expert Swediſh General Ramſay, 
who bravely manag'd a ſmall Garriſon for ſome 
years againſt the greatclt part of the Imperial 
Forces, that it came not into the hands of the 
Germans before February A. D. 1658 ; and then 
'twas treachcrouſly berray'd to the Officers of 
the belicgers, who took Ramſay Priſoner, and 
committed him to cloſe cuſtody at Dillenberg, 
reſtoring the City to its own Prince.

'Grand Scignior, That having a noble Clock

lictle mending ) he ſent it from Adrianople as. 
far as this City to be ſet in order. | 

The Town has by degrees grown to that 
bulk, that 'tis now reckon'd to be near ſeven 
| Engliſh mules in compaſs ; which great Body is 
\girt round with a triple Wall and a large Ditch. 
'|Upon the Walls are erc&ted three hundred ſixty 
and five Towers; whereot one hundred cighty | 
and three are built of hew'n Stone, on purpoſe | 
to be of ſufficient ſtrength for the ſupport of 
the great Guns and other picce Ordnance placed || 
[|\rherecon. The Free-ſtone whereof theſe Towers 
||(as alſo moſtof the Houſes of the richer Citizens)

in the Quarrics they are very ſoft and cafily

. A Traveller that has ſeen all the other Ci- 
ties in the German Empire, will think himſelf 
carried into another Country when he comes

to Nurnberg ; ſo ſurprizing and extraordinary 
to what he has clſewhere met with, will ſeem 
the fairneſs of the Streets, uniformity of Build- 
ings, difference of Habit, induſtry of the Inha- 
bitants,and ncatneſs in all things. They havenear 
five hundred and fifty Streets and Allyes; where- 
in moſt of the Houſes are of Free-ſtone, and 
many of them ſix or ſeven ſtories high. There 
arc ten ſeveral Markct-places in the Town, 
thirteen public Bathes, and a vaſt number of 
Conduits and Draw-Wells. Their chict Foun- 
tain was finiſh'd within theſe few years; =— 
adorn'd with a great many Statucs in Braſs. 
The Sca-Horſes about it are very large; the 
Sea-Nymphs much bigger then the lite ; and 
Neptune, who ſtands on the top, above three 
yards and an halt high. Upon the Pepnitz, 
within the Walls, ſtand above threcſcore Mills 
many whercof are Corn-Mills, and ſufficient to 
grind for the whole Town in caſe of a Sicge. 
That threeſcore thouſands Inhabitants ( for 
Dreſſer could long ſince reckon up 52000 Citi- 
zens in Narnberg) ſhould make up no more then 
two Pariſhes, ſeems ſtrange ; and yer St. Sebald's 
and St. Lawrence's are the only Mother or Pa- 
rochial Churches in this great City. St. Sebald, 
to whom the chick Church im the Town is dedi- 
cated, 1s ſaid to have been deſcended of a branch 


| of the Blood-Royal of ſome of our Eneliſb-Saxou 


Kings; and to have travell'd out of the Ifle of 
Great Brittain , on purpoſe to bring over his 
Countrymen in theſe parts to the Chriſtian Re- 
lgion. In gratitude to this good man, for his 
extraordinary performances, - the Norimbergers 


| caus'd his dead Body to be carricd 1n proceſlion 


on a Cart drawn by Oxcn; and in that place 
where the Oxecn firſt ſtood ſtill they buricd the 
Body, and ercftcd this Church to his Memory. 
The Scxtons here pretend to have intheir cuſtody 
a rare Collection of Reliques and rich Church- | 
Ornaments ; which, they fay, arc only ſhown 
to Princes and Travellers of an extraordinary | 
rank. The Crucifix without the Church js very 
large, and of a black colour ; and ſome fancy 
that the Raht-Herrn, and Magiſtrates of the 
Town, have repoſited a great Treaſure in it. 
In ſhort, the whole Fabric is as ſtately as any of 
ts kind in the Empire; whercin is preach'd up 
the Lutheran Doctrine taught here in its pu- | 
rity. 

St. Lawrence's is chicfly frequented by the No- 
bility ; the molt conſiderable Families whercof 
have here their Burial-places and Monuments. 
Each of theſe have, beſides their Eſcutcheons 
hung up as in other places, a long Tablc 
or Scroll whercin are regiſter'd the Names of 
thoſe who lyc buried in the ſeveral Vaults; 
with an account of the time and manner of their 
deceaſe. And this Cuſtom has been of ſo long 
continuance among the Citizens of Nurnberg, 
that we ſhall find ſome of theſe Regiſters to have 
been begun above five hundred years ago and 
continu'd down to this day.

The Town-Hall is a ſtately Fabric, well worth 
the ſeeing ; much ny then that which the 
Citizens of Augsburg brag off, and of late as 
well adorn'd within. The Dining Room, Coun- 
cil Chamber, and other Apartments 1n it, are 
well painted and gilded with Gold ; and adorn'd 
with rare Pictures. 

The chicf Nobility and Gentry of the Town 
conſiſts of rwenty-cight Families, out of which 
arc cohſtantly choſen the fupreme Magittrates 
and Governors of the City. Their Common- 
Council, or whole Body of their Magiſtracy, 
is made up of Forty-rwo Members ; whercot 
thirteen are Burgomaſters, as many Schopſfen, 
uſually render'd by the Latin word Scabini, and 
of the ſame nature with our Aldermen ; the 
other ſixteen arc only term'd Die Alte, the El- 
ders or Sages of the People. One Burgomaſter 
and one Alderman have, by turns, the ſupe- 
riority and rule over the reſt ; and cheir courſes 
are ſo order'd that each Member of theſe two 
Thirteens is Regent for the ſpace of one Lunar 
month yearly.

third in the year 1440. This Emperour, haveing 
reign'd fifty four years, left the Empire to his 
Son Maximilian the firſt: whom he procured to 
be cleted whilſt himfelt lived. To Maximilian 
ſucceeded Charles V. his grandchild ; and' to 
Charles, his Brother Ferdinand the firſt: from 
whom are deſcended in a right line of males all 
the Emperours that have reign'd ever ſince his 
death, and ſtill reign happily to this day. 

The preſent Emperour and Arch-Duke of

Franciſcus-Balthazar-Foſephus- Felicianus His el- 
deſt Brother Ferdinand, King of the Romans , 
dycd of the ſmall pox in his Father's time: and 
his Brother Carolus- Foſephus, Maſtcr of the 7 eu- 
tonic Order, dycd in the year 1662. He is a 
vetuous, affable, grave and worthy Prince; and 
enjoys happily the love and honour of his ſub- 
jects. He ſpeaks accuratcly four Languages, 
German, Italian, Spaniſh and Latin, is a great 
countenancer of Learn'd men ; and, when the 
more important concerns of State will permit, 
will uſually paſs ſome hours at his ſtudy. He 
has alſo good skill in Muſick, and ſeems much 
delighted in it both at his Palace and the Church); 
which may be one good reaſon why in Vienna 
you ſhall meet with more Muſitians then any 
other City in Exrope. He 1s a great Huntſman 
and good Horſeman, and therefore "tis no won- 
der to find at his Palace a noble Stable of Horſes 
procur'd from all parts, Turkiſh, Tartarian, Polo- 
nian, Tranſylvanian, Saxon, Bohemian, Hungarian, 
Gc. He 1s fanci'd to carry in his face the line- 
aments of four of his Predeceſſours; that is, of 
Rudolph the firſt, of Maximilian the firſt, of 
Charles the fifth, and Ferdinand the firſt. "Twas 
a late infolent obſervation of a French Author 
of the preſent Emperour of Germany that he 1s a 
Prince afſer bien fait, mais qui a de groſſes leures. 
i. .. That hes a Prince of a tolcrable ſhape, 
baiccing the bulk of his lips. Whereas this 1s 
reckon'd as one of the grand natural advantages 
of the houſe of Auſtria, that they have generally 
long chins and thick lips; which are Jlook'd up- 
on as Phyſiognomical marks ot their Picty, Con- 
ſtancy and Integrity. 

Another extraordinary and ſignal mercy which 
God and Nature have beſtow'd on,chis Houſe, 
is the Arch-Duke's curing of any Wens or other 
extubcrances on the neck or other parts of che 
body; by giveing a glaſs of cold water, with 
his own hand, to the party diſeas'd. They have 
bin alſo known to looſe the tongues of ſeveral 
_ have not bin able to ſpeak plain, with a

The priviledges which the Auſtrian Family 
has receiv'd from the many Emperours that 
have bin of that Houſe arc innumerable. They 
can create Gentlemen, Barons and Counts thro- 
out the whole Empire; and the Emperour him- 
ſclf cannot take trom them the Lands they are 
ſiezed on, to give them to another. The Arch- 
Duke 1s the firſt and moſt intimate Privy Coun- 
ſcllour of the Empire; and his Principality 1s 


|| not ſubje&X to contributions. Theſe Princes ,| 


when they receave the Lands they hold in Fee, 
arc in Royal Habit ; wear an Arch-Duke's Cap 


Laſtly, not to inſiſt on any more inconſiderable 
nee it all che Princes of this Houſe ſhould 
1appen to fail, the Eldeſt Dauhhter ſhall inhe- 
ritall cheir Eftates ; and, with the Title and Dig- 
nity of Arch-Duke, bring all theſe priviledges 
to her Husband: | 

Whilſt Auftria was a part of the large Duke-/ 
dome of Bavaria, as bctore is hinted, we can- 
not imagine the Princes of this Countrey any 
wayecs potent ; or more conſiderable then ſonfe 
of the modern French Marquifes. Some ſmall 
command they had over a few ſhattcr'd troops 
and Garrifons; whom they were commiſlſiona- 
ted to Muſter and Head in caſe any of the neigh- 
bouring Nations ſhould invade theſe outmoit 
and untrequented Limits of the Bavarian Prince's 
Territories. This was all the power they had. 
Here their Commiſſion ended. Burt fince this 
Marquiſate had bin chang'd into an Arch-| 
Dukedome, thecaſc is alter'd : the Auſtrian Princes 
are now as great and formidable as before they 
were mean and contemptible. For this Houſe 
being firſt advanc'd in power and greatneſs by 
the acquiſition of the Countrics of Carinthia ,| 
Styria, 1yrol and Alſatia, was rais'd to a prodi- 
gious grandeur by the Marriage of Maximilian 
of Arftria with Mary of Burgundy ; who brought 
him in Dowry the Seventeen Provinces of the 
Low-Countries, with the Franche-County. Not 
long after the Auſtrian Princes became Lords of 
a great part of the World : by the Marriage of 
Fane of Spain with Philip the foremention'd Max- 
imilian's Son. For by the death of her Eldeſt 
Siſter the Qucen of Portugal, Zane became Hei- 
reſs of all that her Father and Mother had in 
Spain ; as alſo of the Kingdomes of Naples, Si- 
cily, Majorca, Minorca, Sardinia and the new 
found World of America. Whereupon, Charles 
the V. ſecing he had enough to ſatisty the rwo 
branches ſeverally, quitted all chat he had in 
Germany to his Brother Ferdinand ( reſerving no- 
thing thereof to himſelf, but che Tile of Auſtria) ; 
and = to his Son all his Brothers Dominions: 
which are fo large, that che Sun never ſers upon 
them. Afterwards Philip the ſecond, Son to/ 
Charles the fifth , got poſlcilion of the King-! 
dome of Portugal ( partly by right partly by 
force) upon the death of the King and Cardi-| 
nal Henry ; Uncle by the Father's ſide to Sebaſtian, 
who was unfortunately loſt in Africa in the year 
1578. In ſhort, this ſingle Famuly has ( within 
the ſpace of three hundred years) produc'd 
thurteen Emperours, ſix Kings of Spain, and a- 
bove forty other Kings, Cardinals, Arch-Dukes 
and Dukes ; amonglt all which, it has bin ob- 
ſecrv'd, there was never yet a Tyrant.

' Manuſcripts are not mix'd with the Printed

Medical, Philological, Hiſtorical, and Philoſophical. 
In the firſt Chamber you have Oriental Manu- 
ſcripts, mark'd by their Tongues, Hebrew, Syriac, 
Arabic, Turkiſb, Athiopic, Perſian, and Chineſe.

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Te Third, A preat many curious Volumes 
were brought, not many years ago, from the 
mee Library at Inſprack by Pet. Lambecius , 
who himſelf latcly bequeath'd to it a good col- 


In the Commentaries be- 
fore mention'd, the Reader may have an accu- 
rate and large account of many choice Manu- 
ſcripts, and other Rarities of this Library; to 
which we will only add. theſe few following 
pieces of Curioſity and Antiquity out of the 
Obſervations lately made by the ingemous Dr.

An old fair Greek Manuſcript 
of Dioſcorides ; written eleven hundred years ago, 
in large characters, without diſtance of words 
or accents ; wherein all the Plants arc lively 
painted. 4. A Book of Geometrical Propoli- 
tions; demonſtrated in the Chineſe Language. 
5. An ancicnt Greek Manuſcript of the Book of 
Geneſis, in large Letters without Accents ; writ- 
ten thirteen hundred years ago ; wherein 
forry Draughts in Miniature, much conducing t 
the knowledg of the Habits, the manner of Feaſt- 
ing, the Jewiſh poſtures at Mcals, waiting of 
Servants, Muſical Inſtruments, @c. 6. A fair 
and ancient Copy of the New Teſtament in 
Greek; written fifreen hundred years ago, in 
Letters of Gold upon Purple. 
Amongſt ſome other Manuſcripts of note, 
not here mention'd, the learned Doctor tells 
us he met with one in the Runic characters ; 
which, if of any conſiderable age, is a Monu- 
ent of great value. For OL. Wormius ( in the 
wenty-fifch Chapter of his Literatura Runica ) 
ſays the old Rune uſed to write their characters 
pon Stones, Wood, Bones, and Horn; but 
that they ever made uſe of Paper or Parch- 
ment he could not Icarn. He fays, indeed, he 
has ſeen ſome ſcraps or fragments of thoſe cha- 
racters in old Copics of the Daniſh and Nor- 
wegian Laws, and in the ancient Manuſcript Edda 
and Shialdi ; but that he ever mct with any en- 
tire Tract in the Runic character ( fave only 
ſome late counterfeit pieces, common in Sweden ) 
he will not affirm. So that it appears, that the 
cencalogics of the Daniſh Kings, with other Hi- 
orical Remains, publiſh'd at the end of his 
onumenta Danica, were Written in ſome old 
atin-Gothic Letter; and by himſelt only tran- 
crib'd into a Runic character. 
The Umverſity at Vienna 1s alſo remarkable 
nough both for its Antiquiry and number of 
Scholars, as alſo for the Priviledges and Accom- 
odations of its ' Students. *Tis ſaid to have 
Deen founded by Albert the Third, Duke of Au- 
tria, about three hundred years ago; and to 
have borrow'd'its Statutes and Orders from the 
niverſity of Paris. Tho others make it much 
older ; telling us its firſt foundation was laid by 
he Emperor Frederic the Second ; who, in the 
year 1237, endow'd it with a fair Revenue, and 
veltow'd on it many and great Priviledges. *Twas 
afterwards enlarg'd by 0:tacar King of Bohemia 
completed by the foremention'd Albert , and 
n the year 1384 had all his Ptiviledges confirm'd 
dy the Pope, at the interceſſion and requeſt of 
bert the Third. This Univerſity (as that at 
eipſic ) 15 divided into four Nations or Claſſes; 
yIuch arc theſe : 1. Auſtria; under which arc

Trent, all Italy, with other Provinces beyond the 
Mountains. 2. The Rhine; to which arc rc- 
ferr'd Suevians, Alſatians, Franconians,Heſſians, Oc. 
with all the Kingdoms and Nations tothe South- 
Weſt of Europe, as France, Spain, Navar, Hot- 
land, and Brabant. 3. Hungary ; under which 
arc alſo contain'd the Bohemians, Polonians, Mo- 
ravians, Sclavonians, and all others that year 
the Sclavonian Tongue. 4. Saxony; to which 
are reduc'd the Weſtphalians, Friſians, Thuringi- 
ans, Miſnians, Brandenburgers, Pruſſians, Livonians, 
Luſatians, Pomeranians ; together with the ultra- 
marine Kingdoms of England, Scotland, Ireland, 
Sweden, Norway, and Denmark. Sometimes the 
ſeveral Nations fall out and bandy againſt cach 
other ; but upon any general Quarrel with the 
7ews or Towns-men ( which often happens) 
they unite as one body. The Emperor Ferdi- 
nand the Second ( about the year 1622 ) made 
an Order, that the Jeſuits only ſhould be per- 
mitted the public profeſſion of Divinity and 
Philoſophy ; with this proviſo, That ſometimes, 
for Diſputation's ſake, a Dominican or Franciſcan 
might be indulg'd the Chair. But the Civikans 
nn Phyſicians ( who were then exempted from 
the Zeſuitical yoke ) are ſtill an independant Body 
of themſclves ; and are govern'd by a Rector of 
cir own chuſing, who (as in moſt other Uni- 
verſitics in the Empire ) 1s cle&ted every half 
year. Into this latter Society arc admitted ſuch

Wolfgangus Lazius ( in the large Deſcription 
of this City given us in the tweltch Book of his 
Commentaries De Repub. Rom. ) tells us, thar 
there are in Vieuna twelve ſeveral Courts of Ju- 
dicature ; whercof four, he ſays, are Ecclefiaſti- 
cal, and the other cight Civil.

No Religion is here publicly tolerated but the 
Confcſlion of the Reman Church ; and therefore 
the Proteſtants are glad to go as far as Edinbur 
or Presburg ( forty Engliſh miles from Viems\ 
to receive the Sacrament. This were an inſup- 
portable trouble, had they not the convenience 
of the Danow, and of Coaches which daily paſs 
berwixt Vienna and Presburg. Maximilian the 
Sccond allow'd the Lutherans the exerciſe of their 
Religion in the Church of the Holy Croſs; but 
that privilege was afterwards taken from them

the Sick. This Toleration gave them an oppor- 
tunity of -promoting their Principles, and of 
gaining daily: great numbers of Profclites. But 
Ferdinand the Second, returning from the Bartel 
of Prague, baniſh'd their Teachers out of Vienna 
and Arnols ; committing Baron Forger,thcir grand 
Patron, cloſe Prifoner at Lintz; and not ceaſing 
till he had taken away their privileges of mect- 
ing in any part of the Lowcr Auſtria. 

Formerly the Jews ( who ſwarm more in Ger- 
many then in any other part of the Chriſtian 
world ) had a conſiderable freedom of Trade 
allow'd them in this City ; bur for many years 
laſt paſt they have been exceedingly diſtaſted 
by the Citizens and Trades-men, who look'd 
upon them as fellows that robo'd them of their 
Traffic and Employments; and lately , upon a 
quarrcl betwixt them and the Scholars, were 
wholly baniſh'd the Town. The Students, ha- 
ving recciv'd an affrone from them, aſſaulted 
the Juden-Statt, or Jews-Town ( a part of the 
Suburbs, beyond the River, whither they were 
always torc'd to retire in the night time, tho 
permitted to traffic within the Walls in the day ) 
beat and wounded many of them, and threw 
ſeveral into che River; ſome of themſelves be- 
ing alfo kill'd in the fray, and divers wounded. 
Upon this, a good number of the Jews, who 
firſt occaſlion'd the uproar, were immediately 
baniſht the Town ; and not long after the whole 
Nation of them prohibited from ling, not only 
at Vienna, but in any other part of Auſtria. Tis 
hard to judg whether a Toleration or Excluſion 
of them conduc'd moſt to the public good of 
the Town; for, tho they would moſt readily 
accommodate you with all manner of neceſla-| 
ries, cither upon fale or exchange for other com- 
modities, yetthe Magiſtrates ot the City and the 
Emperor's Miniſter's of State were uſually jca- 
lous of their holding a corrcfpondence with che 
Turks, and betraying the ſecrets they could learn 
to the Ottoman Miniſters.

| About a German mile from thus place arc to 
be ſeen rhe ruins of the antient City of Salla or 
ws (call'd in Lazius's Map Colonia Soluenfis ) 
which was deftroy'd by King Attilain the year 
451: at which time 'tis faid co have bin 823 
years of age. A field ncar theſe ruins 1s ſtill call'd 
Ager Soluenſis or Zolfeld; in which arc dayly 
tound great ſtore of Roman Coins, Medals and 
other Monuments of Antiquity. In this field 
Rands the famous [Chair of Stone, uſed ar the 
inſtalling of the Dukes of Carinthia. It is made 
of tquare Stones ſer together in form of two 
Elbow Chairs turn'd back to back : upon three 

f theſe there are ſtill to be read old Roman 
nſcriptons, which ſavour of greater Antiquity 
then the Chair it ſelf. Ar the Inſtalment the 

mpcrour or other Duke of Carinthia, cither in 
Pcrſon or by his ſubſtitute, fits in one part of 
he Chair towards the Eaſt; and a Bore, or 
Country Ruſtic, in the other, Weſtward.

However, 
the Lodging and Entertainment which travellers 
meet with in this Dukedom is generally better 
lik'd then what is afforded «them in other parts 
of the Empire. 

The people of this and many of the neigh- 
bouring Countrics are ſtrangely troubled oa a 
ruma or ſwelling in the throat: infomuch that 
in moſt of their great Towns they have Hoſpitals 
buile for ſuch poor people as have loſt cheir voi- 
ces, their wits, or arc otherwiſe oppreſſed with 
this terrible diſtemper. Ortelizs tells us he was 
ſtrangely ſurprized ro mect a man in theſe parts, 
as he travelled betwixt Vienna and Venice, that 
had ſuch a ſwelling in his chin that from his cars 
down to his breaſt 'twas as broad as his ſhoulders:

Foreigners. 

To theſe we might add ſome few more Mar- 
ket-Towns of Icfs note; As, 1. Furftenfeld, on 
the River Lauffnitz and Borders of Hungary; ſup- 
pos'd, by Lazius, to be the Roman Agque. 2. Fri- 
burg, on the River Pink, not farr from Furſten- 
feld ; at preſent an inconſiderable ruinous Vil- 
lage, but (by Lazizs and others) thought to 
be the old Roman Cordobianca.

| habitcd by them in Thucydides's days) 1s hardly

his notes on Suetonius, proves out of Dio that 
Panonia 18 no Greek word, ſed a voce indigena Pan- | 
nis derivata: and the beſt Antiquaries make the 
Panones a branch of the Celtic Nation. 

The Goths were the firſt invaders of this Coun- 
try: bur cheſe were quickly overthrown and 
enſlaved by King Artila and his Hunns, who 
made themſclves maſters of the whole Land. 
Aftcr Attila's death, the Goths made a ſhift 
( by force and fraud) to recover their ground : 
killing and ſuppreſling the Humnns, and remaining 
maſters of the Ficld tor about an hundred years. 
| After which, in che days of the Emperor Juſti- 
| tian, the Hunns ( aſliſted by the Avares, a ncigh- 
\| bouring pcople) rally'd their forces; and over- 
| ran all Thracia, with the adjoyning Countries. 
Theſe Avares, ſays Fornandes, came out of a cold 
Country beyond Moſcovy, which to this day is 
call'd Jura : who joyning their name as well as 
Arms with the Hunns, call'd the Land Hunnivar ;

Inde poteft eſſe Hunni, quaſt Caſtra' 
ponentes. And to this whimſical derivation of| 
the word agree many of the German writers ;| 
who are commonly too fond of any ſlender oc- 
calion of diſcovering their skill in the Jewiſh lan- || 
guage. Nor lefs ridiculous arc they who make || 
the word High-Dutch: for to fay (as ſome do); 
that Hungar is no more then Gar Haun or E ygen- | 
licher Haun i.e. a true Hunn, is till to leave us in | 
the dark as to the original of the word we ſeek | 
for. The River Hun in Croatia had certainly its | 
name from this people; and not contrariwiſe, as || 
Scalichizs 1llogically argues: and the Rory of |: 
Hunnus, one of Attila's General's, carrics juſt as || 
much probabilicy with it as the torics which 
our Britiſh writers have given us of Brutus and 
Albanius. The moſt likely conjectures arc ſuch 
as bring the ſcveral names of the Hungarians out 
of their own language. Now, in the Hungarian 
language, Hon gyars ſignifics as much as Domus 
ſue flrenui bf iron: which will very well argee 
with that natural conceit which the Scythians , 
and other Northcrly Nations, had of their own 
valour. The Hungarians call themſelves Magyar 
or May gyars, that 1s, Semen or Proſapia flrenuo- 
rum; which confirms the former ater at 
This valorous and warlike people ( tor ſo 
much their name imports) having made them- 
ſelves Lord of Panonia, and -finding the Land

In the days of peace and plenty the Hen'zari- 
ans teed the moſt of their neighbours with vaſt 
herds of Cattle, ready for the (laughter: and 
theſe are every where fo numerous that in one 
year forty thouſand yoke of Oxen have bin 
known to pals the road betwixt Hungary and 
Vienna ; belides the many thouſands we may 
hence calily conclude to have bin driven into 
Italy and other neighbouring Countries. In 
the year 1667. was concluded a Treaty of Com- 
merce betwixt his Imperial Majeſty and the 
grand Sigmourz wherein 'twas agreed on by 
both partics that there ſhould be cſtabliſh'd ar 
Vienna an Eaftern Company ot Merchants (whercof 
onc halt to be German, the other Turkiſh), who 
were to manage the whole trade of droveing, 
Gc. betwixt this City and the Kingdom of Hun- 
gary, which has bin ſince continu'd with good 
ſucceſs; till the preſent Commotions brake their 
meaſures and put an cnd ( at lea(t for ſome time) 
co their Trafhick.

Caracalla, Galienus, Conſtantius and others; whoſe 
exploits in Parnonia Hiſtorians have related at 
large) the Emperors Aurelian, Probus and Gra- 
tian, were born at Sirmium, and Claudius Gothi- 
cus dycd 1n orncar it. Jovians and Valentinia- 
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mus were born in Pannonia: and Ingenuns, Go- 


vernor of this Country, was ſaluted Emperor 
by the Mzſian Legions. Hence we have a very 
large Colleftion of Latin Inſcriptions of good 
note found here in the works of Jaſtus Lipſins, 
Janus Gruterus and others that have treated on 
this ſubject.

cover'd by a ſuddain ruſhing torrent, the effect of 
a great ſhower. Each of theſe, ro the number 
of many thouſands, weigh'd two or three Crowns; 
having on the one ſide the image of Lyſimachrs, 
and on the Reverſe Viforia. With the Medals 
was alſo found a Golden Serpent : it being a 
cuſtome amongſt the anticnts to bury a Serpent 
with their hid Treafure, in token of a faithful 
keeper. This Serpent, with a great many of 
the Mcdals, was preſented to the Emperor by 
Caſtalde, his Gencral in the Tranſylvanian wars. 
Our ingemous Dr. Brown ( to whom the World 
1s bcholden for the accurate account he has 
given us of his Travails through a great part of 
chis Kingdom ) has brought over a choice col- 
Ie&tion of Roman Coins and Medals found in 
Servia, Boſnia and other Hungarian Provinces: 
which will be generuully communicated to the 
curious Reader, it any further inquitiuye atrer 
the Antiquities of this Country.

or cook their mcat ; for all their tood was caten 
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obſervours of their promiſcs and Leagucs 


with torcign Nations. Nay, ſo little of Huma- 
nity had they that they were never obſcrv'd to 
excerciſe any manner of religious Act ; or to ac- 
knowledge and worlhip any fort of Gochcad 
whatever, ſive their Swords and other Engines 
of war. Of which more anon. 

But the modern Hunpartans arc much dif- 
fcrent in temper and manners from their 
barbarous Anceitors. Thus laſt age has given 
lufficient proot of their being a warlike and po- 
litic people; and zealous aflertors of the Reli- 
gion they profeſs. Brietins commends them 
for their valour ; but taxcs them with unfaith- 
fulncſs and breach of Leagues: They are pe- 
nerally a lazy ſort of people : as idleneſs is too 
commonly the unhappy product of a rich Coun- 
try and fruittul ſoil. They are great glutrons : 
whence the Germans ſay proverbially of them , 
That an Army of Hungarians brings a Famine. 
The Nobility are commonly perſons of great 
Humanity, Gravity and parts: but withal am- 
bitious and popular. Before the thirteenth 
Century they, like the Afrans their neighbours, 
were of a ſcryile diſpoſition and not too fond 
of liberty : but ſince that time they have bin 
continually fretting on the birt, and extremely 
uncaſy under the Government of their Monarchs. 
The Hungarian writers themſclves ( whom the 
law of nature obliges to be tender as is poſlible 
of the reputation of their own native Coun- 
try) arc not able to draw a veil over the Epi- 
demical vice of rcbcllion in this Kingdom. 7oh. 
Ferd. Behamb (a late ingemous Commentator 
on the Notitia Hungarie Berneggeriana) compares 
this National Dittcmper to the Gowt; which, 
fays he, ſcldom takes up with the mean diſpen- 
ſations of a Beggars Cottage, but 15 uſually con- 
verſant in the Palaces ot great Princes and No- 
blemen. 

The ordinary Habit of an Hungarian in time 
of Peace 1s much more convenicat tor all forts 
of bodily exerciſe then what is worn in the We- 


———=ſern Countries of Ezrope: where uſually che ta- 


ſhion changes cvery halt year, and too often 
for the worſe. Indeed in the Winter their ſhore 


: cloſe-body'd Coats would be too fleight a co- 


vering for the more cftceminate Europeans ; were 
not this defect in ſome mcaſure recompens'd by 
a looſe Cloak button'd or claſp'd over their lett 
ſhoulder and under their right pap: fo as that 


of Habit exceedingly agrees ( it it be not exactly 
the ſame) with that which «he antient Romar 
Soldiers made uſe off, as fitteſt for nulitary cx- 
erciſe: whereof Plautus, in his Miles G lorioſus, 
gives us this hunt

brachio. 
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either wholly raw, or otherwiſe fleightly ſtew'd || They wear gencrally a girdle, of what colour 


berwixt the Rider's buttocks and his Horle's 
back. They never made uſe ot Houſes, not fo 
'much as a lender Cottage or Hut of Wood 
or Ruſhes : but were from their Cradles bred up 
in the Foreſts and Mountains. Their Clothing 
was uſually the skins of wild-beaſts z which they 
never put off, till they fell away in rags. They 
never {tuck to any conſtanc ſeat ; and theretore 
never troubled themſclyes to nll and improve 
their ground. They had no ſence of morallity 
or the nature of good and evil actions : and 
therefore could not be expected to be zealous

whom Latin Hiſtorians corruptly call 
RR purſu'd by his Enemies into a thicket; 
upon which fſatc an Owl, which gave the py 
Giers reaſon to believe there could be no body 
hid in that place. Hereupon it grew faſhiona- 
ble in Tartary to wear that Bird's feathers 1n rc- 
membrance of the great delivery of their Prince: 
tho 'afterwards the Plumes ot any other large 
Fowl were thought as graceful as theſe. 

The Women of Hungary begin tO apc the 
Germans and other Europeans 1n thar apparel ; 
excepting only a ſhort Cloak or Mantle thrown 
over their ſhoulder, which they ſtill retain how 
often ſocver the faſhion of their other clochung 
chance to vary. They generally wear a Veil 
over their Mouth and Noſe. A cuſtom bor- 
row'd probably from the Roman Nations; who, 
as their Statues and Monuments may teach us, 
were great admirers of this faſhion. Tacitzs 
(in the thirteenth Book of his Annals ) gives 
this reaſon for it ; 'twas done, he ſays, in ſignum 
pudicitie, ne aſpeflum ſatient Amatoribus. But 
the Hungarians give another account of their 
Matrons: who, ſay they, go thus atuir'd to avoid 
the inconveniences which otherwiſe an unwholc- 
ſome air might bring upon them, 

This notable diſtinction has bin obſery'd be- 
ewixt the Eaſtern and Weſtern Europeans; that 
the latter generally ſhaye their beards, bur let? 
the reſt of their hair grow to a great Icngth : 
whereas (on the contrary ) the former as con- 
ſtantly ſhave their heads, but nouriſh the growth | 
of their beards. Shaving or ſhearing the head 
was firſt brought into Hungary by Ulatiſlaus the 
Sarmatian ; hs lookt upon this -as a faſhion 


moſt convenient for the warriors of thoſe times. : 


Another reaſon which perſwaded them to make 


much of the hair on their faces was a bclicf that | 
hereby they became the more terrible to their 


Encmies, and carry'd ſomething more then 
humane 1m thcir countenances : as the Senones 


fancy'd the Roman Senators ſo many gods, when | 
they appeard with their beards comb'd out and | 
ſert off to the beſt advantage. Hence Parme- | 
nio ( Alexander the Great's chict General ) was 


ſo ſtartled at the rough countenances of the 
Scythians and Baftrians ; that he durſt not 


venture to engage with them in the day*rime, | 
for fcar of having his Army routed with their | 
looks. The Hungarian Hiſtorians tell us of one | 
of their Countrymen, who had a beard of that | 
prodigious length that (1n the wars againſt the | 

\ it ſcrv'd him for a girdle by day, and 
at night ſerv'd inſtead of a Covyerlet for his | 
whole body. During his ſervice the Colonel |

commanded the whole Regiment to be ſhav'd: 
but was, at laſt, perſwadcd to except this Hun- 
garian; who proftcr'd to lay down his lite rather 


h . | 
then part with this venerable ornament. Young 


men, unmarry'd, ſhave their chins: but wear 
Muſtaces on their upper lip. 

The Hungarian language 1s peculiar to the 
Inhabitants of chis Country ; having hardly any 
afhnity with what is ſpoken by in the neighbou- 
ring Territories. . There is extant a Grammar 
of the Hungarian tongue, publiſh'd by one Mol- 


' nar: Where we are told that there is ſuch an 


afhnity betwixt the pronutiation of this and the 


| Hebrew language, that (ſhould the Hungarians 
\ make uſe of the Fewiſh characters) all the ſeye- 


' ral points and accents, which are uſed in the 


Hebrew, might be found very uſeful in writing 
the ng For (as in the Hebrew, fo in 
this) a ſmall yariation of an acccnt or vowel 
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was long ſince obſcrv'd by Galeottus Maris, an 
Italian, Schoolmalter to Matthias King of Hun- 
' gary. Megiſer has given us a Spectmen of this 
Language mn the Lord's Prayer, which runs thus: 
Mi attyazch &y wagy az meniegbe, megh Szentel 
Tefſeck a% te newed &&c. Themoble and learn'd 
Toppeltine (in tus Origines Tranſylvanorum ) has 
obſcrv'd ſome [:z{izn words in the Hungarian 
language: as alfo ſome others Spaniſh and He-| 


' brew. But we are not hence to imagine that | 


theſe have any more affinity with the Hungarians | 
then the Latin or French has with the old pri-/ 
mitive Engliſh , becauſe (forſooth) nowadays | 
we hardly allow any ſentence to be proper and | 
modith which has not a Reman or Gauliſb word | 
or two to ſetit off, This independency upon 
other languages makes the Hungarian difficulily 
attainable; and conſequently rarcly fought after : 
by ſtrangers and Foreigners : ſo that, tor com- 
merce ſake, the Natives of this Country are uſu- 
ally bred up to a tolerable readincfs of expreſ- 
ſing themſelves in the Latin tongue. Whence, 
in ſome places,the moſt inconſiderable Mechanic 
or Pcaſant ( tho ncither able to write nor read his 
own mother-tongue ) will be ready enough to 
return you an intelligible anſwer to a queſtion 
in Latin: which language is of more conſtant 
uſe to a Traveller in Hungary and Tranſylvania 
then in any other Country of the World. You 
may traycl trom Hamburg to the Borders of 
Tartary and to Conſtantinople without making 
uſc of any other language then the High-Durch 
and Schlavonian ; which latter enters about Bel- 
grade and 1s ſpoken in Servia, Bulgaria, Romania 
and a great part of Macedonia. Purchas would 
have us to belicye that *cis underRtood from the 
Adriatic ſhore of Dalmatia as farr as the Tarta- 
rian Occan : becauſe that when the Hollanders 
rcturn'd from Nova Zembla, the Inhabitants nor 
very farr off could fay Dcbre and Nich Dobre , 
that 1s, Good and not Good : which arc cxpreſſi- 
ons of approving or diſapproying in the Sclavo- 
nian language. 


Thwroczins ( who publiſh'd a Chronicle of | Writing. 


Hungary in the year 1496.) tells us that in his 
days the Peaſants that inhabited the borders be- 
twixt this Kingdom and -7ranſylvania had got a 
way of cxpreſling their ſentiments and notions 
of things in a ſtrange ſort of character, cut on 
{taves and other picces of Wood or Timber. 
Maginus , 1n his Gcography, ſays they us'd to 
write their letters (as the Hebrews, Syrians and 
other Aſiatic people) from the right hand to 
the left: and that there is ill, in the Duke of 
Florence's Library, a book to be ſeen in this an- 
tient character. Zamoſizs gives a more large, 
| bur different, account of the whole matter. He 
tells us, that (as the people of this Country | 
| were borderers and liv'd in the middle betwixe | 
the Europeans and Afians, ſo) they had ſcyeral | 
peculiarites in their humours and cuſtoms Pcr- 
teEtly diſtinct trom both theſe partsof the World: 
asappears particularly from their way of writing, 
The. Europeans generally begin their lines from 
the left and write towards the right-hand : the | 
Aſians contrariwiſe, from right to left : only the. 
Hungarians and Tranſyluanians draw their lines { 
from the top of the Page downto the bottom. 
They had formerly a notable fort of Steno- 
graphy, expreſſing a long ſentence in a very 
few characters: fo that - us'd not to take 
the pains to write down the letters ſeparately 
bur imprint whole words by characters engra- 
ven upon ſquare pieces of Wood. Of which 
ancient kind of Typography we havc, ſays he, 
| a very 
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| Library at Florence, a Book written in a chara- 


'&er wholly different from what is made uſe of 


| by any Exropxan Nation at this day. The paper 
15 not made of linen but 1s the true Fpyptian 
Papyras, pure and tralucents nor arc the leaves 
written on both ſides, tho the characters ( by 
reaſon of the thinnels of the ſubſtance whereon 
they are imprinted ) arc cqually diſcernable on 
both. Which is arl undemable argument where- 
by to make good Paulus Jovius's allertion, that 
the Scythians firit brought the Art of Printing 
from the Eaſt into Europe. This 1s the account 
we have of the anticat skill of the Hungarians 
in letters and writing, from Maginus and Zamo- 
fins : but Toppeltine afſures us that ( tho him- 
ſelf would be as rcady as any man to diſcover 
any thing of Antiquity that might make for 
the honour of his Country, yet) upon dili- 
gent enquiry into every corner of the formen- 


tion'd Prince's Library, he found no ſuch Mo- | 


nument as theſe men mention: which may 


give us ſome ground to believe that cither the | 


ewo former Hiſtorians were 1mpos'd upon, and 
rely'd too much upon the ſeeming probabilicy 
of a falſc report or that otherwiſe they miltook 


ſome other ſort oft Manuſcript for a Monument ' 


of their own Country. Beſides, Molnar (to 
whom this Kingdom 1s eternally oblig'd tor che 
great ſcrvice he has done in regulating the Jan- 
guage and tranſlating the Biolc to it ) favs he 
could never yet meet with the Icaſt fragment 
of tins ſort of Icarning: tho he ſeems not, by 
any means, to queſtion the truth of the (tory 
in the main; and 1s very importunate with his 
Countrymen to communicate to the World the 
diſcoveries they have made in tlys kind. Art 
preſent the whole Nation makes uſc of the Latin 
Alphabet : borrowing only from the Greeks ( as 
the Engliſh do) k and y. 

The Hungarians having bin always engaged 
in wars oftcnlive or detenſive, and being in a 
continual fright by the trequent and fuddain 1n- 
vaſlions of the 7arks, we arc not to cxcpet any 
great Schools and Univerſitics in theſe parts : 
and, by conſequence, muſt not look for many 
men of Learning and parts in a Martial Coun- 
try. For alctho they have had ſome Bilhops 
and other great men that have publiſh'd ſome- 
thing of note; yet theſe have uſually had cheir 


Education out of the Kingdom ; as had alſo ot 
old Sr. Hierom and St. Martin. And at preſent | 
perſons ot Quality, and others that addict them- | 
ſ{clvcs ro Learwng, ſtudy at Vienna, Prague or | 


Breſlaw : tho they have indeed a fort of an Uni- 
verlity (fo they arc plcas'd to term 1t) at 
Schemnitz. | 

| Had the Hungarians either an inclination or 


leiſure to promote the ſtudy and improvement | 


of the molt abltruſe parts of Learning, there 1s 
no Nation that has had grcatcr opportunities 
| of accompliſhing themſelves that way then they ; 
| eſpecially if we conſider the early helps they had 


from the noble Library creed art Buda, by ther | 


King Mathias Corvinus, about two hundred 


years ago. This famous Magazine of Learning | 
\contain'd in it ſome thouſands of Books ( cſpe- |

Betore Chriſtianity took footing in theſe parts, 
the Hungarians { as molt of other batbarous 
Heathen Nations) own'd no ſubjection to anv "y 
certain Prince; but only, by an unanimous # 
conſent, ſubjected themſclyes to the Govern- i} 
ment: of a Ruler or Captain who was to direct in 
and command the reſt in time of warr or in 0- ' 
ther caſes extraordinary. And the learned Ceon- {

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hufdred Manuſcripts, the rctuſe and reliques of b 
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ringius ſays that, cvcn after the eſtabliſhment of 
Chriſtianity, Hungary was no kingdom nor Go- 
verncd by any ſct kind of laws, bcetore the twelfth 
Century, Burt moſt of the Hungarian writers 
tell us that, during the days of Paganiſm, the 
Land was ruled by fourteen Dukes ſucceſlively : 4 
all which excras'd Monarchical Jurifdiction, tho 
they never pretended to take upon them the 
Title of Kings. The laſt of thc& Dukes was 
one Geyſca or Geyſa, who was baptiz'd by St. 
Adelbert at Prague: but, growing afterwards 
very aged and infirm, was very dctirous to rc- | 
ga over the Government to his Son. With | 
thus requeſt of their aged and peaceable Prince | 
the Hungarian Nobility not only readily com- 
ply'd ; but, as a further teſtimony of their gra- 
titude to ſo good a Ruler, unammoulſly elected | 
his Son thur King and Crown'd him during 
his Father's lite. From that time down to theſe 
days we have the following Account of the 
Kings of Hungary. 


rt. Stephen ( Duke Geyſa's Son, the firſt King of |... 
Hungary ) married Gyſela, Daughter to the | 11/785 
Emperor Henry, furnam'd the Hely ; who ( as 
we have inform'd the Reader inthe Catalogue 
of the German Emperors ) 15 fomctimes ſtyl'd 
the Apoitle of Hungary, for the many good 
ofhccs he did in the firſt converſion ot this 
Kingdom. This Monarch ( oft whom we 

' ſhall have occaſion ro ſpeak more hereafter ) 
foundcd ſeveral Bijhoprics and Monaſtcrics, 
by the advice and aflittance of his Qucen; 
and having reign'd thirty and nine years, dy'd 
of a Feaver in the year 1035. 

2. Peter King Stephen's ſiſters Son, ſucceeded 
his Uncle : but fell far ſhort ot him in the Ex- 
erciſe of Vertuc and Religion. He was de- 
pos'd by his ſubjects , for his Tyranny and 
Perſecution of the Chriſtians 3 having reign- 
ed only tour yvcars. 

3. Aba, elected into Peters place, prov'd no bet- 
cer then his Predeccfiour : whercupon his No- 
bles, many whereof he had unjuſtly and ty- 
ranically murder'd, rebcll'd againſt him and | 
(ew him at a ſmall village upon the Teife ; 
after he had reigned three years. Whereup- 
on his Predecetlour Peter was ( by the Afhit- 
ance of the Emperour Henry the Thurd ) re- 
{tor'd to his Throne ; but could not long en- | 
joy it. For by his renewed Opprethion and | 
Cruelty to the Chriſtians, he became again 
uncaſy to his Subjects ; and ended his dayes 
in Miſery, A. D. 1047. 

4. Andrew King Stephens Brother , ſucceeded 
Peter, upon his ſecond Removal ; and re-

Bela, his Brother Geyſa's youngeſt Son : in re- | 
gard that his own only Son Coloman ſeem'd | 
to be no great favourer of the Chriſtians, and 
wholly unfit for Government. 
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his Uncle: his Brother Bela voluntarily dc- 
clining the Throne, to give place to his elder 
Brother. But this modeſty met with a very 
harſh return: for both Bela and his Nephew

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11. Belathe Sccond (ſurnam'd the Blind; having|

hen: proving a wiſe and Codly Prince, and 
aria behind him three Sons Ge -yſa, Leadiſlaus 
and Stephen, who were all afterwards Kings 
of Hungary. He dycd of a Dropſy, A. D. 
1141. having rcigned ten ycars. 

I2, Geyſa ( King Bela's cldeſt Son) trod in his 
Father's fooriteps: being a Religious and ya- 
lorous Prince. He drove the Saxons, Auſtri- 
ans and Bavarians, out of Hungary; reſcuing 
Presburg out of their hands. He rebuile ſeye- 
ral Churchcs which had bin demoliſh'd, and 
founded a great many new ones. He dy'd 
in peace A. D. 1161. leaving behind him 
tour Sons, Stephen, Bela, Arpad and Geyſa t 
the two formcr whercof were admitted to 
the Hungarian Throne. 

13. Stephen the Third, King Geyſa's Son, was 
engaged 1n continual wars either with the 
Venetians in Dalmatia; the Eaſtern Emperor 
or his Coulins Ladiſlaus and Stephen. By theſe 
laſthe was taken priſner ; and dycd A. D. 1173. 

14. Ladiſlaus the Second, Belathe Second's Son, 
ſate in the Throne ſix months; -during the 
lite of his Couſin Stephen the Third.

Accordingly, ſays 
he, we mect with noother appearance of devo- 
tion 1n theſe parts then this, they Rick a naked 
Sword 1n the ground and pay that worſhip to 
It which they think 1s due to this great preſerver 
ot their Land and tcrrour of their Encmics. 
Jornandes, and other anticnt writers, talk much 
ot Mars's Sword being worſhipp'd in Hungary, 
and by the Huns betore they came into thus 
part of Europe; but I ſuppoſe their Idol never 
got the Title of Gladizs Martis before the Romans 
came acquainted with them.They were a\trange- 
ly rude and barbarous pcoplc: wholly unac- 
quainted with the Religion and gods, as well as 
the manners, of more civiliz'd Heathens. Their 
firſt converſion trom Pagan Idolatry and ſuper- 
{ſition they owe to the victorious Arms of the 
Empcror 0tho I. who, having given Duke Geyſa's 
Army a through rout, reduced them to thoſe 
{traits that they were forced to court him to 
withdraw his hand before he ſbould have utterly 
deſtroy'd them. Whereupon, the merciful Em- 
peror drew oft his forces; and began to endea- 
vour the ſalvation, with a greatcr zcal then be- 
fore he had proſecuted the overthrow, of the 
Hungarian Duke and his followers. Geyſa quick- 
ly chrew off his ſuperſtition and embraced Chri- 
ſtianity : publiſhing an Edi&t, whereby he gave 
licence to all diſtreſs'd Chriſtians throughout 
the World to come and fertle in his Donumons, 
promiſing them the beſt protection he could 
give them, and the ſame freedom which his own 
natural ſubje&ts cnjov'd. Sr. Adelbert a Bube- 
mian Biſhop hearing che news of this great con- 
verſion, immediately poſted over into Hungary : 
where he was rccciv'd by Geyſa, with all imagi- 
nable expreſſions of love and a true reſpect tor 
the Chriſtian Religion. 
a German Prclate, was ſcnt into this Kingdom 
by the Emperor 0tho the Second.

There have, 
tho very rarely, bin found ſome ſmall pieces of 
Virgin Gold in this Minez ſome Specimina 
whereof arc to be ſeen in the Emperors Treaſu- 
ry at Views and .the Elector of Saxony s Repo- 
fitory at Dreſden. The common ycllow Earth 
of the Country about Chremnirz ( eſpecially in 
the Hills towards the Welt ) affords ſome Gold: 
ſo that this is ſometimes waſh'd and wrought 
in the ſame manner as pounded Ore, and with 
conſiderable advantage. Several paſſages in the 
Mine, cut throw the rock and Jong difus'd, are 
grown up againz and many of che walks, cſpe- 
cially in moiſt places, arc hardly paſſable. There 
is a ſubſtance found in this Mine which they call 
Antimony of Gold : 'tis of a ſhining purple co- 
lour, and conſiſts of parts pointed like needles. 
There are alſo Chryſtalls tound among(t the 
Orc ; and ſome tinctured yellow. 

The powder'd Ore ( which they call Slich) 
they waſh fo long, gll of an hundred pound 
weight there remain about halt an ounce or an 
ounce of Gold and Silver : the greateſt part 
whercof is ordinarily Gold; generally two thurds. 
For the Chremnitz Gold-Orc is ſeldom without 
ſome mixture of Silver; and the beſt of the 
Schemnitz Silyer-Orc yeilds an cighth part of 
Gold in proportion to the Silver. To the Slich 
they add Limcſtone and Schlacken, and melt 
them together in the Furnace. Thus firſt melt- 
ing produces a ſubſtance which they call Lech 
which they burn with Charcoal to make it po- 
rous, and then 'tis nam'd Roft. To this they add 
Sand as they ſee occaſion : and then, melting it 
a third time in the Furnace proceed as in the 
melting of Silver. Of whichanon. 

Another notable way of puritymg and clcan- 
ſing their pounded Ore (not taken notice of by 
Agricola or any of the modern writers that have 
written on this ſubje&t) we cannot but men- 
tion; which is this: They lay the powder'd Ore 
upon Cloarhes : where ( by the gentle oblique 
deſcending of the water over it, and their con- 
rinual ſtirring of it) the Earthy, clayiſh and 


| lighter, parts arc waſh'd away, whilſt the heavy 


and Mcralline remain in the Cloth. This done, 
they waſh the Cloaths in ſeveral rubs; pouring 
oft the water, after ſome ſctling, from its ſedi- 
ment. Thus 1s again waſh'd and wrought about 
in other Veſlels and troughs; ul at length they 
ſprinckle the Quickſilver upon it, kneading it 
well together for an hour or two. Afterwards 
they work the Gold and Quickſilver in an Amal- 
gains with ſome watcr in a wooden Veſlcl : and 
rom this they ſtrain as much of the Quickſilver 
as they can, thro courſe and fine Cloathes. The 
remaining maſs they put upon- a perforated 
plate: which they place over a deep pan in the 
Earth, whercinto they have put a good quan- 
tity of Quickſilver. Having well luted the co- 
ver of this pan and made a Charcoal fire upon 
It, they drive down what is left of the Quick(il- 
ver mix'd with the Gold to the other in the 
bottom of the pan: and laſtly, taking the re- 
maining Gold they throw ic into the fire to re- 
cave 1ts final purifying. 

Not tarr from the Gold-Mine at Chremnitz 
there is a Vitriol Mine, about cighty fathoms 
deep z the Earth whereof is reddiſh, and ſome- 
times green. Thus Earth or Ore they infuſe in 
watcr: which, after three days ſcrling, is pour'd 
oft and boyl'd ſeven days in a Leaden Veſſel. 
After which it ycilds a thick granulated whitiſh 
ſuvſtance; which is afterwards reduc'd to a Calx 
in anOven, and is ſeryiccable to the making of 
Agaa fortis.

Theſe Furnace-men ( according to the report 
made by the Probierer ) add or diminiſh the 
quantities of ſuch mixtures as they are aftcr- 
wards to make in melting down the Ore. For 
example, to 100 Centen, or ten thouſand pound 
weight of Silyer-Orc, which holds above two 
Ounces and an half of Silver in an hundred 
pound weight, they add forty Centen of [eich, 
or pounded and waſh'd Ore; two hundred Cen- 
zen of Iron-ſtone; a | wy; of Kis, a ſort of 
Pyrites, according as the Ore 1s mix'd with Mar- 
chaſite; and as much as they plcaſe of Slacken. 
This laſt is only the ſcum which is taken off from 


the top of the Pan into which the Mertals run; 
being a ſubſtance made out of all the former 
by fuſion. 

Moſt of the Schemnitz Silver-Oar holds ſome 
Gold ; which they ſeparate by firſt melting the 
Silver, then granulating it, and afterwards diſ- 
ſolving it in Aqua-fortis, made out of a peculiar 
Vial prepar'd at Chremnitz before-mention'd. 
Hercby the Gold 1s left at bottom, and atfter- 
wards melted ; the Agqua-fortis, being diſtill'd 
from the Silver, ſerves again for uſe. .

The Hungarien Erdely (or Ardeli as ſome 
late Latin Authors write the word) exactly 
renders the Latin Tranſylvania. Erdo, in their 
language, ſignifying a Wood or Foreſt. 

But the German name of Siebenburgen has a 
different original : being derived-from the ſeven 
chick Towns in this Principallity. Burg in the 
antient High Dutch f1gnitying properly a Town 


or Fort ; whence the word Barghey 1s to this day | | 
uſed for a Citizen. And this name, we arc told, | 


1s of a much later date then cither of the former : 
owing its firſt original to 'the methods of living 
obſerved by the anticnt Pannonians that fix'd 


their Tents in this Country. Theſe men know- : 
ing the danger that Conquerors are uſually | 
exposd to, rcſoly'd not to intermingle theme | 


ſelves with the Natives of the Land, but to 
keep in diſtin&t bodies ſtrong enough to ſup-

preſs any inſurreftion that ſhould happen- Ac- || 
cordingly, they divided themfclycs into ſeven || 


Bands or Regiments; cach whereof contain'd |! 
three thouſand eight hundred and fifty-ſeyen 
able Soldicrs. Theſe, being encamped in ſeve- | 


ral parts of Tranſylvania, entrench'd themſelves 
round; and, for their better ſecurity, buile a 
Fort or Caſtle at cach Camp : and this firſt oc- 
caſion'd the altcration of the name of this Coun- 
iry. | 

Eutropius, and after him Jornandes, tells us 
that the whole Country which, under the name 
of Dacia, was added to the Roman Empire by 
the Emperor 7rajan, contain'd in circuit about 
a thouſand Italian miles Fornandes, finding 
that this circumference 1s too large for the mo- 
dern Tranſylvania, concludes that procul dubio 
felici «vo Daciz adheſerunt Maxſia, Pannonia 
wperior , Sarmatiz pars, Moldavia, Walachia 


(printed falſly Malachia) & Traciz fines. And 
Eutropius ſays that by Dacia he underſtands a 
M m m yery 
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ery large Province beyond the Danow, bis 
tne _ mnc Thaifali tenent, & Victophall 4 
Theruingi habent. And what Countrycs theſe 
were let the antient Geograghers inform us. At 
preſent nothing more 1s comprehended under 
the name of Tranſylvania then only a part of 
the old Walachia ; being bounded on the Welt 
with the Upper Hungary; on the North with 
Ruſſia; on the Sout with Walachia; and on 
the Eaſt with Moldavia. Its whole length 1s 
reckon'd at about twenty-four German mules ; 
and its breadth near as much. | 
The air is as temperate here as in Hungary ; 

|| but not corrupted with ſo many infeEtious va- 
pours. On the South, eſpecially near Weiſen- 
| burg, in the Summer the weather 1s uſually fo 
| jntolerably hotand ſoultry that the people com- 
| monly ſpend that quarter of the year in their 
| Cellars: but nearer the Mountains 'tis fomewhat 
| cooler. | 
| This Country, as the name Tranſylvania im- 
| ports, is wholly encircled with Foreſts; growing 
| for themoſt part on the ſides of high Hills and 
| Mountains The moſt conſiderable of theſe 1s 
| the Mons Carpathus, by the Tranſylvanians named 
|| Crapak, and by the Ruſſians Bieſcid; which runs 
|| along the South of the whole Principallity, di- 
| viding it from the Ruſſian Empire. And indeed 
| the Inlands are almoſt as Mountainous as the 
| outmoſt bounds of the Country; ſo that you 
| ſhall hardly paſs from one great Town to ano- 
'| thee but by a road which leads you thro a Wood 
'| and over the top of ſome rocky Hill. The high- 
| eſt Inland Mountain is near Fogaras on the River 
| Alt; the top whereof is inacceſſible and always 
| covered with ſnow. 
| Out of theſe Hills the Tranſylvanians dig Gold 
and other Mctals ; tho not in ſuch plenty as in 
| Hungary. Their chict Mincs areat Sculatti, which 
| the Hungarians call Zalatna; and at Rimili Do- 
minurdtz, call'd by the Germans Hern-Bachlein 


| 1. ©. Rivuli Dominicorum, as their own Authors | 
explain it. In this later they ſometimes have | 


| found large lumps of Virgin-Gold; which has 
| bin ſent to the Mint without any further pu- 
| rifying. Which gave occaſion to the old Ro- 
| mans to coin a Mcddal, ſtill to be mer with, re- 
| preſenting on the one ſide an arm'd Man with 
| this Inſcription, C. Cato: on the other was in- 
 {crib'd Dacia, repreſented by a Goddeſs with a 
| Book open 1n her right hand, wherein was writ- 
; ten Aur. pur, or, Fine Gold. Their beſt Silver 
| Mincs are ncar Ofera and Radna; where they 
have alſo good ſtore of Copper, and ſometimes 
chance to light on a vcin of Gold. They have 
plcaty of Steel at Cyck, and of Iron at Thoroſch 
and Huniad: and in the Copper Mines they 
uſually meet with Brimſtone and Ifing-glafs. In 
the County of Maromarus they have fuch ſtore 
of Stone-Salt,that hence are ſupply'd the greateſt 


part of the neighbouring Nations with that Mi- 
ncral.

The Patine ground breed great plenty of || of 


a farr purer furr. The Wolves and Bears in 


rich ſort of Mcad which is made with a great 
deal of art with a -mixture of ſeveral ſorts of 
Herbs, and ſold at a great rate to Forcigners. 
The Foreſts abound with all forts of Veniſon 
as Deer, Wild-Boars, Foxcs, ec. They have 
alſo a ſort of wild Horſes, which run incredibly 
faſt and have mains hanging down to the ground. 
The Hares are much larger here then in the 
Weſtern parts of Europe ; and their skins carry 


Altland and other neighbouring Countics run 
uſually in great Herds, thirty or forty rogether: 
and in the Winter do much muſchiet, cſpecially 
amongſt the Horſes and other Cattle. 

There is no Nation in the World where wheat 
is cither better or more plentiful then in 7ran- 


ſylvania : infomuch that the ordinary Peaſants 
teed on no other ſort of bread. The blade of 
this grain 1s here uſually as thick as an ordinary 
reed, and grows to a great heighth. They fcl- 
dom ſow any Oats: or, it they do, 'cis only to! 
feed their Horſes and ( with a mixture of Miller 
or Hirſe) to fatten their Swine. Barley does 
not thrive well with them; and nature has ſup-| 
ply'd this detect by furniſhing them with Wine | 
in ſo plentitul a manner that they need not trou-! 
ble themſelves with the brewing of becr. That 
little beer which the Country affords ſufficiently 
diſcovers their ſmall skill in this art ; and ( being | 
muddy, raw and ill-raſted ) ſerves only to ſet oft 
cheir Wine. | 

Their Wine 1s every where very plentiful and 
is reckon'd much more noble then any that! 
grows in Walachia, the Windith Marquifate, Au- 
flria or Moravia; but farr mfcriour to the Rhe-! 
wiſh and Hungarian Wines. © It has uſually a; 
tincture of Chalk or Sulphur : and, for that: 
reaſon, 1s thought a mighty promoter of the 
gowt and other like diſtempers. The beſt and 
wholſomeſt Tranſylvanian Wines grow about Weſ- 
ſenburg, Deva, Engedine, Bintheilmiam, Feniſch 
and Medieſch. | 

In ſhort, the Country is fo well provided for' 


that either the Fields, Woods, Rivers, Hills, 
Plains, Ge. can afford, that there ſeems great 
reaſon for the anticnt draughts on 7rajan's Med- 


| dal: whereon was repreſented the Goddeſs Ceres 


with a Cornucopia in her right hand, and in the! 
left a table with this Inſcription---- Abundantia 
Dacie. | 

The three chicf Rivers in this Country are the 
Samos, Maruſch and Alt : whereot the two later 
ſpring our of the Scythian Carpathus; the Alt 
empting it ſelf into the Danow, and the two 
former into the 7eiſe. Down the Maruſch the 
old Reman Soldicrs uſed to tetch all forts of 
wooden Engines ſerviceable: in the wars; bur 
now the great trade of that River 1s in Salt, 
carry'd hence into Hungary. 

The firſt Conquett that we read 'of in this 
Country was by Lyſimachus, the mighty King 
Thrace, one of A.zxander the Great's Genc- 
rals: but what ſort of Government theſe Daci- 
ans or Davians ( tor fo they are ſometimes call'd) 
were ſubjcct to before his days we cannot learn. 
Afterwards they became troubleſome to the 
Romans ; whoſe Territorics they frequently in- 
felted, by making inroads in the Winter when 
the Danow was frozen over. For theſe Inſolen-

This war continu'd for ſome 
years: tall at length a peace was concluded for 
cight years with the Emperor Maximilian the 
Sccond, King Ferdinand's Son and ſucccflour in 
the Throne of Hungary, A. D. 1568. In this 
League Prince John was alſo includcd, and there- 
upon reſtor'd to his Dominions in Tranſylz aria; 
which he enjoy'd quictly to his death, © 

3. In the year 1571. Prince Jobr, dying with- 
out iſſue, was ſucceeded by Stephen Batthort : 
who ( having lv'd fix ycars im peace with the 
Emperor Maximilian) was promotcd to the 
Kingdom of Poland, upon the recommendation 
of Amurath III. Emperor of the 7urks.

Thanaſius Kircher ( and after him

'Tis a great defe& m the works of antienc 
Latin and Greek Hiſtorians that we have no ac- 
count given us of the language of the old Dacia 
and other barbarous Nations: an onulſlion 
which we muſt cicher attribute to their 1gno- 
rance of ſuch tongues, or their pride in not al- 
lowing the World to be acquainted with any 
othcr language then theirs. And it the tongue 
went unregarded at Rome and Athens, we can- 
not expect ro find any Monuments or Rclicks 
of it pznn'd by the Natives; who were a rude 
unlcarn'd people, never inſtructed in the uſe of 
any thing more then their Spear and Mattock; 
Beſides ( ſince the old Dacians had no letters of 
their own, and it had bin extremely difhcult, if 
not impoſſible, ro have cxprefs'd their harſh pro- 
nuntiation in Latin characters) we can hardly 
with reaſon expect ro meet with any fragments 
of the anticent Dialect, when there has no man 
yet appcar'd that durſt adventure to wriie ant 
entire diſcourſe in the modern.

ictle ſatisfied in their pretended deſcent from 
pt, that they deduce them from ſeveral other 
ations. Polydore Virgil believes them to be ori- 
inally Syrians ; Philippus Bergoinas ferches them 
rom Chaldea ; Hneas Sylvius from Tome parts 
of Thrace z Bellonius no further then Wallachia 
and Bulgaria z nor Aventinus then the confines 
of Hungary. 

That they arc no Egyptians, Bellonius proves 
beyond exception ; having himſelf met with 
great Droves of 'cm in Egypt, about Gran Cairo, 
Matarea. and the Villages on the banks of Nite. 
In all which places, he tclls us, they were look'd 
upon as ſtrangers, and eſteem'd wanderers from 
other parts, even as they are with us. Belides, 
their firſt appearance was in Germany, ſince the 
year 1400; nor were they ever obſery'd before 
in any parts of Exrope ; as 1s deducible from 
what has been ſaid on this ſubject by Munſter, 
Genebrard, Crantzius, and Ortelius. And that their 
firſt original was not far from this Country is 
more then probable trom their Language, which 
was a Dialect of the Slavonian; and - ck they 


wander'd afterwards into France, they were com- 
monly call'd Bchemians ; which name 1 there 
{till retain'd for Gypſies. Wherctore, when 
Crantzius ſays they firſt appear'd about the Bal- 
tick Sea z when Bellenius brings them from But+ 
garia and Walachia; and others from abour Hun- 
gary, they do not by any means overthrow this 
allertion: For the Language of all choſe Nati- 
ons was anciently Slavonian; or at leaſt diffc- 
rent Diale&s of that Tongue. 

But, let their Nation be what it will origi- 
nally, they are now naturaliz'd in all; aſſoci- 
ating themſelves to ſome of every Country 
where they wander.

The Country is Mountainous z but abounds 
with large and pleaſant Valleys, richly ſtock'd 
with Wine and Corn. *'Tis well watcr'd with

The old Carni, the ancicnt Inhabitants of this 
Country, were a branch of the Scythian peo- 
ple, and had for their Nezghbours the Fapides; 
trom whom ſeveral of the old Geographers 
give this and the neighbouring Provinces the 
general name of Japydia. Atrerwards, under 
the Emperor Azguſtus, the Romans became Ma- 
[ters of Carniola ; but were beaten out by the 
Marquifcs of Bavaria, who were Lords of this 


[Country under the Title of Marcgraves of 


Crainburg. When, aftcr this, the Dukes of Ca+ 
rinthia threw oft the Bavarian yoke, thev alſo 


the Houſe of Carndten. In this ſtare Carnicls 
continued nll ( by the Emperor Frideric the Firſt's 
Diploma) 'twas again ſever'd from that Duke- 
dom, and the Marquiſate of Crainbwg made 
hereditary and independant. Afterwards, the 
Family of Engelbrecht ( its firſt free Marquiſe ) 
failing, it deſcended upon the Dukes of Auftrie- 
Bamberg ; and upon the failure of that Line, it 
came to 0rtaber King of Bohemia. This untor- 
tunate Prince was (lain in a war againſt the Em- 
peror Rudelph the Firſt z who ſciz'd on his Ter- 
ritories, and beſtow'd Carniola on Mainhart Duke 
of Carinthia and Count of Zyrel. Upon the death 
of this Prince, the Emperor Lutlowic the Fourth 
made Carniola a Dukedom, and beſtow'd it on 
the Dukes of Auftria-Habsburg; 1n whoſe right 
the preſent Emperor at this day 1s Lord of i 
and writes himſclt Duke of of Carniola. 

The modern Carniolians are a mixture of Ger 
mans, Italians, and SIzvoniaxs ; butmoſt of them 
ſcem to be of a Wendiſh extraction. In the Ci- 
ties the moſt prevailing language is the High- 
Dutch: excepting only in Laubach, where the 
Italiai chiefly flouriſhes ; tho neither is thar ſpo- 
ken purely, but comes near the Friulian Diale&t 
and has a ſtrong twang of the Dutch.

|| ror of this City has a Juriſdiction which reaches 
ten German miles round ; and encompaſſes two 
hundred Villages all at his Devotion. The Em- 
peror Henry the Third gave this Town with all 
its Territories to the Biſhop of Freyſeng 1n Bava- 
ria, whoſe Licutenant to this day 1s 1ts Gover- 
nor: whence it has the name of Biſchoffs- Lack. 
Conrad Biſhop of Gurck, whom the opp ( in op- 
poſition to one Degenhard, fer up by the Empc- 
ror) had nominated Biſhop of Freyſing, Was 
here (lain by his Pages: who, having murdcr'd 
their Maſtcr, fled with five thouſand Ducats of 
Gold which he had hoorded. They buried him 
in his own Garden: where, for ſome years, his 
Corps lay undiſcover'd. Afterwards, in the year 
1433. the murderers were apprehended and con- 
fels'd the Fact: whereupon the body was digg'd 
up and bury'd in the Pariſh-Church in Lack. 
In theyear 1451. the Town was belicg'd, taken, 
plunder'd and burnt, by John Witobitz, a Cilliſh 
Commander: fince which it has bin more ſplen- 
didly rebuilt and fortify'd. 

2. CRainnuks, ſeated on the banks of the 
Saws and at the mouth of the Kanchea, on the 
top of a ſmall Hill : and fortity'd with a ſtrong 
Caſtle, which the Inhabitants call KXis/{ftein. The 
Town has three Churches in it; and the Suburbs 
a fair Monaſtery of Capuchins. Lazius fancics 
it to be the Japodum Noviodunum. For which 
conjecture he brings theſe good Arguments, 1. 
It exatly anſwers to Antonine's Latitude. 2. It 
appears, from the antient records of the Town, 
that 'twas formerly call'd Newbwg ; which very 
well renders the Latin word Noviedunum. And 
laſtly, there are daily digg'd up in and near the 
Town old Roman Meddals, with other Monu- 
ments of Antiquity, which ſufficiently demon- 
ſtrate that there has bin formerly a Colony of 
their Soldiers planted in this place. However, 
"tis memorable cnough for having once given 
Title ty the Marquiſes of Crainburg before men- 
tion'd. 

3 RATMANSDORFF, on the Northern banks 
of the Saws, a little above Crainburg ; over a- 
gainſt which the River Rainflbach emptics it ſelf 
into the Sax. Lazius mentions a great many 
Roman Antiquities found near this Town; and 
rells us further that the noble Styrian Family of 
Ratmanſdorfſ have hence their original Title, tho 
none of them (for many generations) have bin 
Lords of the place. 

4- STAIN, on the River Stretz or riftricz, 
wherein ſtands a large, and wellendow'd, Mona- 
ltery of Franciſcans. 

In the Lower, the Towns of beſt note arc 

1. Laubach or Laybach, on the banks of a Ri- 
yer of the ſame name : the Metropolis of the 
Dukedom of Crain. Cluverizs (in the firſt book 
of his Italia Antiqua ) that the antient Nauperies, 


which ſome modern Geopraphers fancy to be the 


f|| Fraintz.; and that this Town 1s built out of the 


fame with Lawbach, ſtood at the mouth of the 
ruins of the old Hemona. But Lazizs, whoſe 
Authority prevails with che moſt later writers, 
endeavours to prove that this is the truc Nax- 
pertus ; famous for the landing of Jaſon and his 
Argonauts. Theſg, as Hiſtorians intorm us, fer 
forth from Argos/Pelaſgicum im Theſſaly, and fayl'd 
unto Colchos or the Eaft ſide of the Euxine Sea : 

| bei *dby the King of Colchos's Fleer, 
they de eturning by the Helleſpont, and 
(bearing Northwards ) they cntr'd the mouth 
of the Iſther or Danow. Up this River they fail'd 
till they came to the confluence of the Danow 
and Sawus; and then, taking up the Jatter, ” they 
came art laſt to the mouth of the Labach and 
landed at this Town: whence they travell'd by 
Land to the Adriatic Sea, and ſo return'd to 
Greece. Afterwards, fſaies Lazius, the Latobici, a 
branch of the Japodes, chang'd the name of this 
Port into Labacum : call'd by the Slavonians Lub- 
lana, and by the Italians Lubbiana or Lubiana. 
The Air hereabouts is very unwholeſome ; and 
yet the Town is well built and exceeding popu- 
lous. The Caſtle is large, and uſually well 
man'd : but, being commanded by a neighbou- 
ring Hill, is not very ſerviceable. Beſides the 
Town it elf is a place of no great ſtrength ; 
and, eſpecially towards the River, Iyes open and 
expos'd to an Encmy's mercy. One mcemora-|! 
ble ſiege however it endur'd, when the Empe- 
ror Frederic was crown'd at Aken; the Empe- 
ror's Brother Albert and Count Ulric taking that 
opportunity to attack it. But it made ſo good 
reliſtance, that Frederic had time to return be- 
fore the ſurrender, to raiſe the ſiege and rout 
the Enemy that lay entrench'd before it. 

2+ Zirchnit%, a Town of no great bulk (as 
not containing above three hundred Houſes ): 
but very famous for the admirable Lake near 
it, call'd from hence der Zirchnitzer-See or La- 
cus Circonicenſiss This Lake is about four Ger- 
man mules in length, and two in breadth; being 
encompals'd on all ſides with Mountains at ſome 
diſtance, and on the South ſhut in with the 
Birnbaumer-Wald or Foreſt of Pear-trees. In the 
month of Zune yearly the water of this Lake de- 
(cends under ground through a great many 
large holes in the bottom; returmng again in 
September with a violent aſcent, ſpringing and 
mounting up to the heigth of a Pike and ſoon 
covcring the forcmention'd traft of ground. 
When the water is ſunk, the Earth makes a 
ſpecdy production of graſs; yeilding good pa- 
ſturage for the Cattle and feeding the Deer, 
Hares, &c. which reſort hicher from the ad- 
joining Hills and Forcſts, and draw back be- 
tore the return of the waters. There arc great 
ſtore of Carps, Eels, Tench, and other Fiſh in 
the Lake : but none pretend to catch them 
without a Licence from the Prince of Eckenburg, 
whois Lord of the place. Only, as the watcr 
goes off every man has free liberty to take what 
he can: At which time the Country Peaſants, 
by intercepting their paſſage at the Hole's mouth, 
catch plenty of Fiſh, which would otherwiſe re- 
tire with the water under the Earth, and not 
return before the next September, The ncigh- 
bourhood cannot give any account that cycr 
the water fail'd ro deſcend and riſe again yearly : 
nor have they any tradition whereby they pre- 
tend to trace out the firſt original of this firange 
quality. Some late Writers have fancy'd thi 
to be the ſame with the Lagea Palus mention' 
by Strabo: bur it Go, 'tis almoſt as great a W 
der that the ancient Philoſophers ſhould not (

Ata licge of Aquileia the Patriarchal Sec was for 
2 ſhort time remov'd hither. 

4. GorTz or Goritz (by Latin Authors nam'd 
Corilia) gives name to a ſmall County 1n Frixt:, 
and has under its Juriſdi&ion ſeveral other lef- 
ſer Towns and Villages. Amongſt the many 
places that are alledged by Antiquaries to be the 
old Noricia or Noreia, which gave occaſion to 
the Tauriſci to change their name into Norici, 
this is one; and the conjecture ſeems mot 
countenanc'd by the caſy corruption which may 
be imagin'd of Noritia into Goritia. Thus 1s 
Lazius's opinion: who alſo aflerts that the Counts 
of Tyrol had their original from the Counts of 
this place. The Town however 1s old; for 
here Dieterich King of the Goths vanquiſh'd Odo- 
acrus the King of the Herzli, "Tis divided into 
two parts, the Upper and Lower ; the former 
whercof is chiefly built for the defence of the 
latter, in which are ſeated the Houſcs of the 
Governor and others of the Nobility. The IWen- 
diſh or Schlavontan tongue reaches no further 
Weſt then this place: where the Burghers ſpeak 
an odd corruption of the Latin, inclning more 
to the French then Iraljen Dialect; infomuch 
that the Venetians and other people of 1raly can- 
not without great difhculcy converſe with them, 
All proceedings m Courts of Judicature, asalſo 
all the Edits of the Emperor (who 1s Lord of 
the Town) arc publiſh'd in the German language. 
In the year 1508: the Venetians belicg'd and took 
'GortZ: but were forc'd by the Emperor Maxti- 
milian the Firſt to ſurrender 1t the year following. 
Afterwards, in the year 1616. they attempted 
a ſecond ſurprizcal : but were forced to retreat. 
5. IDR14, afamous Berg-Town inthe County 
s Gortz,on the confines of Crain. It ſtands on the 


anks of a ſmall Rivulct of the ſame name: which, 
after a great rain, ſwells ſo conliderably as to 
be able to convey vaſt quantities of Firr-trees, 
and other fucl for the Mines, from the adjoyn- 
ing Mountains. Hence Leandro calls it Super- 
biſſimo fiume d' Idria; tho in the drought of Sum- 
mc 'tis much too humble to challenge ſuch a 
full-blown Epithet- The Town 1s chiefly fa- 
mous for the Quick-Silver Mines: well known 
to all the neighbouring parts, and exceedingly 
beneficial to many at a greater diſtance. The 
catrance into theſe Mines 1s in the Town ; and 
the depth of the deepeſt pitt one hundred twenty 
and odd Fathoms. Some Virgin Quick-Silver 
they meet with in theſe Mines, which diſcovers 


lainly to be ſeen in the Earth or Ore, or falls 
own 1n ſmall drops, and ſomtimes ſtreams out 
n good 

pure, which 1s ſeparated from the Earth by 


water in a ſieve and needs not the ordinary way 
of extraction by fire. Plain Quick-Silver, as they 
call ir, is that which is not at firſt perceiv'd by 
the eycy. but is forced out of the natural Cinna- 
ber of Mercury by the Furnace. This Ore 1s 
of a dark colour mixt with red; which 1s beaten 
to picces and fo rchn'd. An Accurate account 
of theſe Mines, with the methods of ordering

6. PONTAFEL (or Pont a Fela, as the Ttali- 
ans better expreſs it) has its name from the Ri- 
ver Fela or FVellach; on which ts featcd, 


berwixt the Dukcdom of Carinthia and the Ye- 
netian Tertitorics in Frizti; and the Citizens 
ſcem to be a mixturc of both Countnecs, Ipcak- 
ing good Italian and as accurate High-Dutch, 
Lazius obſerves that the banks of the River Vil- 
lach are ſubject to three difterent Porentates: 
for firſt, the Houſe of Auſtria are Lords of it as 
farr as the Fort Cluſius; after which begins part

4 try amonglt Geographers and 
Hiſtorians: nor 1s the place remarkable for any 
thing more then a Breed of good Horſes, which 
furniſh the ſtables of moſt of the Princes and 
Nonllity4n Italy. *Tis a Perunſula ; almoſt en- 
circled with the Rivers Alben and Liſonzo. In 
this Province is the famous River Timary; men- 
tion'd by. Virgil in the firſt book of his Aneids ; 
which ſprings out of the Alps, carrying the 
name of Recca for ſometime : afterwards it runs 
underground about three hundred and thirty 
turlongs; then breaking out again it is call'd 7j- 
mavss, and at laſt Joofes it (elf (by nine ſmall 


Channells) 
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Channels) in the Gulph or Bay of Trieſte. 

The moſt conſiderable Towns in Karſtia 

are : 

1, Triefle, call'd by the ancient Romans Ter- 
geſium ; whence the adjoining Bay had in for- 
mer times the name Sinus Tergeſtinus, and is by 
the modern Italians call'd Golfo di Triefte. 'Twas 
a Roman Colony at firſt ; afterwards it fell into 
the hands of the Venetians, and laſtly became 
ſubject to the Arch-Dukes of Auſtria, who to 
tis day are Lords of the place. The only Trade 
of the Town 1s 1n Salt; great quantity hereof 
1s here made and convey'd into foreign parts. 

2. Haydoſchena, or Haydenſchafſt ; on the Ri- 
ver Kobel, and near the Confines of Crain. Ir 
1s ſituate within the County of Gortz; was anci- 
cntly a City of good note, but is now only a 
ſmall Market-Town. 


3. Proſee, or Proſeck , not far from Trieſte , 


ſubject ro the Auſtrian Family, who have a noble 
Revenue yearly ont of the Wine made and (old at 
this place. The old Romans nam'd this Town 
and the neighbouring Hilly Country Pewcinum : 
and the Wane of theſe parts was fo famous even 
in thoſe days that Livia, the Wife of Augnſtzs, 
uſed no other cordial when the was above {even- 
ty years of age. Thus liquor 15s ſaid to have fo 
good a body that it may be kept ſtrong and 
lively to a man's age; and its excellent quali- 
tics arc, with ſome Guſto, delcrib'd by Pliny in 
the fourteenth Book of his Natural Hiltory, 
cap. 6. 

- IWipac, or Vipac ( (o call'd from a River of 
the fame name, on the banks whereot ns ſeated ) 


1s another place famous for rich Wines , which 
| are hence carry'd on Horſeback over the Rocky 


Mountains in the Bybaumer-Wald to Ober-Lay- 
bach, and thence convey'd down the River into 
Crain and other parts of the Empire. Out of 
the Cuſtom of theſe Wines the Houſe of Auſtria 


| hasa good revenue; and no ſmall income from 


the Horſe-Fairs here kept yearly for all Karſtia 


| and the neizhbouring Provinccs. 


I -  — — 
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During the grandeur of the Roman Empire, Hi- 
firia was one of its Provinces : but rcgain'd its 
Liberty upon the decay and ruin of the City. 
This Liberty the Iftrians enjoy'd till by their fre- 
quent Piracies they had incens'd the Vemnetians , 
who under the command of their Duke Petro 
Candiano took ſeveral of their Towns in the 
year 938. Afterwards Duke Henry Dondalo made 
the whole Country Tributary in the year 1190. 
In which Eſtarc it has ev&r ſince continu'd. 

The only City, I think, in this Country ſub- 
ject ro the Houſe of Auſtria is Sr. Veit, ſeated on 
the Adriatic ſhore, at the mouth of the River 
Flaxm or Pflaum, betwixt the Iſlands of Cherſo 
and Vegia, Near this Town, on the top of 
Mount /erftat ſtands a fair Franciſcan Mona- 
(tery ; trom which down to the River you de- 
ſcerd by an innumerable Company ( fo the fa- 
bulous Monks here will endezyour to perſwade 
you ) of ſteps; and which, they tellus, no man 
was ever yct able to reckon up twice the ſame 
number. In the Suburbs ſtands a Monaſtery 
of Capuchins, wherein was concluded the me- 
morable Treaty of Peace berwixt the Emperor 
and the State of Venice 1n the year 1618, Hither 
the Nobility and Gentry of Auſtria ſend their 
Children to be inſtructed 1n the Italian Tongue z 


purity. The Town affords good entertainment 
and accommodation for (ſtrangers; thc Kiver 
Pflaum furniſhing them with plenty of large 
Trouts, and other good forts of fiſh.

The Country 1s Mountainous and barren; in- 
habiced by the true offspring of the ancient Ve- 
nedi, the moſt conſiderable branch of the Sla- 
vonian Nation ; as their Tongue ſtill reſtihes, 
which 1s pure Slavonian, without almoſt any 
mixture of the German Language.

nally true Germans. The Town 1s large, and 
ſ-ared in the middle of a Wood : but a place of 
no great ſtrength. | 

2. Seiſenburg, a conſiderabI: Market-Townon 
the banks of the River Gurck,, at preſent ſubject 
to the Counts of Averſperg. The Burgers arc 
plentifully ſtor'd with Trouts, Pikes, and other 
Eiſh out of the River Gurck ; which 1s alſo fa- 
mous for the beſt Creviſcs in theſe parts. 

2. Newſtatl, or Rudolphsworth, a little below 


place of great antiquity, notwithſtanding the 
noveley hinted at in its name; as having been 
defended, tho invain, by a Roman Colony againſt 
Chiniva King of the Goths in the days of Decius 
the Emperor. Afterwards it was honour'd with 
the relidence of King Dieterich. And at laſt the 
Charter, and large priviledges which it ſtill cn- 
joys, conferr'd on it by the Emperor Frideric the 
Fourth, in recompenſe of the ſtout reſiſtance it 
had made againſt the united Forces of Albert 
Duke of Auſtria and Ulric Count of Cilh, mn the 
year 1435. The Town is famous for the beſt 
Wine 1n thoſe parts ; and beaurified with a fair 
Monaſtery of Franciſcans. About four Engliſh 
miles trom this Town is a wholeſome Bath: 
known by the name of Newſftatter Doplitz; and 
much frequented by Foreigners. 

Landftraſs, a ſtrong little Town, encircled 
with the River Gurck, *'Twas anticntly deliver'd 
up by the Houſe of Azftria (together with Gurck- 
feld, another neighbouring Town ) into the 
hands of the Counts of Cilly, by way of Hoe 
ſtage; to be for ever forfeited to thoſe Princes 
in caſe the Auſtrians ſhould make the firſt breach 
of the pcace cſtabliſh'd berwixt the two Houſes. 
Near this Town there 1s a long ridge of Hills; 
the Valleys whereof were formerly nothing bur 
a continu'd Wilderneſs or Defart for ſome Ger- 
man mules together. But,within theſe few Ages,the 
Country has bin ftock'd with a number of fair 
Villages; the Trees being rooted up, and the 
ground improv'd into good paſlurage and Mea- 
dows. This great change was wrought by a 
company of IWallachians; who, wanting a Coun- 
try to fix in, ventur'd on this Enterprize and 
here (till enjoy the fruits of their labour. They 
name themſclves Vſskoken ; and, in the exerciſes 
of their Devotion, obſerve the rules of the 
Grecian Church. They pay no tribytc to the 
Emperor: but acknowledge him to be.cheir law- 
ful Prince, and think themſclves oblig'd upon 
occaſion to furniſh him with an Army of mcn 
proportionable to the number of their houſes. 

5. Metling, on the River Kulp, in the road 
from Laybach into Croatia. The Wood, thro 
which the foremention'd road paſles, is very 
rough and ſtony, but the reſt of the Country 
hereabouts is generally pleaſant and fruitful. 
Thereare two large Foreſts belong to this Town: 
one whercof is full of Cheſnut-trees and the 0- 
ther of Oakes and Acorns; both which contri- 
bute well to the fatning of their many and vaſt 
herds of Swine. In the ycar 1431. the Turks 
ſurpriz'd this place; and moſt barbarouſly Maſ- 
ſacred the greateſt parc of its Inhabitants, Af- 


terwards in the year 1578. they ſtorm'd and 
/plunder'd it a ſecond time: bur, as they rerurn'd 
'wich their booty, were trepan'd by an Army of 
| Schlavonian and Croatian Bores ( wholay in Am- 
buſcade near Sr. Baderan) and all put to the 
| Sword. 

| 6. Reifnitz ( Mercator calls it Reifſnick, and, 
|in his Map, has crronioufly repreſented it as a 
| 0 Village in the Lower Carniola) a noted 
| Town on the Borders of Carniola; not farr from 
| the Zirchnitzer-See. *'Tis the chief Town in 
| a ſmall Wendiſb Barony, call'd from thence Der 
| Reifnitzer Boden : and the uſual place for the 
| muſtering of the Imperial Train'd Bands - in 
theſe parts. In the year 1480. the Turks made 
| an Incurſion as farr as this place, and fir'd a 
good part of the Town. 
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The Town and County of C1LL v. 


HE noble and antient City of 
Cilly (by Pliny call'd Celeia, and 
by other Latin writers nam'd Ci- 
lia, Zelia, Celia and Celia) is 
ſcated on the River Saan, in a 
I colcrably plcaſant and fruicful 
Country. The great —— of Roman Coins, 
Medals and other Antiquities, daily found in 
and near this place would be ſufficient argu- 
ments to prove how conſiderable the Town was 
in thoſe days ; if the Latiz Hiſtorians ſhould 
have fail'd in giving us an account of this Co- 
lony. One Monument they have more cſpe- 
cially remarkable; the ruins of a vaſt pillar of 
Marble, each Stone whereof is too weighty for 
the ſtouteſt Wagon to carry off at once. There 
arc ſeveral fair Monaſterics in this Town: a- 
mong(t which that of the Minoritcs is moſt ob- 
ſcrvable, as being honour'd with the Burial 


of Cilly. In the ycar 1492. the Turks made an 
Attempt upon this Town; bur were beaten 
back by the Courage and prudcnt conduct of 
G eorge Baron of Herberſtein. 
The large County of Cilly ( which reaches as 
farr as the Trojanerberg from the Bridge of Pet- 
tau, including alſo Waraſin, Copreinitz with ſome 
other Schlavonian or Weudiſh Forts) was anti- 
ently _ to its own Counts; who were alſo 
Barons of Sannech. The firſt of theſe was Fre- 
deric the ſon of Leopold Baron of Sanneck : who, 
with the conſent of the Archduke of Auſtria, 
was created Count of Cilly by the Emperor Lu- 
dowic the Fourth, in the year 1339. Atterward 
the Emperor Sigiſmund carry'd them one ep 
mgher; y making them ( without the privity 
of the Auſtrian Princes, who were always before 
reputed the ſupreme Lords of the place ) inde- 
dependant Princes, and call'd them to the pub: 
lic Dicts of the Empire. Frederic and Ulric, Fa- 
ther and Son, were the firſt that enjoy'd this ho- 
nour : which came attended with this unha

ſecur'd his own Territorics, but in a ſhort time 
ovcrran the greateſt part of Styria and Carin- 
thia. But fortune at laſt forſook him; and he 
was (lain in open field by Ladiſlaus, John Hu- 
uiades's Son, in the year 1456. Whercupon, 
Frederic the Fourth fiez'd on his Country ; which 
has ever ſince bin challeng'd as an Hereditary 
Principallity by the Dukes of Auſtria. 

Other places of note in this County are: 

1+ 7roia, at preſent a ſmall Village not farr 
from Cilly, in Medlingerthal or Mednicktal: but 
antiently a famous City, the work of the old 
Metulli, the nobleſt branch of the Japodes. In 
the year of our Lord 31. this City was belicg'd, 
taken and demoliſh'd, by the Emperor Auguſtus: 
in remembrance of which overthrow, fays La- 
zZius, the Country people hereabouts do to this 
day name all waſte and deſolate places 7rojas. 
The ſame Author mentions a great many Anti- 
quitics found here : as alſo at Sachſenfeld, Saaneck, 
and ſome other neighbouring Towns. 

2. Sachſenfeld, a Market-Town on the Saan; 
about a German mule from Cilly, in the road to 
Laybach. *Tis ſuppos'd to have had its name 
from a plantation of Saxons ſent hither by Charles 
the Great : who, finding that people the moſt 
prone to rebcllion of all the Germaus, diſperſed 
ſeveral Colonies of 'cm into diffterent parts of 
his Empire. Tho I cannot ſee what tolerable 
grounds any man can have for ſuch an Aſler- 
tion ; when the language of this Town and the 
neighbourhood is almoſt wholly Wendiſh, with- 
out the leaſt tin&ture of the Saxon Idiome. That 
little of the German tongue which 1 ſpoken 1n 
the Market-Towns and trading parts of this

Country ſavours more of the Auſtrian Dialcet ; | 


Saxons, the people moſt uncaſy under the Go- 
vecrnment of Charles the Great, and for that rea- 
ſon tranſplanted into remoter Countries. 

3. Saaneck, manifeſtly deriving its name 
from the River Sqaan; on which *'tis ſcatcd. 
'Twas formerly ſo conſiderable as to give a title 
to a family of Barons; afterwards, as has bin 
already faid, adyanc'd to the honour of Counts 
of Cilly: but is now dwindled into a Village of 
no great value. 

4. Robitſch a fair Market-Town on the Bor- 
ders of Croatia; within the limits of the Lower 
Styria, and part of the County of Cilly. Not 
farr from the Town ſtands a Fort of the ſame 
name ; made oyer by way of Pledge or Hoſtage 
( the Germans call it Pfandſchilling or Earncit- 
penny ) to the Barons of Weltz. 

5. Waraſin, Waraſdin or Varaſdinum, on the 
Contines of Styria, Hungary and Slawonia ;, ſup- 
pos'd to be the old Variana Caftra, mention'd in 
Antonine's Itinerary. Which conjeture Lazius 
endeavours to prove both from the ſituation 
and Latitude of the place; as alſo from ſeveral 
Monuments of Anriquity found in and about 
the Town. *Tis a Frontiecr-Town ; and there- 
fore the Counts of Cilly, and others that have 
bin ſince Maſters of the place, have bin at more 
then ordinary charges in regulating and main- 
taining its Fortifications. 

6. Copreinitz,, in Latin Authors Caproneia, a 
place of greater ſtrength then Waraſin ; but no 
otherwiſe remarkablc. _=_ Globitzer, Gover- 
nor of this Fort, won himſelf and the Town 
great repute by the many Repulſes he gave the 
Turkiſh Army ; and his being afterwards a chict 
inſtrument of its overthrow, in the year 1581.

Ptolomy's Illyricum ( a word ordinarily confound- 
cd with Sclavonia amongſt the ancient Geogra- 
phers ) reachcs trom Iſftria to the confines of Ma- 
cedonia ; taking 1n Northwards the greateſt parc 
of Pannonia and Meſia ſuperior. . The account 
| which Pomponius Mela and. Dionyſius Alexandri- 
nus have given us of theſe 1/Iyrians goes yet fur- 
ther with the Line, fixing the one thereof at 
Tergeſtum, and the other at the Cerdunian Hills. 
Buc moſt of all arc they beholding to Sextus Ru- 
fus, a Geographer under the Emperor Valenti- 
nian. This Gentleman does nor ſtick to give 
them twice as much room as any of his Prede- 
cellors could afford them ; reckoning up no leſs 
then ſeycntcen Provinces inhabited by this nu- 
merous people ; to wit, the two Norice, the Up- 
per and Lower Pannonia, Valeria, Savia, Dalma- 
tia, Mejia, the two Dacie, Macedonia, Theſualy, 
Achaia, the two Epyri, Preavalis, and Creta. A- 
mong(t cheſe different and Fteconcileable opi- 
mons, the ſafcſt expedient is (with Mercator ) to 


chuſe the moſt modeſt conjecture; and ſo our 


Sclavonia, Illyricum, or Illyris, will be bounded on 
the Welt wich Carniolaand Iftria z on the North 
with Hungary; on the Eaſt with Servia; and on 
the South with the Adriatic Sca.

SCLAVONIA, frriflly ſo Call'd. 


HE modern name of Sclavonia 
1s only apply'd toWindiſh-march 
and the County of Zagrabia; in 
whicht wo the Manners, Lan- 
guage, Wc. of the Sclaucnians 
ſeem ſhll co be retain'd in their 

greateſt purity. Of the chick remarkables in 
the former we have already givenan account; re- 

ſcrving only an abſtract of their Manners, Trade, 

Language, Oc. to this place. 

The people are generally men of ſtout and 
luſty Bodics, with Conſtitutions equally vigorous 
and healthy. Hcnce the Venetians, when they 
became full Maſters of theſe parts, obſcry'd 
theſe fellows fit for all manner of drudgery and 
moſt admirably quality'd to work at : Oarcs 
of their Gallies : and therefore put them upon 
theſe and the like toylſome Employments. This 
gave them occaſion to name all their inferior 
Attendants and Bond-ſervants Sclaves ; which 
word began afterwards to be uſed in the more 
Weſtern parts of Erope. 

The Deſcription of the Roman and Greek 
Churches are both allow'd to the Chriſtians of 
Zagrabia and the nezghbouring parts of Sclave 
nia; but, 'tis to be fear'd, Mahometaniſm may 
in 2 ſhort time prove the bain of both: this 
piece of Paganiſm prevailing in moſt Cities and 
Towns which are brought under the Turkiſh 
Domiryon. The Romaniſts in Sclavonia have 
this peculiarity in their public Services, that they 
arc allow'd to have Maſs rcad jn their Mother 

tongue

Geſner ſays there arc no Icfs then threeſcore 
ſeveral Nations in Afia and Europe that ſpeak the 
Slavonian Language. And indeed, 1t we conf 
der the many large Empires and Kingdoms that 
uſe this Tongue, and the many ſubdiviſions 
which may be made of their Provinces, the 
Account will hardly fall ſhort. For ſome Dia- 
lect of this Tongue 1s generally ſpoken in *the 
vait Empire of Ruſſia, in Livonia, Poland, Sile- 
ſia, Bohemia, Moravia, a great part of Hungary, 
Iſtria, Livonia, Dacia, Epirus, Georgia, Mengre- 
lia, Ec. The miſerable condition of molt of 
theſe Countries, under the 7 wrkiſh Bondage, has of 
late Ages broke off the Commerce which might 
-otherwiſe be entertain'd with the trading part 
of Europe ; which unhappy circumſtances have 
given occalion tothe neglect of this noble tongue; 
or otherwiſe we might have expected by this 
time to have [cen it as regularly polifh'd as other 
more Weſtern Languages. 

Chict Towns in the County of Zagrabia arc : 

1. Zagrabia, the chict Town of this County, 
is ſeated about a Muskee-ſhot from the banks of 
the River Sau; 'tis by a ſmall ſtream or Brook 
divided into two parts; the one whereot is more 
eſpecially nam'd Zagrabia, Zagram, or Agram ; 
and the other ( wherein ſtands che Biſhop s Pa- 
lace, and a fair Cathedral dedicated ro St.Srephen 
the firſt Chriſtian King of Hungary ) they call Das 
Capitul, or the Chapter. 

2. Siſaten, mention'd by Pliny and Antonins 
under the name of Siſta, ſtands on the Sourhern 
bank of the Wwus, over againlt Zagrabia; famous 
for the ſtout reliſtance which the Unrks here met 
with in the year 1593. For, hoping by the Con- 
quelt of this Province to open a free paſſage in- 
to the German Empire, they briskly attack'd chis 
Town with a potent Army: but were gallantly 
recav'd and beaten oft ull che Garrifon was rc- 
liev'd by ſome Dutch Regiments; who kill'd a- 
bove cighr chouſand 7w1ks upon the place. The 
greateſt part of thoſe that cſcap'd this ſlaughter 
periſh'd in the Savus; into hich in great di 
traction, they were purſu'd by the Germans. 

3. Petrowina, at the bottom of the ridge of 
Hills which divide Zagrabia from Hungary : a 
place whuch gave good proof of its ſtrengreh in 
the reliftance it made againit the Turkiſh Forces 
in the vcar 1596. 

4. Novigrad, on the Savus: a place of great 
ſtrength; and yet taken by Matthias Archduke 


of Auſtria, inthe year 1594. without the loſs of 
a drop of blood on cither fide. Only, in ſome 
few $kirmiſhes before the ſiege began, the 7wrks 
are ſaid to have loſt about two hundred men; 
and the Chriſtians abouc halt that number. This 
peaccable ſurrender colt the Beg his life: for; 
upon his arrival at Buda, the Baja of that place 
order'd him to be hang'd and afterwards cur to 


pieces 1n the preſence ot his own Soldiers.

ror Nicetus. It is bounded on the Weſt with 
Windiſch-march, trom which 'tis ſeperated by the 
River Kaulp; on the North with Slavonia and 
the Savus; on the Eaſt with Boſnia, and on tl:c 
South with Morlachia. 

The Emperor of Germany, amongſt his many 
other Titles, ſtyles himfclt King of Croatia; and 
'twas anciently a Potent Monarchy : bur, in 
theſe later Ages has bin very,much depopulated 
by the frequent Incurfiong of the 7urks, under 
whoſe Dominion the greatcſt ſhare of jt 1s at 
this dav. 

The Croatians are a ſtout and hardy people 
excellent Soldiers, eſpecially their Horſemen : 
Hence, bcing ſtrangers to their own Country, 
they arc cntertain'd in moſt of the German Princes 
Courts as their Horſc-Guards. 

Chict Towns in Croatia arc : 

1. Wibitz, on the River Wana, taken by Haſ- 
ſan Baſſa of Boſnia 1m the Year 1092. after 1t 
had bin, for one hundred and fifty years toge- 
ther , the great Bulwark of Chriltcnadom againſt 
the Tarks. This Conqueſt gave the Ottoman ta- 
mily the firſt ſure tooting in theſe parts: and 
open'd them a way into Slavonia, the greatcit 
part whereof fell ſoon after into their hands. 

2. Petrinia, ſcatcd on a River of the ſame 
name; art 1ts fall into the Kulp. "Twas made a 
regular Fort in imitation of Wihitz; not long 
after the 7arks had made rthcmfſclves Maſters of 
that place» About three years atter its Founda- 
tion the Imperialiſts recover'd it out of the 
Grand Scigmor's hands; and have hitherto bin 
able ro keep their Hold. 

3. Carljtatt on the mouth of thc River Mares- 
nitza; ſo call d trom Charles Archduke ot Au- 
ftria, who firlt fortity'd the place in the year 
1579. The Carniolians maintain the Garriſon, 
and furniſh it with all forts of Ammunivon 1n 
time of necd : looking upon this place as che 
ſccureſt Bulwark of their Countrv. None arc 
permitted to hve in Car{ſtart, fave only Sol- 
diers; who arc ſupply'd with Vistuals and other 
neceſſaries from Doborerz or Dabritz, a ncighbou- 
ring Market-Town.

BOSNIA- 


F Nother of the Emperor of Ger- 
many's titular Kingdomes 1s Boſ- 
nia 1 Slavonia; borrowing 1ts 
name from the River Boſna,which 


& runs through it. 'Tis bounded 

on the North with the Sawus 

on the Eaſt with Servia; on the Sourh with Dal- 
\matia; and on the Welt with Croatia. 

The Country 1s rough and Mountanous; 
fam'd for its Silver-Mines and a breed of the 
beſt Falcons in Europe. 

It was anciently a free independent Kingdom : 
bur, in the ycar 1.310. became tributary to Charles-

H 1s Province, which the Germans 
call Crabaten, is ſuppos'd to be 
the ſame with that which anci- 
ently went under the name of 
Liburnia, which was made a Ro- 
man Province under the Empc- 

GERMANY. 


Robert King of Hungary, who chang'd its Prince's 
cicle into that of a Duke. In the year 1415. 
the Boſnians threw oft the Hungarian yoke; and 


ſwore Fealty to the Grand Seigniour. Where- 


upon, King Sigiſmund invaded the Country and 
reduced, them once more to their Allegiance. 
Soon after they revoltcd again; and were a fe- 
cond time reclaim'd by Matthias Corvinus. But 
at laſt che Turkiſh Emperor Mahomet the Second, 
in the year 1472. took Faycza, the Metropolis 
ot this Kingdom, and made himſelf Lord of 
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the whole Country ; moſt barbarouſly ordering 
Duke Stephen, whom with fair promiſes he had 
wheedled into his clutches, to be flay'd alive. 
Since that time it has bin reckon'd a Province 
of the Turkiſh Empire, and Govern d by aBaſa; 
who keeps his uſual Reſidence at Bamaluch. 

So that for an accurate account of the preſent 
State of Boſnia with its Citics and great Towns 
(as alſo of the ancient Kingdom of Raſcia and. 
the County of Poſegz which are both under the 
like circumſtances) we muſt refer the Reader 
to that part of the work which treats of the 


Turkiſh Empire. 
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DALMATIAN. 


*Kingdom ; brought under the Romen yoke by 


== 1/natia is another of the Empc- 
oy ror's Hereditary, tho at preſent 
hardly more then Nominal King- 
doms in theſe parts. 'Tis bounded 
on the North with Boſniaand Cro- 
atia ; on the Eaſt with a Corner 
of Boſnia, on the South with the Adriatic Sca 
and on the Weſt with Iſtria. 
'Twas anciently a populous and formidable 


Publius Cornelius Naſica, a little before the third 
Carthaginian War. After which it was again re- 
ſtor'd to its Liberty; and for many Ages rul'd 
by Princes who took upon them the Title and 
Authority of Kings of Dalmatia. Upon the fai- 
lure of their Line it deſcended, together with 
the Croatian Monarchy, upon the Kings of Hun- 
gary ; as a Member of which Kingdom 'tis ſtill 
claim'd by the Emperor of Germany. At pre- 
ſent the Venetians arc chict proprictors of the 
Country, if poſſeſſion may be allow'd to prove 
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a Right and Property. Another good ſtare 
in the hands of the 71k: fo that I cannot find 
chat the German Empcror has any thing more 
Icft to ſupport his Tule of King of Dalmatia then 
Zeng and St. Vett. 

The former of theſe is ſcatcd in a barren and 
deſolate Country near the Adriatic ſhore : which 
poſlibly may have bin one maincauſe of us being 
hitherto preſerv'd trom the rage of the Turks, 
who would hardly have thus long ſparcd a place 
of greater conſequence. Hieron. Megiſer (1n his 
Chronicle of Carinthia) fancics this Town ſcated 
in the middle of the Country anciently Inhabi- 
ted by the Senones; and that from them it had 
the name of Sena: which, in tract of time, might 
calily be corrupted into Zeng, or Segna, as Latin 
Authors write the word. Thus Conjecture ſeems 
further confirm'd by the name of Senaberſch, a 
neighbouring Market-Town :tho Lats inclines 
rathcr to believe that this latter 1s the ſame 
place with Antonine's Senia, Over againit Zeng 
lies the Venetian Iſland Arbe: with wiuch the Ct- 
tizens of Zeng uſcd anciently to have daily dif- 
putes and quarrels, which at laſt end in an open 
war in the ycar 1616. The Burghers arc chicfly 
Dalmatians : tho they ſpeak a mixt hotchpotch 
of Languages, Italian, Croatian and Dalmatian. 
In the ycar 1637. 'twas agreed on by the Statcs 
of Hungary that the City of Zeng ſhould for the 
fucure be cſtecm'd a Member of that Kingdom ; 
and ſhould have the priviledge of ſending a Re- 
preſentarive to yore and att in their Senate, 

St. Veit 1s another Auſtrian Town on the Adri- 
atic ſhore: notcd for a great Horſe-fair, but 
otherwiſe hardly remarkablc. 

Other places of note in theſe parts, being ci- 
ther Subject to the State of Venice or the Turkiſh 
Emperor, fall not properly under our confide- 
ration in this place: but of them the Reader 


may cxpect particular deſcriptions in the Vo- 
lumns of Italy and Turkey.

EMPEROR 


E have alrcady 1n- 
form'd thc Reader 
how vaſtly large the 
Kingdom oft Hun- 
gary was anciently : 
and we might have 
added that no |.s 
then ſeven other 
Monarchics came 

along with it to the 
Houſe of Auſtria. To theſe ( namely Dalmatia, 
Croatia, Sclavonia, Bulgaria, Boſnia; Servia and 
Raſeia ) the Emperor itill lays claim ; alcho the 
Great 7urk has tor many ycars bin his Lieute- 
nant in moſt of them. Other adjoyning Coun- 
trics put chemſelves under the protection of this 
potent Monarch ; as the only ſecurity they could 
have againſt the 7Twkiſb Tyranny. Of the molt 
conſiderable of theſe we ſhall here give the Rea- 
der a ſhort account: reterring him to a more 


proper place for an exact deſciption of cach of 
cm. 
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H 1s Principallicy is ſaid to have 
bin nam'd Flaccia; a word call- 
ly corrupted into V/lachia, and 
at length into Walachia: which 
name 1t had from a Roman Ge- 
neral call'd Flaccus, Governor 
of a Colony in this Country. 

'Tis bounded on the Eaſt with Moldavia and a 
branch of che Danow; on the North with Tran- 
ſlvania, on the Welt with Raſciaz and on the 
South ſeparated from Bulgaris by the Danow. 

The Country 1s generally plain and fruitful: 
but begirt with Hills and large Foreſts, as 7ran- 
ſylvania- "Tis eſpecially tamous for an excellent

and numerous breed of Horſes; infomuch that 
the Waywode of Walachia has bin known to 
maintain three thouſand Horſe-guards, and, at 
a ſhort warning, has bin able to bring an Ar- 
my of {ixty thouſand Horſemen into the Field. 

The Inhabitants fancy themſelves to be true 
Romans : and waving the Etymology betorc 
mcntyon'd, their name ſcems to import as much. 
For the Hungarians call an Italian in their Jan- 
guage Olaſs; and a Walachian they name 01ah. 
From this word, and not from Flarrus, Sameſ- 
cius derives the name-of Walachia. For ſays he, 
Walachus, Walachi, Walachia, Gc. arc words we 
have borrow'd from the Grecian writers: who 
( not uſing any other Afpirates in the middle of 
words, excepting @» x» and 9) inſtead of the rruc 
genuine Valah and the Hungarian Olah, were 
torced to write Ovaadyvs; which the Latins ren- 
der'd Walachos. Which conjecture is very plaur 
lible; and might be further illuſtrated from w- 
yan, made our of the Hebrew word Mibael, with 
yaricty of other Examples. 

A further argument for their being Romans 
may be drawn trom thar Language : which, in 
many words and Phraſes, comes nearer the an- 
cient Latin then the modern Italian; alcho of 


Dalmatian, Croatian and Turkiſh Idioms. 

How they came to part with the jold + Roman 
characters and to write their language in Sar- 
matian or Moſcovian Letters, as they now doc, 
is not caſily determincable. Their Alphabet con- 
liſts of thirty nine Characters: concerning the 
truc forming and pronuntiation whereof, Adam 
Boboritz, publiſh'd a ſmall Treatiſe at Wittenberg in 
1n the year 1584. 

The Country has bin alwaics immediately Sub- 
ect to its own Princes or Waywodes ; who, as 
_ as the Kingdom of Hungary continu'd prof- 
pcrous and flouriſhing, put themſclyes under the 
protection of that Monarch. In the year 1391. 
the Turks made ther firſt inroad into Walathia ;

The old Bulgari (a Scythian people, who were 
the ancient Inhabitants of this Country and 
nam'd 1t Bulgaria ) won this Kingdom from the 
Slavonians ; who ſome ycars after it had bin re- 
coycr'd out of the hands of the Roman Empe- 
rors by the Gorhs and Huns, came to be propric- 
tors of the Country. Their true original name 
1s ſuppos'd to have bin Velgari: which they arc 
ſaid ro have had from Volga, a conſiderable Ri- 
ver 1n theſe parts. They were always cſteem'd 
a ſtout and hardy people, notably well qua-| 
lity'd to undergo the greateſt ſcycritics of a long | 
and tedious warfare: and this recommended | 
them to the ſervice of moſt neighbouring 
Princes; who were generally greedy of their 
company in the Ficld, and ready to give noble 
pay to as many as they could oblige to liſt them- 
ſelves under their Banners. By their afliſtance 
the Emperor Juſtitian the Second was reſtor'd 
to his Empire, after he had bin ſupplanced by 
Aſimarus ; and atierwards, to ſhow that he was 
folcly indebted to them for this recovery, they 
turnd their Arms againſt him and purſu'd him 
to the gates of Conſtantinople. 

Theſe valiant exploits procur'd the Bulgarian 
Princes that credit and eſteem with the ſucceed- 
ing Eaſtera Empcrors, that they conferr'd on 
them the ticle of Kings or Monarchs; allowing 
them ſeveral priviledges never grantcd to other 
dependant and tributary Princes. But indeed 
they were only nominal Subjedts to the Emperors 
of Conſtantinople, before their pride and ambi- 
tion had prompted them to think themſelves 
their equals. This gave occaſion to that un- 
happy war in King Samuel's reign, about the be- 
ginning of the cleventh Century ; wherein fit || _/ 
ecen thouſand Bulgarians were taken priſners"by }| 
the Eaſtern Emperors Forces, and had their eves 
put out in the Dungeon. The purſuance of this 
(troke brought the Kingdom Irrecoverably uns 
der the Conſtantinopolitan Emperors upon the 
failure of which Throne, it fell to the Imperial 
Crown of Germany, *Twas finally conquer'd 
and converted into a Turkiſh Province by Baja- 


zet the Emperor in the year 1396. and ſo re- 
mains to this day, THE 
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®Ervia, or Syfen, 1s the ſame place 
with the antient Myſta Superior. 
'Tis bounded on the North with 
Raſcia and the Danuw; on the 
Eaſt with Bulgaria ; on the South 
with Albania and part of Mace- 
donia ; and on the Welt with Boſnia. 
Theſe Myſ/ians were firſt brought under the 
Roman yoke by Licinizs Craſſus, in the days of 
Azguſius the Emperor ; atzer which 'twas reck- 
on'd a Roman province. In this Eſtate it continu'd 
cill che Fall of the Eaſtern Empire ; upon which 
*rwas ficz'd on by the Sorabi a Slavonian people 
and branch of the Sarmatianss Theſe men had 
thcirname afterwards contracted unto Serbi, and 
at laſt chang'd tro Servi : whence the Province 
was call'd Servia. After this, the Deſpots of this 
Country ( ſothey call'd their ſupreme Governors) 
pur themſelves and their Country under the pro- 
tection of the Kings of Hungary, and in confidera- 
tion of the ſecurity they hereby promiſed them- 
ſclves againſt the growing power of the Turki/b 
Empire, paid them a yearly Tribute out of the 
ord;nary Revenues of their Principality. This gave 
the houſe of Auſtria a pretence to entitle them- 
ſelves ſupreme Princes of Servia, as ſoon as the 
Hungarian Crown was ſet on their Heads: tho, 
the truth is they never had any plauſible colour 
tor ſuch pretenſions. For, long betore they had 
any Right to the Hungarian Monarchy, the Ser- 
vians were vanquiſhed by the Turks under their 
Deſpot Lazarus; from whom Amurath the Firſt 
took Nia, the Metropolis of their country : pro- 
vok'd tothis Enterpriſe by the numerous forces 
which the Deſpots of Servia and Bulgaria had 
rais'd for the {iege of Adrianople. LaZarus, ter- 
rity'd with this Joſs, was forc'd to ſubmirto the 
Turkiſh Emperor upon his own Terms; which ob- 
ligd him and his ſucceſſours to acknowledge 
their Principallity co beno more thena tributary 
| Province of Amurath's Empire. Atter this the Det-

Mynden, Manfried, and Caſſel, and trom thence 
in Waggons and Carts to moſt places in Germa- 


ny. The Cities, Villages, and Forts that receive | 
the more immediate benefit of its ſtreams, and * 


adyantage of the commodities it brings to them,

Heble, Gronde, Oſen, Hammelen, 01dendorff, Schau- 
wenburg, Ruſlelen, Flota, Berg-houſe, Minden, Pe- 
tershagen, Schluſſelburg, Stoltenow, Newenburg, Dra- 
kenburg, Hoya, and Breme, which lics on both 
ſides of the River, and has both parts of it, 
the Old and New City, join'd by a ſtatcly 
Bridge. 

The Water of Viſurgis is indiffcrently limpid, 
ſweer, and of a gratctul raſte, and very ſervice- 
able in brewing Beer, in the judgment of thole 
who have drunk of thofe Veſlcls that arc fre- 
quently ſent from Minden and Hamel into ſeve- 
ral parts of the neighbouring Country. Nor 
docs it want theſe good qualitics at Bremen, 
for the Bcer ( both the white and red ſort ) 
which is made there, 1s taken notice of by P. 
Bertius to be as wholſom, well taſted, and as 
lietle ſubject to be fpoil'd by keeping, as any 
in Germany. So far along the River as it is not 
mixt with ſale waters trom the Seca, its water is 
very commodious tor Fullers and Tanners, who 
upon that account have their Mills and Pits 
near its Banks. 

This River affords all forts of freſh water Fiſh 
in great abundance, as Salmons ( many thou- 
ſands of which are caught yearly about the 
Walls of Bremer, and exportcd (dry) into ſeve« 
ral torcign Countrics) , Lampryes, Carp, Pike, 
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Wolf, Turbot, Trout, Eel, Plain, and likewiſe 
vaſt numbers of Sea-fiſh ; ſo that for every Month 
in the year the inhabitants of Bremen arc very 
well farniſh'd with ſome new ſort of Fiſh, cheap 
and in ſeaſon. The benefit of ſuch plenty © 
Fiſh is fo conſiderable to the Burgers of Bre- 
men, that that City has always by the permiſſion 
of the Emperor encouraged and promoted the 
Fiſhing Trade upon this River; _ priyt- 
ledge to their Fiſhermen to caſt their Nets ahy 
where 'twixe the Village Hoy, not far from the 
City Bridge, and the mouth of the River; and 
prohibiting any place of Fiſhery to be ſer up, 


| and any City, Town, or Village, except for 
| their own advantage to be built within che 
| compaſs, by vertue of the abſolute protection 

and juriſdiction over theWeſer, which was granted 
to them by the Emperor Hemnry the Fifth, and 
confirm'd by William Wenceſlaus and all the ſuc- 
ceeding Emperors for aboye theſe fix hundred 


cars. 

As all thoſe Cities and Towns that Iye upon 
this River are very much inrich'd by ſeycral 
ſorts of Commodities which are imported, fo 
arc the Lords of thoſe Territories and Man- 
nours thro which they paſs no cſs adyantag'd 


y the Cuſtoms ana Taxes that they impoſe 
upon all ſuch Commodities. From Bremen (o 
tar as 'tis navigable, which is all you come 
above twenty-two German miles above the City, 
the Counts of Oldenburg and Delmenhorſt, and 
other Lords of che adjacent Countries do cxact 
Tribute or Toll at above thirty ſeveral places ; 
and hayc endeavour'd heretofore to impoſe new

Call'd commonly (in the Low-Dutch linguage ) |

Towns in the European 
Continent ; the Reader 
will calily imagine the 

Commerce betwixt the Merchants of theſe places 

to be fomewhat extraordinary. And 'twould be 

as impertinent to inform him, that in all Ages 

Piracies have been moſt frequent on ſuch parts 

of the Ocean where the Trade has becn molt 

conſiderable. To ſecure themſelves from theſe 
inconveniences, the wealthy Merchants of theſe 

Hans-Towns contriv'd a ſhort cur thorow the 

ſhelves and ſands on the Eaſtern ſhore of the 

German Occan ; ſuppoſing this road, tho ſome- 

what dangerous, to ly out of the reach of a Man 

of War, or any other Veſſel of Bulk. For, altho 
it be allow'd chat moſt Mcrchant-Ships fail with 
cateſt ſecurity when they have the largeſt ſhare 
of Sca-room; yet to provide as much as 1s polli- 
ble againſt the hazard of Coaſting, they con- 
triv'd their Hulks ſo broad and low chat the 
Winds could not caſfily couch them, and withall 
fo ſhallow and flat Kiel'd that they could paſs 
the ordinary Sands. This courſe the Reader has 
fairly repreſented ro him in the Map ; fo that 
there is hardly any necd of this following ſhort 
deſcription. 

Looſing from the Key at Amſterdam, the Ham:

For the antient Friſtans were 0- 
riginally Holland:rs ; owing their birth to the old 
> 66 4h of the Province of Utrecht or North 
Holland, Hence they fally'd into the Countrics of 
Groningen and Weſt es ; and chence, paſling 
the Eems, extended at laſt the Limits of their Do- 
minion along the German ſhore as farr asthe King- 
dom of Denmark. During this grandeur they 
were a Monarchy of themfclves ; tho, I think , 
they had never any fix'd King but only advanced 
Gone to the Throne upon an extraordinary Exi- 
gency of war: who, as ſoon as Peace was pro- 
claim'd, was oblig'd to lay down his Regal Or- 
naments, and to diveſt himſclt of his Kingly Au- 
thority. ( As was the Cuſtome amonglt their 
neighbours the Saxons. ) Upon the conqueſt of 
theſe parts by the Emperor Charles the Great, the 
Kingdom of Frifia was reduc'd to a Province of 
the French Kingdom : and fo continu'd ll the 
Earldom of Holtand was erected by Cherles the 
Bald, in the ycar $43. Upon which, Weſt Friſ- 
land and the County of Groningen were beſtow'd * 
on the new Created Earl; and Emmerland, the 
Country we are now a ſpeaking of, made a 
Branch of the German Empire, and govern'd by 
the Emperour's Deputy. In the year 1453. Ul

The moſt conſiderable Places in this County 
are : 

1, Embden, ſcatcd on the Norchern bank of the 
River Eems or Amaſis; ftoruty'drowards the Land 
with a double Duch and regular Bulwarks and 
Baſtions, and on the South ſufficiently defended 
by a ſtrong wall and the convemence of the Ri- 
ver. Ubbo Emmias ( a protcſiour at Groningen , 
who has publiſh'd a Icarned Treatife De Stat 
Reipublice & Eceleſie in Frifia Orientali. ) calls 
this City Frifie Ocellus ; and indeed "tis fo con- 
venicntly {ituatcd4hat vou have hence a fair pro- 
ſpe&t over a great part of the neighbouring Coun- 
try and may at a confliderable diſtance diſcover 
the Approach of an Encmy on the Ocean. The 
INand Nefa ( which Iycs1n the Dollert-Bay, over 
againſt Embden, and contains ncar three Engliſb 
miles 1n cicumfcrence ) makes this Harbour as 
Large and convenient as any on the Coaſts of Ger- 
many : belides the advantage of bringing Veſlcls 
of a conſiderable Burthen, through Aruatical 
Channels, into the Heart of the Town. By the 
help of theſe (laces the Burghers can, in a very 
tew hours, lay the whole Vicenage under water 4 
and fo render the Town Inacceſſable. The 


Houſes are generally neat and high : but cpeci- 


ally the Town-Hall carrics in it ſomething of 
extraordinary pomp and Magnificence. The 
Burghers pretend to be a Free State ;not allowing 
the Count, who keeps his uſual Reſidence in their 
Caſtle, ro cxcrciſe any Juriſdiction over them . 
However, this Difference they are willing to al- 
low him, That whercas the Count uſually gives 
the Burgomaſters and Magiſtrates of the Town 
the Compellation of Loving Friezds, they con- 
ſtancly ſubſcribe themſclves his Servants.

tliat ſhall peruſe cheir Recordsfor the year 1 595, 
when, taking the advantage of the Count's ab- 
ſence from his Palace, they publiſh'd an && 
of their Common-Council, denying him the 
favour of keeping his Reſidence any longer in 
their City ; pronouncing themſelves a Free State 
wholly independant on the Prince's Family. Nor 
was this revolt founded on any other bottom 
then the Count's denial to communicate wich 
their Calviniſts ; and diſcovering himſclt devor.d 
to the Lutheran Diſcipline. 

Here formerly our Engliſh Merchants kept 
their chick Storchouſe of Cloth; for che furni- 
ſhing of all other parts of Germany and the Ne- 
therlands. Hither they remov'd their Mart from 
Antwerp : and, upon ſome affronts offer'd them 
by the Burghers, made a ſecond removeal of 
char Factory to Hamburg. Since that time the 
Citizens of Embden have ſufficiently ſmarted for 
their pride and Ingratitude ; being fall'n far ſhort 
of their ancient State and grandcur. 

2+ Norden, a _ Pore-Town about ten 
or cleven Engliſh miles from Embden, but not 
provided with an Harbour or Channel fit to 
receive Ships of any great burthen. The Town 
1s well built; but not defended by any manner 
of Fortihcations. *Twas anciently the Burial- 
place of the Counts of Eaft Friſland: but (the 


being burnt by the Baron of Eſens in the year 
1521.) Count Ernno, who dved about ninc 
ycars aftcr, was buried at Fmbden ; whither the 
bones and other Reliques of his Anceſtors were 
not long after remov'd by his Widow. 

Adam Bremenſis tells us a ſtory of a vaſt Ar- 
my of Normans landing at Nordewide in Frifia ; 
and adds, that immcdiately after they were come 
a ſhore the Friſlanders tell upon «hem and flew 
above ten thouſand of them: at which flaugh- 
ecr St. Rembert (then Biſhop of Bremen ) was 
preſent. Now M. Zuerius Boxhornius, un his Apo- 
lpia pro Navigationibus Hollandorum, rathcr 
then balk any thing that may make for the ho- 
nour of his Countrymcn, will have the World 
eo bclicye that inſtcad of Nordewide we arc to 
read Nordwicum; and that all this gallantry was 
tranſacted in the Netherlands. Whereas, as thc 
learned Conringizs has obſcrv'd, in an Anony- 
mous Hiſtory of the Archbiſhops of Bremer 
publiſh'd by Lindenbrogius, the word 1s written 
according to the modern Orthography Norden: 
and ſo an old Scholia on Adam Bremenſis cx- 
pounds the 'place, iclling us chat this Town was 
anciently a very convenient Haven; which could 
never be ſaid of Boxhornius's Nordwic. Belides, 
"us ſomething more then improbable that Rem- 
bert Biſhop of Bremen,ſhould be ſo taken with war 
2s to leave his own Dioceſs to follow the Camp 
in a forcign Country. | 

3. Auk, ſeated about cighe Engliſh mules 


from Embden; in that part of the County which, | 


from this Town has got the name of Auriker- 
Jand. The Country hereabourts is rough, woody 
and barren : but pleaſant cnough to thoſe that 
delight in Hunting, as aftording plenty ot all 
ſors of Veniſon. Ir ſtands about the middle 
of the County; very convenient for the great 
Fairs of Cattle which arc here kept ſeycn tumes 
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There is a ſleight wall round it : but 
not ſufficient to withſtand the firſt Aſſault of a 
reſolute Enemy. The Caſtle, the uſual Rcſj- 
dence of a branch of the Count's Family, 1s 
ſorficthing berter fortity'd then the Town; and 
calily commands it. In this Town is held the

The Country is generally barren, and full of 
large Heaths and Marſhes z wherein are bred a 
ſmall ſort of Cattle, more deſpicable then what 
the Scots dayly ſend into England. Hence the 


| Inhabitantsare few and miſcrably poor ; inhabt- 


ting mean Cottages of Clay and Turtt. So that 
were it not for the Town and Barony of Jevernin 
the County of Eaſt Fri/land, with ſome other Ac- 
ceſlions elſe where, the Counts of 0/denburg would 
hardly have bin conſiderable cnough to have bin 


| reckon'd amongſt the Princes of the Empire. 


Crantzius reckons this County one of the moſt 
antient in Germany; and both Chytraus and Hel- 
moldus ſpeak very honourably of its Antiquity. 
The Common opinion 1s that the County owes 
Irs original to Waldbert, Nephew to Witekind 
the famous King of the Saxons in the days of 
Charles the Great, who, having married Altburg 
or Oltburg the only daughter of a Count of Le/- 
beim, nam'd a Fort after Her: which within a 
ſhort time communucated its name to the City 
and County we arc now a ſpeaking of. Crant- 
zizs indeed gocs higher ; and his Authority is uſu- 
ally citcd co prove that King Witekind himſclt was 
{tyl'd Count of Oldenburg. But 'tis probable that 
He, or his Author, means by that name the 
County of 9{denburg in Helftein; and not this be- 
ewixt Bremen and Eaſt Friſland. However, the 


preſent Counts of 0/denburg ( tho the true Line 


the year 1656. ) (till pretend to derive their pedt- 
gree from the formention'd Saxon Prince ; and 
boaſt of as anticnt a flock as the beſt Family in 
Germany. 

Places of note in this County are. 

1. Oldenburg, a Town wcll fortify'd withwalls 
and Ditches ; which later may be cafily fill'd with 
watcr, on occaſion, by the River Hunte which 
runs through the Town. 


the Weſer, as farr as the Bridge at 0/denburg ; 
which brings a tolcrable Trade to the Town. 
The Caſtle 1s Circular and Uniform a ſtately 
pile of building, and cqual to the Grandeur of 
the Count of Oldenburg, who here keeps his 
Court : but generally the Houſes of the ordina- 
rv Burghers are mean and contemptible, amongſt 
which you ſhall rarely find a Srone building. 

2. Delmenhorft, a place of great ſtrength, but 

otherwiſe of very ſmall importance, about hve 
or {ix Engliſh miles trom Bremen. Upon the Di- 
vition of the County of 0/denburg betwixt Count 
Chriſtian and his brother 0tbo, about the year 
1247. the Latter built himſclt a Palace upon the 
banks of the River Delma; and from thence nam'd 
it Delmenhorſt. The Count's Reſidence in this 
place occalion'd a numerous Concourſe of peo- 
ple; who, by degrees, improv'd the place intoa 
conſiderable Town, The toremention'd Count 
Otho,tounded herc a Monaſtery of Regular Monks; 
which(upon che admilſlion of Latheraniſm, and 
extirpation of Popcry, in the year 1575. ) was 
converted into a Church, Free-School and Hoſ- 
pital. In the year 1482. the Biſhop of Munſter's 
Forces belicg'd and took De/menhorſt : but was a- 
gain recover'd by Anthony Count of Oldenburg A.

That our Anceſtors, the Engliſh- Saxons, were 
originally Weſtphalians we have aſſerted in the 
forczoing Volumn, and ſhall here take occa- 
ſion to prove more largely. Firſt then, the 
Saxor vertion of Bede's Ecclchaitical Hillory, 
ſpeaking of the firit landing of theſe people 1n 
Britain, lays: Comon hi op Spim polcum Gam pTpanzerran 
G:pmame, Þ 13 op Seaxum, 7 op Angle, 9 op Gearum, #, E. 
They deſcended from three of the ſtoureſt Na- 
tions in Germany, the Saxons, Angles and Jeats 
or Jutes. And ſpeaking atterwards of the Na- 
tive Country of theſe Saxons, he fays 'tis the 
ſamc lanve pe man hare eald Seaxzn. 7, e, that very land 
which, in his days, was known by the name of 
Old Saxony. And both the Printed and Manu- 
ſcript Copics of our Engliſh Saxon Chronicle call 
the Saxons ( ſaid ro have come into this Ifland in 
the year 449-) lborcalb Sc:xum. From both theſe 
undeniable Auchoritics *ris evident that our An- 
celtors came our of Old Saxony; and that this 
was that very Country which we now call Weſt- 
phalia 1s as plain from the aflcrtions of the Au- 
thors quoted in the preceeding Paragraph. The 
only reaſon which has mov'd ſome to queſtion 
the cruth of their opinion 15 taken from Strabs's 
aſcribing the whole cract of ground berwixt the 
Rhine and the Elb to the Swevians : whence we 
are to conclude, ſay they, that the Old Saxons 
were hix'd on the North lide of the Danow. This 
1s Ciſner's fancy ; and may poſlibly be reconci- 
led with Bede's Geographical Account of the 
Angles who came in with the Saxons, which, he 
ſays, inhabued a ſmall tract of land berwixt the 
Saxons and Jutes. But the objection will be 
calily foly'd it we conſider that the Suevi being 
conquer'd by the Saxons ( as beyond all con- 
troverſy, they were) might in Strabo's time be 
known both by the names of Saxons and Sueves, 
as the Normans and Britains in France do to this 
day retain their ancient names and yet ſubmir 
tothe general one of Frenchmen. Beſides, if we 
conſider well the character that this ancient Ge 
grapher has given of his Szevi, we ſhall find *twil 
exactly agree to whac other primitive writers 0 
good note have ſaid of the Old Saxons.

Tins Town is famous for the Weftphalian Trea- 
ty, or Treaty of Munſter concluded here 1n tlic 
vear 1648. but much morc mcmorabic tor a 
| blooay Trazgcdy acted by a lowicfs Crue of Ana- 
| baptitts 1a che vear 1633. The Firlt Captain of 
[|thcſe bigorted Zealots was one Pernard Rothmann 
| who at Sr. Mawice's Church 11 the ſuburbs, 
| whercot He was paitour, began to confurc and 
rail at the ſuperſtitious tollics ans innovations n 
the Church of Reme. Theſe new Doctrines, as 
all Novels uſually arc, were greedily ſwallow'd 
by che Rabvle; and thereby their venter was 
'quickly brought into ſo great repute as to be ta- 
ken into the City and permurted ro make public 
profetlion of His Principles. To this gentleman 
Jobn Euckbolt a Taylour, born at Leyden wn Hol- 
land, ailociated humfclt; for the more ſpeedy car- 
'rying on the great Dclign againſt Popery» This 
Fellow had bin bred an Anabaprilt trom his Cra- 
dle, and thoroughly inſtructed 1a their Doctrines; 
being wichall naturally bold and ambicious, and 
a man of brisk and ready parts. By a cunning 
uſe and improvement of thefe Qualihcations, he 
became in a ſhort time a man of fo much credic 
425 to win over Rothmann ( who bctorc had only 
maintained Lutbers Tenents )to his opinion; and, 
with him, the whole proteſtant Fachon. Upon 
this, his Party grew fo contiderable that the Se- 
nate, or Court of Aldermen, thought it conve- 
nient to givea check roitsgrowt!; and to remove, 
if pollible the chict Ringlcaders thereot, Bur 
their attempts prov'd unſucceſttul : and the num- 
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e Anabaptiſts dayly increas'd ſo for- 
m__ to oblece the Magiſtrates to grant. 
them a free Toleration. Hereupon, John of 
Leyden's inferiour Agents __ to pretend to 
divincInſpiration ; and to baw round the _ 
an immediate command from Heayen tO A 
men to Repent and be rebaptiz'd. This done, 
the Fation(now grown the much greater part 
of the City) aroſe in a full Body; arm d them- 
ſelves, and fiez'd on the Town-Hall and all the 

ablic Ammunition. To ſecure the Hold they 
had chus got of the Government, Rothmann and 
Knipperdolling were ſent privately into che neigh- 
bouring Towns and Villages to invite all of their 
perſwaſions to comeand livein Munſter. This Ex- 
:-nt fill'd the City with Anabapriſts: who now 
reſoly'd to be abſolute Victors;and therefore they 
caſhicr'd ſuch Magiftratcs as were Romaniſts and 
tin Creatures of their own, and ſoon after 
expell'd all that refus'd to join in their Com- 
munion. Whercupon, in the year 1534. the 
Biſhop beſieg'd the Town: but without any 
effect. Dureing this Epidemical madnefs in the 
City, John of Leyden took upon him the Title 
of King, and made oneof his Concubines Queen; 
tho himf{elfafterwards took oft her head for thow- 
ing her diſlike of ſome of His Frantic Actions. 
At laſt ( on the twenty-ſeventh of Fure, A. D. 
1525. ) the Biſhop's Forces, aſſiſted with ſome 
Troops from the El:Ctor of Cologn and the Lande- 
grave of Heſſen, ſurpriz'd the City : being directed 
by a Renegado, who was well acquainted with 
the poſture of the place, Their Mock-King , 
with his two great Favourites and Afliſtants, 
was taken priſnery and carry'd in Triumph and 
Derifion to moſt of the Courts of the ncigh- 
bouring Princes. The year following, He was 
rorn to picces with hot pinchers and his bones 
hung in an Iron cage on the top of a Stceple; as 
a Terrour toall Rebellious Enthufialts in future 
Ages, and a juſt puniſhmear of his own Traytc- 
rous behaviour. SY | 
Other places of note inthisBiſhoprick are : 
1. Meppen, on the mouth of the Haſe; forti- 
fy'd by Guſtaves a Swediſh General, and atterwards 
ſold toCharles LudowicCount Palatine of the Rhine 
for 60000 Rixdollars. It is look d upon as the Key 
of Eaſt Friezeland; and, under chat notion, was 
warmly belicg'd and at laſt taken by the Nether- 
landers mn the year 1587. 
2+ Haſelunen , another Fort on the Haſe ; 
which, with Meppen and ſome other places, 
came from the Counts of Tecklenbarg under the 
Juriſdiction of the Biſhops of Munſter. In the 
year 1639. a party of the Imperialiſts, not above 
ſevcnry in number, fcll upon an hundred of the 
Swedes who had laid ſiege to this ſmall Town 
and took fifty of 'cm priſners, putting the reſt 
either to the Sword or flight and ( having reſ- 
cu'd the Town, defended by a Garriſon of fifty 
men) return'd with the ſpoil to Vechr. 
3. Kloppenburg, >on the Softe; made over to 
the Bilbops of Munſter, with the two foremen- 
tion'd, by the Counts of Tecklenburg. "Twas 
regularly fortify'd by the Swedes; who made 
themſelves Maſters of this place in the year 1635; 
but were forc'd ſoon after to reſign it up to the 
Imperaliſts. 
4. Vecht, not far from the Lake Dummer, on 
the Confines of the Biſhopric of Oſnabrugg. "Twas 
anciently ſubject to its own Counts ; who hence 
had their ticle and were Lords of the whole 
tract of ground which is now known by the 
name of the Barony of Yecht. In this Barony 
there arc fitteen Pariſhes, each containing ten or 
twelve Villages, and one and thurty ſcats of No- 


blemen and Gentrv, The old Chronicle of 
Brunſwic eclls us, that in the year 1394. Bernard 


Duke of Luneburg and Otto Count of [Zoya fell 
into the Biſhop of Oſnabrug's Territories and 
plunder'd a great part of the Country. In their 
return the Burghers of Fechr ſuddainly fally'd 
out upon them, put their Arnucs to flight and 
rceſcu'd the priſners and ſpoils they were a car- 
rying oft.

9 Familics: tho at preſent they own 
25 but onc Lord, known by the 

W morc ordinary uile of Count 
of Bemtheim. Cyriacus Spangen- 
berg (a tamous German Herald ) fays that the 
modern Counts are of the Houſe of Steinſurt ; 
who became Lords of the County of Benthein 
by marrying an Hcircfs of thar Family, Coune 
Arnold {ct up the reformation, according to Lt- 
ther's model, in the year i544. which wok c>< 
tet; the greateſt part of the Inhabitants of 
theſe parts having by degr:es rurn'd Proteſtants. 
But the preſent Count William Henry ( having 
Inmſclt cmbraced the Reman Faith, mn the vear 
1668.) is a grcat diſcouragcr of his Lutheran 
Subjects, and a promoter of Popery. 

The County of Bentheir 1s the larger of the 
two: as containing about ten German miles i11 
length, and abour three in breadth; whereas 
the other does not exceed four in length, and is 
hardly fix Engliſh miles broad. 

Burh Counnies, like the reſt of Weſtphalia 
arc full of Woods and Foreſts; but not Hilly 
or Mountanous, cxccpung only about Benthein 
and Nienhzs. In Steinfurt ſprings the River Aa: 
which runs through the nuddle of that County. 
and renders the Vallevs tolcrablv fruitful. EY 

| Chief Places in the Count of Bentheim's Domi- 
monsare : | 

1. Bentheim, antiently the ſcat of the Counts 
who from hence had their Tide: but arpreſcar 
a Town of no great moment; as bcing ill ſeared 
for trade, in the middle of a wood and at a con- 
ſidcrable diſtance from any River. 

2. Steinfurt ( call'd by theneighbourhood, and 
the German writers, Borch-Steenvorde or Borch- 
ftenfort ) the only Town of note in its ſmall 
County, ſeated on the banks of the River Aa, 
which gives the Burghers an opportunity of forti- 
tying the placeif there were any thing init worth 
an Enemy's plundering. The Counts of Bentheim 
have here a ſmall Gymnaſium ( or rather Pedago- 
gium ) wherein the vouth of their Countics are 
inſtructed in the Rudiments of the Latin and 
Greek Tongues; as alſo in Logic and other Libe- 
ral Arts and ſciences.

Other places of note in the Abbot of Fulda's

The Monaſtery of Herſchfelt (ſeated on the 
ſame River with the City of Fulda, at about a 
days journey from that place) is as noble and 
Artificial a ſtructure as any in the Empire: built 
upon an Arch of ſixtcen pillars, cach whereof 
conſiſts of one entire ſtone. *Twas founded by 
Sturmius the firſt Abbot of Fulda; .and was at- 
terwards under the Inſpection of Alcuinus or Al- 
binus Flaccus, Charles the Great's Schoolmaſter, 
whoſe Monument 1s to be ſcen in the Church 
to this day. The laſt Abbot of this place was 
Foachin, who dycd in the year 1606. ſince which 
time the Reyenues of the Monaſtery has bin 
kept by one of the Landtgraves of Heſſen-Caſels, 
under the ticle of Adminiſtrator of Herſchſelt; a 
{tratagem that has hook'd ſeveral Biſhoprics into 
the hands of Lay-Princes in other parts of the 
Empare.

the whole Principallity, ) places moſt rernarkable 
In thi nty are: - 

: yt which has its name from the 
River Dills, whereon 'tis ſeated: diſtant about 
two good Engliſb miles from Herborn, and as 
far from Hager. The Caſtle or Fort, which gave 
the firſt occaſion of building a Town mn this 
place, 1s rais'd on the top of a fair Hill ; which 
gives it the adyantage of overlooking and com- 
manding all the neighbourhood. Here was an- 
ciently kept che Reſidence of a branch of the 
Houſe of Naſaw; who bore alſo the title of 


Naſſaw to this day. In the Armory, whercin 
are conſtantly kept Ammunition and Armour 
ſufficient for ſome thouſands of Horſe and toor, 
is to be ſecn the Jaw-bone of a monſtrous Fiſh, 
caught near Catwick in Holland in the year 1598. 
a curioſity worth the viewing. The Town has; 
a good adyantage by two Fairs, kept here year- 
Iy: during which there is always a mighty re- 
ſort of trading people, ſpecially Drovers and 
Woollmen. | 

2. Sigen; the faireſt Town in the County of 
© ye, ſeated on the top of a rocky 
Hill, near the River Siega, and encompals'd 
with a ſtrong wall and regular Fortifications. 
Bertius belicves this to be Prolemy's Segodunum ; 
and the convenicncy of its fituation, acceptable 
cnough to the ancients, renders the conjecture 
not unprobable. Ar a little diſtance trom the 
Town 1s a noble mine of Iron; together with 
Furnaces and other requiſites for working and 
cleanſing of that Metal. In the year 1599. the 
Prince's Padagegium or petty Univerſity was 
brought hither trom Herborn: and, in a ſhort 
time, grew ſo famous that it was reſorted to by 
a great many Students out of moſt parts of 
Germany, Poland, Liefland, Denmarck, Gc. "To 
this was afterwards added an Academy, for the 
training up of the- young Nobility in Martial 
excrciſcs and the acts of Chivalry: a foundation 
befitting the Gallantry and warlike diſpoſitions 
of the great Princes of Naſſaw. 

3. Herborn, little more then two Engliſh miles 
below Dillenherg, on the ſame River. The Uni- 
verſity here { which for ſome time, as we have 
ſaid, was removed to Sigen) has always kept 
up a tolcrable repute ; having bin made famous 
by the cducation of Joh. Piſcator, Matthias Mar- 
tinius, Joh. Althuſms, Geo. Paſor, Hen. Alſtedius 
with ſeveral other perſons of lcarning and indu- 
itry- In the Caſtle they have a good handſome 
Library : well cnough ſtock'd with Printed Books 
n all Faculties. Some few exhibitions they have 
for the maintenance of poor Scholars; ſettled 
on the Univerſity upon the diſſolution of Mo-

Within the Circuit of Wetterai ( in the Jarge 
Acception of the word, as 'tis bounded with 
Franconia, the County of Naſſaw, the Landt- 
raviate of Heſſen and the County of Nidda ) 
es the Territorics of ſeveral Independant Counts 
of the Empire; immediatcly ſubject to the Em- 
peror, and admitted to give voices in the ge- 
ncral Dicts under the ſtyle of the Wetterawiſh 
Princes. Such are the Counts of Hanaw, Solms, 
Eyſenberg, Sayn, Witgenſtein, @c. to which arc 
added the three Imperial Citics of Friedberg, Wetz- 
lar and Gelnhauſen. | 

The Country affords plenty of Corn, Wine 
and other neceſſarics: and wants not any of che 
pleaſures or delicacies which recommend to a 
travellor's view the other Provinces on the banks 
of the Rhine. The Towns of greateſt note and 
craffick 1n it, are: LS 

1. Friedberg; a rich Imperial City, ſeatcd at 
the foot of a great ridge of Hills call'd by the 
cighbourhood Die Hohe. It has had, and (till 
njoys, many large priviledges granted by the 
mperor Frederic the Second, and many of his 
1cceſſors: ſeveral whereof have honour'd the 
Jace with their Reſidence here for ſome months. 
he yearly Lent-Fair, now held at Francfurt, was 
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kept formerly in this Town: till remov'd by the 
Emperor Lewis the Fourth ( in the year 1340. ) | 
at the requeſt of the Merchants, who complain'd | 
of the great inconvenience of bringing their 
wares to Friedberg, three German mules by Land. 
In recompence of this great loſs, the Citizens | 
had afterwards four Annual Fairs granted them; | 
whuch, to this day, arc continu'd and have much | 
recover'd the decav'd glory of the place. The | 
third of theſe they keep on the firſt Sunday after | 
[Trinity : occafion'd firſt by an Anniverſary ſo- 
/lemnity obſcrv'd on that day in remembrance 
'of the Dedicationot their Church. This brought |: 
together a mighty concourſe of people our of || 
the neighbouring Villages ; and fo, this nume- | 
rous reſort inviting a company of pedlars with 
toyes, the ſports at laſt ended in a ſerious traffick

2. Wetzlar; another Imperial City, at the 
mouth of the Dille. *'Tis an old Town; and 
has nothing of beauty in it, fave the great Church, * 
'which makes a tolerable good ſhow at a diſtance. | | 
In the year 1643. hapned a great fire in this 
| el pI | 
'Town which deltroy'd above ſeventy of their | 
beſt houſes: a loſs ſufficient to ruin a quarter 
of the Inhabicants of this poor place. The Ci- | 
ey is not defended by any Fort of conſequence : | 
only, in the neighbourhood, they have ſeveral 
Watch-Towers at ſome diſtance trom the Town. 
From theſe they can much better diſcover the 
approach of an Enemy then they arc able to 
provide againſt it at home.

Wich ſome others Iefs confiderable. 

2. Fritzlar, a ſtrong Town in the Landtgra 
viatc of Heſſen. about three German miles tro 
Caſſel. In the year 1232. it wa» miſerably lai 
walt, and all its Inhabitants ( men, women 
Children) puc tothe ſword, by Conrad Landtgrav 
of Thuringen. The Caſtle here is of late notabl, 
fortify'd : and thought to be a place of as grea 
{trength as molt in the theſe parts. 

4. Aſchafſenburg, the ſtrongeſt Fort in the E 
le&tors Domimons: ſcated on the banks of th 
Mayn, at the mouth of Aſchafſ, a ſmall Rivulc 


himſelf from the Emperor : whoſe tury he dread 
cd tor thwarting his Humour in the promoti 
of a new Biſhop to the See of Wurrzburg, 'Tw 
afterwards much cnlarged by Archbiſhop Conra 
the Third, who dy'd i the year 1434. but 
the laſt hand was put to it by John Swicard it 
late Maſter; as the Inſcription on the wall infor 
us, which cnds thus: |

with his taking of this Town in the year 1631, 
| entring it in great State on the fourteenth of 


{| December, his Birth-day, which began the thirty- 


| cighth year of his Age. Here he kept his Chriſt- 
| mas: being attended by fix chick Princes of the 
| Empire and twelve Ambaſladors ; befides a 
great many Dukes, Lords and other Nobility 
in his Army. The Citizens fav'd themſelves 
from being plunder'd, by paying the King a 
ranſome of cighty thouſand Dollars : to which 
the Jews added cighteen more, and the Clergy 
four. The faid Monarch caus'd two great 
Bridges to be here built : the one over the Mayn, 
founded on fiftcen great flat-bottomm'd Boats and 
ſome piles of Wood ; the other over the Rhine, 
ſupported by ſixty-one large Boats. The former 
of theſe is now taken away: bur the latter (till 


| continues; having better luck then another here 


buile by Charles the Great, burnt down ( as Hi- 
ſtorians fay ) in three hours, tho the workmen 
had bm employ'd tn you in building it up. 
They have here a ſmall Univerſity founded in 
the year 1461.

5. Bingen, a plcaſant Town on the Rhine 
four German mules below Mentz : at preſent un 
der the Dean and Chaptcr of that Citv. 'Twa 
a Fort, well known to Tacitus, Ammianus 
Auſonius ; tho later Latin writers made its nam

6. Rhingaw, a narrow Tract of land along 
the banks of the Rhine ; whence its name is ma- 
nifeſtly deriv'd. Inthis pleaſant ſpott lyca great 
many fine Towns, as: 1. Elfeld, over againſt 
Ingelheim , a place well fortify'd and beautify'd 
witha fair Church and high ſteeple. 2. Erbach; 
a (tatcly Monaſtery, wherein ly bury'd a great 


many of the old Counts of Nafſaw and ſome of 
the Archbiſhops of Mentz. 7. Shopper aics that 
in his time there was a great Tun in this Cloiſter 
which held as much wine as would load cighty- 
two waggons. 3. Rodeſbeim ,a place noted for 
the growth of the beſt wines in theſe parts. 
[The whole Country of Rhingaw is richly ſtored 
[with choice Vines ; and ſecms to be one entire 
[City with a great many Gardens and Vineyards 
'within its walls. On one hand tis ſhut in with 
a row of high craggy hills, which they call Die 
'\Hohe, whereen they have watch-Towers and 
Sentinels rodiſcover the approach of any Encmy: 
and onthe other the Rhine ſecures from a ſuddain 
\furprize. 
'| 7. Ommenburg or Amelburg, a ſtrong Town on 
the River Ohm, not farr from Marpwyg in Haſſia. 
Tis ſcated in a plain and fruitful Country: and 
\\may be ſeen at a great diſtance. They have 
here a Collegiate Church : the onely thing re- 
markable in the Town. 

To theſe might be added Erfurt, alrcady def- 
cribcdin the Account given of the Landtgraviate 
of Thuringen ; together with Rheineck and Lobr in 


Franconia, and Epſtein and ſome other places in 
Haſſta.

The modern 
Inhabitants fell little ſhort of their hardy Anccſt- |

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Ow much ſocycr Ments and other 
places may boaſt of their Anti- 
quity, yet none of them are fo 
> marmfeſtly ro be met with( nor 
do any appear with that credit 
and grandeur ) inthe old Roman 
writers as 7riers, the Metropolis of Gallia Belgica 
and chict Town of the Treviri. The preeminence 
1thad above all its neighbours got it the name of 
| Auguſta : an Epither which the Romans never be- 
ſtow'd on anv thing that was ordinary. Belga- 
rum, faies Mela, Clariſſimi Sunt Treviri ; wrbsque 
opulentiſſima in Treviris Auguſta : and Prolemy , 
ſpeaking of this City, calls it Alywrar mrroipt, Aur 
puſtam T revirorum. The ſame character 1s given it 
by Auſonius and others: who never: mention 1ts 
name without ſomething of an Eulogy. 
| Theſe Treviri were Maſters of a muchlarger 
Country then is now included within the bounds 
ot the Archbiſhop of 7rier's Domuuons; as ap- 
|pears from the Account given of them by ancient 
Geographers, who make them next neighbours 
'|ro the Ubij Mediomatrices and Nemeti. So thata 
|great ſhare of the now Archbiſhoprick of Mentz 
tell antiently under che ſame denomination with 
this. Bur at preſent thoſe Linuts are contracted: 
the Archbiſhoprick of Trier being bounded on 
|che North with the County of Nafaw, Duke- 
\dom of Bergen and Secof Colen ; 0: the Ealt with 
ſome parts of the Palatinate of the -Rhine and the 
|Landrgraviate of Heſſen ; on the Sourh with the 
|Dukedomot Dieux-ponts; and on the Welt with 
that of LutZenburg, or Luxemburg, as the French 
call ic 
On the South and Weſtern parts the Country 
is but chioly pcopled and very barren ; overrun

|'was the firſt original of the Biſhopric of Trier : 
|wherein Excharizs preſided twenty-four vears ; 

being ſucceeded by Yalerius, who held the Sce 

fifteen years longer and then Icft it ro Maternzs. 
However the Chriftian Religion was not fo hirm- 
|ly eſtabliſh'd by theſe three Prelates, bur that 
their Converts quickly Apoſtatz'd and relaps'd 
\inro Paganiſm. Particularly, at 7rier we find 
|\them worſhipping the Roman Idols, Mars and 
| Apollo; whoſe Altars ſtood on the tops of two 
'|\ncighbouring Hills which to this day retain cheir 
\\names, In this eſtate things continu'd till Con- 
flantine the Great percmptorily torbad the wor- 
ing of any Idol in theſe parts. Upon the

jw iſhing of chis Edict the toremention'd Hea- 


then Deities were neglected and their Alcars re-|_ 


\mov'd: in remembrance of which general Con- 
verſion 'tis fill a Cuſtom at Triers to have year- 
'\ly Revells on the Hill where Apollo's Image; 
ſtood, and (in memory of the aboliſhing of 
thoſe Sacrifices formerly offet'd him) co tum-| 
ble down a flaming Wheel or Barrcl from the | 
top of the Mountain. Chriltianity being thus| 
|ſercled beyond all danger of a ſccond relapſe, 
the Emperor Conſtantize made it an Arcluepil-/ 
'copal Sec : giving the firſt Crofier to Agritizs a 
Patriarch of Antiochia, in the year 333: 
| Under this Archbiſhop's Juriſdiction are the 
Biſhops of Merz, Verdun and Tull on the Moſel. 
'He has the firſt voice in the Election of an Em- 
'(peror; the Elector of Mentz being allow'd to 
vote laſt, a great priviledge when the number 
'of the Electors was only ſeven. The reaſons | 
why he is prefer'd before the Archbiſhop of Co- 
len ( the more potent Prince) arc chicfly, Bc-| 
cauſe that the See of Trier 1s the more ancient ; 
and the Archbiſhop hereof Chancellor of the| 
Aaaa 3 King+«|/ 
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Coblentz. 


Kingdom of France, which was carſicr a mem- 
ber of the German Empire then raly, which gives 
the Archbiſhop of Colen his Title. Froma ſen- 
rence in the Archbiſhop's chick Court of Judica- 
ture there lycsan appeal to the chamber of Spire: 
a cuſtom which makes the Authority ,of this 
Prince appear leſs then chat of any of the other 
Ele&ors. But probably the Vicinity of the Impc- 
ri2l Chamber may take off the ſcandal : and the 
readineſs of the Elector to leave his ſubjectsno 
pretence to complain of the undue adminiſtrati- 
on of Juſtice. YT 37 

As the Archbiſhop of 7rier's Juriſdiction was 
anticntly much larger then at preſent, ſo were 
his Revenues proportionably greater.-. He loſt a 
good ſhare of his power and Patrimony upon 
the ſeperation of the Kingdom of France from 


| the German Empire and the blow was follow'd 


when Lorain was made a Dukedom. Since, the 
Nobility of the Dioceſs have much encroach d 


| upon the Perogative of their Prince. Privatc 


Lords of mannours challenge and have all the 
profics ariſing from the Mines of Silver and other 
mettals wichin their Liberties: which,if converted 
tothe Elector's uſe, would ſtuff his Cofters and 
render him a very conſiderable Prince. 

Chief Towns in this Elector's Domimons are : 

1. Trier or Treves,ncatly ſeated on the Moſel ,a 
place of great Antiquity, as has bin intimarted- 
Twas anticntly much larger then at preſent: 
the bulk of the Town being alter'd and propor- 
tion'd to the Archbiſhop's decreas'd Authority. 
The Citizens are not very rich, having not the 
convenicace of carrying on any great trade ; and 
theretore the gencerallity of has Houſcs are 
mean. But the Elcor's Palace ( antiently the 
ſcat of the Princes Palatinate )1is a ately Fabrick; 
and the Churches and other public buildings arc 
as fair, and more numerous, here then in any 
other City of the ſame bulk inthe Empire. They 
that pretend to give an cxact account of its 
age ſay *'twas founded 1 250- ycars before Rome 
and 1966. from the Creation of the World. 
'Tis built almoſt in a ſquare; and begire with a 
ſtout wall. There arcdaily in the ruins of the 
old City, found divers Roman Coins, Mcddals 
and other Antiquities:ſuffticient demonſtrations of 
1s having bin known to that Nation. And indeed 
Hiſtorians will inform us, that ſomc of the old 
Roman Emperors kept their Courts here for ſoc 
timc; and that it thence had the name of Roma 
alters. Afterwards, it was always reckon'd a 
free Imperial City, immediately ſubject ro the 
German Empcrors ; but 15 now at the Devotion 
of its Elector, who 1s oblig'd to lean much to 
the French intereſt. St. Hierom mentions a good 
Library herc in his days; and fays that hence 
himſelf had tranſcribed a copy of Sr. Hilary's 
Commentaries. They have now an Univerſity 
in the Town; which, for Antiquity and the 
number of its Scholars, may vy with any in the 
Empare. 
| 2+ Coblentz, Confluentia or Confluentes ; having 
ts name trom the Conflux of the two great Ri- 
vers, the Rhine and Moſelle, in this place. Its 
ſituation 1s wonderful pleaſant; in a Country 
cover'd with the choiceſt Vines. *Tis built in 
form of a triangle : ewo ſides whereof arc ſhut 
up by che two foremention'd Rivers, and the 
third made by a line drawn from one River to 
the other, and is now well fortify'd after the 
moit regular modern way. The convenicnt 
ſituation of this Town has render'd it very po- 
pulous and a place of great trade; lying abour 
the middle way berwixt Mentz and Coler, and 
about thirtecn German miles below Trier. The 


Citzzens of Coblentz, as of molt places of trade 
and Commerce, are obſerv'd to be more cour- 
tcous and complaiſant ro ſtrangers then moſt 
of their neighbours; and their houſes are gene- 
rally more tair and Unitorm then in other Cities 
on the Rhine. They arc ſubjcct to the Elor 
of Trier, the Town having bin beitow d on that 
Sce by King Dagobert, about a thouſand vears 
ago. Ther beit public Buiklings are their two 
great Churches, ſome tew Monaſlteries and the 
Palace; the uſual Relidence of the Elcctor, 
when he is pleas'd to divert himſclfin this Town. 

Over againſt this place, on the orhicr {ide of 
the Rhine, ſtands, 3. Ehrenbreitſten or Herman- 
ftein (as 'tis uſually nam'd); a ſtout Caſtle, 
mounted on the top of an high Hill, which 
commands the neighbouring Town and the 
River. On the foot of this Fort, on the banks 
of the Rhine, (tands a very noble Palace of the 
Elc&tor; two large wings whereof and the front, 
with hve Pavihons look towards the River. 
From hence you paſs by a long bridge of Boats 
to Coblentz,: in the middle whereot they Ict (lip 
three Boats when any great Vellcl paſſes by, and 
and can quickly faſten them again when ſhe is 
gONC. 

4. Engers, anothcr fair Town and Fort on the 
Rhine, betwixt Coblentz and Andernach; a place 
ſo conſiderable that trom hence the neighbour- 
ing Territories, containing the County of Wied 
and ſome other places ot note, have gotten 
the name of Engerſgaw. Cuno Archbiſhop of 
Trier ( who dycd in the year 1388.) was a 
mighty Bencfactor to this Town: having found- 
cd the Caltle, call'd ro this day Conen-Engers ; 
as alſoa noble Bridge, from him {lll nam'd Ca- 
noſtein. 

5. Boppart, a fourth Town and Fort on the 
banks ot the Rhine: ſuppos'd to have its name, 
qu, bon Port, from the convenicncy of Harbour 
it aftords to Vellcls that paſs this way up and 
down the River. Ir 1s by ſome fancy'd to be 
Antonine's Bodobriga ; and the old faſhion'd For- 
ufcations on the walls make others believe 'twas 
one of the five Forts which Druſus 1s (aid to have 
buile on the Rhine. 'Twas an Imperial City 
before the Emperor Henry the Seventh beſtow'd 
It on his Brother Baldwin Archbiſhop of Trier. 
Upon this Grant the Citizens were very loath to 
part with chcir ancient Libertics and priviledges . 
and therctore for ſome time refus'd to pay any 
Homage to the Ele&tor. But they were nor a- 
ble to make any long reliltance : being upon 
the firing of the outworks of the Town and 
ſome other damages done them, forc'd to ſur- 
render themſclves and ſwear Fealty. Baldwin 
having ſecur'd his rights for the future, buile 
here the Caſtle apd erected a Cuſtom-houſe : 
both which remain to this day. Orher public 
Buildings worth the viewing are St. Severus's 
Church and the Konigs-bauſs, a goodly old Pa- 
lace, the Dwclling-houſe of the Bayrherrn von 
Boppart ( as they are here call'd ) Lords of this 
and a great many conſiderable Caſtles in Lorain, 
To theſe we may add two fair Nunneries at a 
ſmall diſtance from the Town; theone of Be- 
nediflines, the other of Franciſcans. 

6. Meyen or Meyn, on the River Nette; whence 
a large tract of Land hercabouts has got the 
name of Ager Magniacenſis or Meynfeld. The 
Caſtle here was built by Hery, Archbiſhop of 
Trier, 1n the year 1250. and the Town was at- 
terwards wall'd in by his ſucceſlour Baldwin, 
the founder of a Monaſtery in Meyn. 

7, Bern-C aftel upon the Moſelle; call'd by Fre- 
bers in his Commentarics upon Auſonius's Mo- 
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$6 arburg. 


riches the place, and has render'd it tolcrably 
populous. 


8. Sarburg, on the River Sar, whence it has 


its name ; call'd anciently Caftra Sarre. *'Twas 


much beaurificd and (trengthen'd by Henry of 
V, inſting Archbiſho of Trier 3 an eminent be- 


netactor to moſt of the Towns of conſequence 
in his\ Diocefs. St. Lawrence's Church and St. 
Nicolas's Hoſpital arc well built : but otherwiſe 
there is here httle remarkable. 

9. Limburg on the Lobn, betwixt Ideftein and 
the County of Weilburg, a great part of the 
Territories whercof are under the Landtgraves 
of Heſſen. An old Chronicle compos'd out of 
the Records of this City tells us, that in the year 
1336 Limburg was a Town of great repute ; 
that 'twas able, upon a very ſhort warning, to 
furniſh out ewo thouſand able Soldiers ready 
Arm'd into the Hicld ; and that, at Eafter, they 
had above cight thouſand Communicants. The 
Collegiate Church, dedicated to St. Gregory, was 
in thoſe days ( we are told ) in a flouriſhing con- 
diction; being govern'd by a ſet of Canons, who 
were 2 Sons of the chick Nobility and 
Gentry in theſe parts. The Town ſuffer'd much 
in the late Wars betwixt the Emperor and the 
French King ;z into whoſe hands, 'tis odds but it 
falls very ſhortly. 

The Map takes notice of Ulmen ( near which 
154 famous Lake, wherein was formerly obſcrv'd 
to appear a monſtrous Pike of rtwelye foot in 
length, poreending the death of ſome of the 
Lords of that Town ), Kayſers-Eſch, Cocheim, with 
ſeveral others; ſome whereof are fair Market- 
Towns, but have nothing in them that can di- 
yert cither a Traycllor or the Reader. 


The Archbiſbepric and Eleflorate of CoLEex.

HE Ubi were ancientinhabitants 
of all choſe parts of the Empire 
which are now known by the 
names of Wetteraw and Weſter- 
wald ; as alſo a good ſhare of the 

*««d modern Landtgraviate of Haſſia. 
But, being embroil'd in continual Wars with 
the Catti their neighbours, they were very de- 
{irous to croſs the Rhine, and to ſeat themſelves 
in ſome part of France or Gallia, Whercupon, 
they humbly petition'd the Emperor Auguſtus to 
give them leave to remove : to which he aſlentes, 
and aſlign'd them all choſe Territorics which had 
formerly bin poſſeſs'd by the Condraſt, Eburones, 
and Menapii, Hereby they became Maſters of 
a joe part of the Dukedom of Fuliers; and of 
all chat Diſtrict which is more eſpecially known 
by the name of the Biſhopric of Colen. 

There are a great many Towns 1n this Dioceſs 
(as in that of Mentz ) which lye ſcattering in the 
Dominions of other Princes : but ſo much as 1s 
entirely under this Archbiſhop's Juriſdiction 1s 
bounded on the North with the Dukedom of 


Cleve and County of Marck; on the Eaſt with 
the Dukedom of Berghen ; on the South with the 
| Archbiſhopric of Trier; and on the Weſt with 
the Dukedom of Fuliers and part of Gelderland.

Since Chriſtianity and Prelacy were here ſerled, | 
the Burghers of Colex have had frequent $kir- 


miſhes and debates with their Archbiſhops ; va- || 


luing themſelves highly upon their Freedom, and | 
refuling to pay any deference that might any | 
way ſeem to infringe the Liberties of an Imperaal | 
City. Theſe differences were at Jaſt compos d| 
by Maximilian the Firſt, who fer the Archbiſhop | 
and the Magiſtrates of the City their juſt and; 
duc bounds. Since that time Colen has remain'd 
an Imperial City ; bur isoblig'd ro do Homage to; 
their newly ele&ted Archbiſhopin this torm: © We 
* free Burghcrs of Colen do here, for this day and 
«* henceforward , promiſe to N. Archbiſhop of 
* Colen, to be faichtul and favourable unto him, | 
«xs long as he preſerves us in Right and Ho-

Burt beſides the Clergy there are a great many 
Citizensand rich Merchants, who maintain good 
correſpondence and trade with their neighbours 
and foreigners, having a great convenience of 
carrying off and importing all ſorts of commo- 
ditics by the Rhine- The Veſſcls that trade hi- 
ther, chiefly from the Netherlands, arc long, | 
round bellied, and of great burthen; and arc | 
uſually in Winter drawn within the Key; where | 
they are ſecur'd from all the injuries they might | 
otherwiſc ſuffer by the great ſhoals of Ice which | 
continually paſs down the River. | 

The Convent of the Carmelites is alſo well 
worth the ſeeing : having been made famous 
by the Treaty of Peace ” here in the year 
1673, when a great Council of Plenipotentiary 
Ambaſladors from all the Princes in Europe 
was in this Monaſtery treated with good Ac- 
commodation. The moſt memorable occur- 
rence which hapned during this Treaty, wasthe: 
apprchending of William Prince of Furſftenbur | 
one that had been born a Count of the German 
Empire; but bred up in a French Monaſtery, 
whercot he was afterwards Abbot. His educa- 
tion prevail'd with him to cſpouſe the intereſt of 
France ; which he fancy'd he could not fo hap- | 
p:ly promote by his Prayers in a Monaſtery as | 
by his good Counſel in the Camp. Whereupon | 
he laid aſide his Monaſtic Habit, and turn'd | 
Colonel : in which Office he bchav'd himſclt 
well, that the French King employ'd him at Colen 
under the character of his Ambaſſador. Here 
he diſcharg'd his Truſt with that zeal that he de- 
tcated all the endeavours made by the Miniſters 
of other Princes for Peace; promoting an uni-! | 
verſal contuſion, and by conſequence the en- | 
creaſe of his Maſter'sGreatneſs. Ar laſt (on the 
hitcenth of February, 1674 ) he wasſicz'd in th | 
Street, and by a ſmall Guard immediately carry' | 
oft beyond che bounds of the Neutrality, betor | 
he could be reſcu'd by the Burghers of Colen | 
Away he was hurricd to Vienna ; where the En.

| The City is built in faſhion of a Bow on the 
| banks of the Rhine : fortified towards the water 
| with a Wall, and to the land with two deep 
| Trenches. Bur its greateſt {trength and ſecurity 
| | | lies in the multitude of its inhabitants, and the 
| numerous forces it isable to raiſc at a few hours 
| warning Ir has for many ages had the name of 
| | the Holy City: for which many reaſons have bin 
| allign'd; that which the old Chronicle of this City 
| ( fometimes before quoted, and communicated 
by the revercnd and learncd Dr. Tho. Marſball, 
Dcan of Gleceſter ) gives us in the following Dr 
ſtich, ſecms molt probable :

And indecd there is not any City in Exrope that 
pretends to ſhow ſo many Reliques of Saints and 
Martyrs as this. Thcir records tcll us, thathere 
Sr. Urſula with her eleven thouſand Virgin-com- 
panions ( who came out of the Ifland of great 
Britain to convert the Infidels of theſe parts) 
| ſuffer'd Martyrdom : and they have a Church 
| dedicarcd to her memory, wherein they ſhow 
you her Tomb with this Infcripuon, Sepulchrum 
Sacre Urſula indicio Columbe deteflum. In the 
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| Cathedral ( which is a very ſpacious ſtructure, 
| dedicated to Sr. Peter, but not yet finiſh'd) they 
|| pretend to ſhew you the Tombs of the three wiſe 
| mcn who came from the Eaſt to worſhip our 
| Saviour; hence call'd the three Kings of Colen. 


The bodics of theſe three Holy Monarchs were, 
as they tcl] the ſtory, remov'd firſt ro Conſtanti- 


'| zople by Helena the Mother of Conſtantine the 
| Great; thence to Milan by Euftorfins Biſhop of 
| chat City ; and laſt of all ( upon the taking of 
| Milan, by the Emperor Frederic Barbaroſſa, in the 
| year 1164 ) fix'd at Colen by Rainold, Arch- 
| biſbopof chis place. Beſides theſe, inthe Church 
| of Saint Gereon { who ſuffer'd Martyrdom here 


under the Emperor Maximianus ) are reſcrv'd 
the Heads of a thouſand Saints more ; ador'd by 
the Commonalty#as moſt ſacred Reliques, to 
- no ſmall advantage of the Prielts that keep 
them. 

Another motive to perſwade men to name 
this the Holy City may be the multitude of Con- 
vents, Churches, and other Religious Houſes ; 
with the vaſt numbers of Clergy-men and ſecular 
Monaſtics that fill the ſtreets. There are here 
no leſs then eleven Collegiate Churches, twelve 
Monaſteries, twenty-two Nunnerics, nineteen 
Pariſh-Churches, four large Hoſpitals, and thirty 
Chappels. The rich cadowmcat ot their Col- 


peror committed him to cloſe Priſon, and 'twas 
expected he would kave been executed as a re- 
bellious Traitor, as the German Lawyers had 
unanimouſly pronounc'd him- But the reſult 
was, he was thought guilty of too much Trea- 
ſon to be pardon'd, and yet look'd upon as 
perſon ſo dear to his great Maſter that it w 
not ſafe to let him ſuffer. Hereupon the breac 
berwixt the Imperial and French Miniſters gre 
rreparable : and fo the Treaty was brought t 
an unhappy concluſion, and nothing but Wa 
enſu'd. The Prince remain'd in durancerill 
tree by the late Treaty at Nimeguen; ſince whic 
he 1s, for his fortner good =__ advanc' 
by the French King to the Biſhopric of $ trasburg 
upon the death of his Brother Francis late Biſho 
of that Dioccſs. 

The Afﬀeairs of His Majeſty of Great Britai 
Vere 1n this Treaty manag'd by their hy 
cies Sir Leoline Jenkins | Owen's by all the 


Princes of Exrope for his late admirably prudcnr 
and induſtrious Mediation at Nimeguen, and at 


preſcnt one of his Majeſty's Principal Secretarics 
of State ) and Sir Toleph Williamſon, made Prin- 
cipal Secretary of State at his return: both of 
them perſons of Eminence and Abilities beyond 
the reach of a Character or Panegyric. To the 
later whereof the Author of tus Deſcription 
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rannot but here gratefully acknowledg himſelf 
indebted for whatever he has bin able to perform 
in this work. 

All the remarkable occurrences that have hap- 
| ned 1n this City from its firſt foundation ( as far 
as Hiſtorians and the Records of the Town are 
| able to give information ) to the year 1496, 
| are at large ſect down by the Author of the 
| foremention'd Chronicle ; Printed by Fohr 

Koelboff, a Citizen of Colen in the year 1500. A 
| work of little Authority with John Angelius a 
Werdenhagen ; but highly commended by W. Kyri-

ander the judicious Author of the Chronicle of | 


Trier, who aſlurcs us, that the greateſt part 
thereof was compos'd by the Senate and chief 
Citizens of that Town, out of the choiceſt Re- 
cords they had. 


2. Bonn, a pleaſant little Town on the banks 


of the Rhine, about ten Engliſh miles above Co- | 


len. This Town 1s ſuppos'd to have bin anciently 

nam'd Ara Ubiorum, from the Sacrifices here of- 

fer'd to Apollo and other Heathen Gods : all de- 

troy'd by Sr. Maternus, Biſhop of Trier and Co- 

len. Others more probably gueſs it to be the 

ſame with Tacitus's Caſtra Bonnenſia, where the 
Roman Forces had ſometime their Winter Quar- 
ters : near which place Julius Ceſar built his Bridge 
croſs the Rhine. In this place is the uſual Refi- 
dence of the Archbiſhop of Colen : who ( tho he 
has two Palaces in Colen, yet ) by mutual agrec- 
ment betwixt him and the Burghers of that City, 
15 not to ſtay in the Town above three days to- 
gether. He lves here in a Palace anſwerable to 
the grandcur of ſo potent a Prelate: ſeated mn a 
plain, at the end of that long ridge of mountains 
which ſhuts in both ſides of the Rhine trom hence 
as far as Bingen. The Vineyards hcreabouts 
afford plenty of good Rheniſbh Wine; and the 
Woods, at ſome ſmall diſtance, yeild variety of 
Game. From the happy ſituation it might pro- 
bably get the name ok, Bona or Bonna ; _ 
Tacitus uſcs indifterently for Caſtra Bonnenſta. 
There 1s here a Collegiate Church in which ly 
buried Pixs, Caſſius, Florentius, Maluſuus, with ſc- 
vcral others of the 7heban Legion, who ſuffer'd 
under the Emperor Maximins. 

3. Andernach, upon the Rhine: near which 1s 
a white Tower which ſeparatcs the Archbiſhop- 
rics of Colen and Trier. 'Tis fortified with a 
Caitle and Bulwarks ; and is only conſiderable 
for lodging of Paſſengers and a Cuſtom-Houſe 
under the ElefEtor of Colen. 

4. Broel, about a German milc from the Rhine, 
berwixt Colen and Bonn ; a plcafant lirtle Town, 
having the advantage of a noble Foreſt in the 
neighbourhood. The Caſtle is fair and ſtrong: 
the ſcat of the Ele&tor, when he comes to divert 
himſelf here with Hunting. 

5. Zons, on the Rhine, betwixt Monheim and 
Nuys ; founded by Archbiſhop Sigefride. The 
Town is tolerably well fortified : and the Houſes, 
generally of Brick, make a good ſhow. The 
chieftrade of the Town is in Corn : which grows 
plentifully in the neighbouring Ficlds, and 1s with 
great caſe convey'd by the Rhine to other Citics 
that ſtand in great need of that commodity. 

'' 6. Nuys or Neuſs (in Latin Authors Nove- 
\frum or Nuſſia ) a place often mention'd by Ta- 
citus: ſcarcd about fix German miles below Co- 
Jen, on the banks of the River Erp or Erfft. Dru- 
ſus here built one of his Forts to ſecure che out- 
molt limits of the Roman Empire : which, as ma- 
ny more of them, drew a concourſe of people 
tO it, and is now grown up into a large City. 
The Town is well fortified with the Raver on 
one hand ; and on the other wich a double 
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wall. They have here a Collegiate Church, de- | 


'dicated to St. Cuirinus : wherein arc to bc 
ſhown the Tomb and Reliques of this Martyr. 
'The Rhine ran anciently by the walls of this 
Town: but it has ſince alter'd its Channel, and 
now Veſlcls arc convey'd up to the Gates of 
| COnve 
|| Nays by an Artificial Channel cut from the 
| Rhine to the Erfſt. The Emperor Frederic the 
| Fourth gave a large Charter to this City : but 
with this proviſo, That they ſhould not for the 
futurc ( as they had formerly done ) exact anv 
\Toll or Cuſtom of the Veſlels that traded thi- 
ther ; becauſe they lay out of the ordinary road: 
and 'twas chiefly tor their own advantage if any 
would traffick with then. Amongſt other pri- 
viledges, they were 2llow'd to Coin Moner, 
and to ſeal their public Inſtruments with red 
Wax ; as alſo to _—_ n their Arms a Spread 
Eagle, the mark of an Imperial City. Theſe 
were granted them in recompence of the good 
ſcrvices they had done in holding out a whole 
ycar's licge againſt Chailes Duke of Burgund ; 
who ſtood up to aſſert the rights of his kinſman 
Rupert, another Duke of the ſame Houſe, a- 
gainſt Herman, Landrgrave of Heſſen, clected 
Biſhop of Colen by a contrary faction. 

7. Keyſerswerd, a ſmall Town and Fort on the 
Rhine, betwixt Duysburg and Duſſeldorp. It was, 
not long ago, the utmoſt limits of the Arch- 
biſhopric of Cclex Northwards ; before Rhyn- 
berk and ſome others ( then in the Dukedom of 
Cleves ) tcll into the El:tor's hands. Bertizs 
tells us, that ( underthe Government of Gifs, the 
eweltth Biſhop of Colen, who was elected 1n the 
year E39 ) Sribert, an Engliſh ron, built a 
College in the INand Werda : winch, favs he, 15 
the ſame place which we now call Keyſersmer!, 
There 1s indced an Itfland in the Rhine cloſe by 
this Town; bur I do not tind that there arc 
now |cft any remainders of that ancient tructure. 

8. Kempen,; a (troy Town and Caſtle on the 
borders of Gelderland and the Dukedom of 7u- 
liers, It gave a {1gnal proot of its itreneth in 
the year 1642, whcn the United Forces of tic 
French King, the Landgraviate of He//en,and Duke 
of Saxon-Weymar, having taken the Ciry of Nuys 
and the Caſtle of Yedr 1n this neighbourhood, 
ſat down at laſt before Kemper, bur were fo 
bravely receiv'd, that the Burghers made good 
the Town from the ewenricth ot Farzary till the 
ſeventh of the next month : a much longer time 
then the great and populous City of Nzys had 
held out. The Caſtle defended it (lt ſeven davs 
after the Town was furrcader'd ; and atter all, 
the Garriſon march'd out on honourable terms. 

9. Rbynberck,,a pretty large Townon the Rhine, 
about cight German mules below Colen, and one 
above Weſel and Burick. It bclongs properly 
to this Archbiſhop ; tho, ſtanding ncar the Con- 
fines of Gelderland, it has been challeng'd by the 
Netherlanders. *Tis well ſcared tor trade, and 
the Burghers hereot are tolerablv rich : altho 
it has notthe advantage ot trathcking much with 
its own commodities, the Country hcreabour 
affording ſuch plenty of Wine as no other does | 
higher up the Rhine. | 
' Not far from this place ſtands Camp, a rich 
Micer'd Abbey: nobly endow'd and cntranchis'd 
with large privileges trom ſeveral Emperors. | 

On the Eaſt of the Rhine, betwixt the Biſhop- !

1. Reclinghauſen, a ſtrong Town and Barony ; 
won by the Elector of Colen's Forces in a war a- 
gainſt the Duke of Cleve, in the year 1343. 
Afterwards, A. D. 1442, it was mortgagd to 
the Counts of Schauwenburg for 17550 Crowns, 
to carry on a war againtt the forcmention'd 
Duke upon the quarrel about Soceft: but was, 
an hundred and thirty years after, redeem'd by 
Archbiſhop Salentine; who alſo ranſom'd the 
Citics of Nuyſs and Keyſerswerd, with the Lord- 
ſhips of Urdingon, Erprode , and ſeyeral other 
places pawn'd by his Predeceſſors. The only 
thing worth the viewing in this Town 1s the 
Nunnery ; the Abbeſs ( or Provoſtinne ) whereof 
has Jus Gladii, or the power of Life and Death, 
puniſhing or pardoning Caputal oftenders at her 
pleaſure. She alone vows perpetual Virginity ; 
the inferior Nuns being permutred to marry at 


their deſcretion, upon the expiration of a cer- 


tain term of years. 
2. Dorſten, on the Lippe; a place notably well 
fortified by the Landtgrave of Heſſen-Caſſel's For- 


| ces in the year 1639. Two years afterwards it 


| was belieg'd by Count Harzfeld , and, after a

To theſe I think we may add Maulheim, a 
fair and large Town on the Eaſtern bank of the 


| River Rhine, and not far below Colen, ſeated in- 


deed within the limits of the Dukedom of Bergen, 
bur ſubject to the Eleftor of Colen. This place 
pretends to be the old Colen ; thetruc Mctropolis 
of the Vbii, and the place over againſt which 


Julius Ceſar built his Bridge crofs the Rhine. 
Their plea is chiefly founded upon the great 
quantiuesof Roman Coins, and other Antiquities, 


found in and about the Town : but otherwiſet 
ſcems to be ſeated on the wrong fide of the Ri- 
ver to make out its pretenſions. The great de- 
ſign of the Roman Forts ncar this place was to 
ſecure the Limits of the Empire, which was 
bounded with the Rhine ; and therctorc 'tis not 
calic to imagine that they ever had any places 
of ſtrength beyond that River. Druſus's Caſtles 
are all ſaid to haye been built on the Weſtern 
banks: and that Julius Ceſar, or any other Re 
man General about his time, made any confide- 
rable advance further, 1s an aflertion not coun- 
tenanc'd by any Latin Hiſtorian. However, an- 
cient the Town muſt be; and therefore, in the 
beginning of this Century, its inhabitants were 
reſoly'd tro Wall it round, and make themſelves 
an Imperial City. Againſt theſe proceedings the 
Citizens of Colen enter'd thar proteſtation ; and 
the matter was brought to a hearingat the Em- 
peror's Court. While the controverſic was un- 
der debate, the Mulbeimers went on with their 


work; and made a notable progreſs in their de-) 


ſign. But at laſt the Emperor Matthias forbad 
their proceedings : and Spinola, 1614, took the 


Town, and ſpoil'd the beſt of their Out-works.):

| To make Brimſtone, they break the ſtone or

out of which the Brimſtone, being difſoly'd by 
the violence of the heart of the Furnaces under-

\den-trough or Recepracle. Through this there 


runs a continual Rivulct of cold water: which is 
\conyey'd thither by pipes for the cooling ofthe 
diſſoly'd Sulpher; which is ordinarily four hours 
in melting. This done, the aſhes are drawn out 
with a crook'd Iron ; and being put intoan Iron 
|whicel-barrow, are carricd out of the Hure. Af- 
/terwards, being laid ina heap, they are cover'd 
with other clix'd aſhes; the better to keep them 
'\warm. And this is reiterated as long as they 
\make any Brimſtone. 

In making of Coperas or Vicriol, they take 
a quantity of the ſaid aſhes, and ( chrowing them 
\into a ſquare plank'd pitt, about four foot deep 
/and cight ſquare) they cover them with ord1- 
we water ; and there let them ſteep four and

The ſame ingenious Gentlemen ( in the fore- 
mention'd Tranſactions Numb. 5. ) gives an Cx- 
cellent account how Adits and Mines arc wrought 
in this Country without Air-Schafrs. Bur for 
this curioſity, being a peice of improvement of 
Art and no natural rarity, I ſhall refer the Rea- 
der to himſelf : who gives us an exact Curr of 
the whole contrivance; without which the De- 
ſcription of it here would hardly be intelligible. 
This great Biſhoprick is ſaid to have bin found- 
&d by Hubert Son to Bertrand, Prince of Aquitane: 
tho ſome make it of a much more ancient date. 
This Hubert came firſt into Brabant upon the 
account of Religion ; Chriſtianity having in 
thoſe days got ſurcr footing here then in his 
Country. At Maeſtricht he contracted a great 
intimacy with Lambert Biſhop of that place; and, 
after ſome time ſpent with him, went to viſit the 
Pope at Rome. During his ſtay here news was 
brought thatthe Citizens of Maeftricht had molt 


barbar urder'd their Biſhop: whercupon 
Fakes ad th Biſhopric conferr'd on him by 
Pope Sergius. Returning into Brabant, he was 
highly Carc{s'd by the murderers of his prede- 
ceſſour : but, not knowing how to venture him- 
ſelt long amongſt them, he. removed his Sceto 
Liege; there building a Cathedral, which he 
dedicated to the memory of St. Lambert, whoſe 
Corps he ordcr'd to be here interr'd. This was 
done about the year of our Lord 913. fincc 
which tme there have bin near ſixty Biſhops of 
this Dioceſs ; many of whom have bin perſons 
of eminent picty and Learning. Art preſent *tis 
annex'd to the Electorate of Colen: the Arch- 
biſhop of which place has a great controverſy 
now depending with the Citizens of Liege, about 
ſome Regalia;zwhercin the FrenchKing is Mediator, 
Chict Towns in this Dioceſs are: 
1. Liege, the chict and molt populous City of 
this Biſhopric, was no more then an ordinary 
Village before the days of Charles the Great; and 
more incon{iderable then Heriftallum and Julippa 
The 


which ſtill retain their ancient meanneſs. 
erection of a Biſhopric in this place firſt drew 
hither a great concourſe ot Inhabitants : and 
afterwards Biſhop Notger caus'd it to be wall'd 
round, in the year 1007. 
Tis atpreſent a large and beautiful City; in 
Its bulk and figure very much reſembling Roan 
In France, and containing about four Engliſb 
mules in circumference. Within the walls are 
ſeveral Valleys, Hills and Iflands ; the River Maes 
running through the Townin two Arms. Moſt 
of the Streets are ſpacious arid well builr, gene- 
rally water'd with a clear ſtream in the middle; 
lides which convenience, many of the beſt 
cs have two or more Fountains of cool 
Spring water in their back(ides or Kitchins. 
In the City and Suburbs are reckon'd above 
a hundred Churches: among(t which the moſt 
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mongſt his own Countrymen. ſaid « 
that, having view'd moſt of the Cities in the 
World, he preferr'd Liege to whatcver he had 
before met with ; and reſoly'd to ſpend, as he 
did, the reſidue of his life in this place. Near 
his grave are kept the Saddle, Spurs, and Knife 
which accompany'd him through all his travels , 
and upon his Tomb you have ( in theordinary 
language of this City, which is a fort of old 
barbarous French ) the following Inſcription :

They have here alſo an Univerſity ; formerly 


ſo famous that it has had at one time nine Sons 
of Kings, twenty-four of Dukes, twenty-nine 
Counts, beſides many more Lords and perſons 
of other eminentquality, who have here ſtudy'd. 
Nay, Meibomizs tells us that in the year 1131 
there were no leſs then one and twenty Kings 
Sons Reſident rogetherin this Unverſity. 

And indeed the whole Town1sas well throng'd 
as ever their Colleges have bin : and a lamenta- 
ble inſtance of the multitude of its Inhabitants 
in former ages the late Hiſtorians will afford us, 
who relate the ſtory of Charles Duke of Burgun- 


dy's ſacking the City and putting an hundred 


thouſand of the people tothe Sword. The whole 
ſtory of which bloody maſſacre is at large de- 
liver'd by Philip Cominexs, in the ſccond Book 
of his excellent Hiſtory. The whole Town is 
made up of thirty-rwo Companies of freemen: 
amongſt whom che Goldſmiths have the pree- 

minence. 
2+ Buillon or Bullion, may challenge the next 
place to Liege for the good ſervices done tothe 
World by its famous Duke Godfrey of Lorrain 
who was here born, and is thence uſually nam'd 
Godfrey of Bullion or Bullogne, as ſome Hiſtorians 
( very erroneouſly ) write the word. This ge- 
ncrous Prince, with his Brothers Fuſtace and 
Baldwin, undertook the conduct of the Chriſti- 
ans in their expedition againſt the Turks in the 
Holy Land A. D. 1096. and, the better to cnable 
him to go through with that deſign, he ſold his 
Dukedom tothe Biſhop of Liege. In this great 
enterpriſe he ſucceeded fo well chat, within three 
years, he rooted the Ortomen Emperor out of 
Judea; and once more brought Jeruſolem into 
the hands of the Chriſtians. Hercupon he' had 
the Crown ofthe Holy Land ofter'd him; which 
he 1s ſaid to have retus'd with this anſwer, That 
he would never wear a Crown of Gold where his $a- 
viour wore one of Thorns.

©. Duſſeldorp, the Metropols of this Duke- 
dom, and uſual Reſidence of one of the Dukes, 
\of Newburg ; Which is ſeatcd on the banks of the 
| Rhine, betwixt Nays and Keyſerswerd. The pub- 
lic buildings in this Town make a delicate ſhow 
| towards the Rhine; eſpecially the Duke's Palace, 
a vcty ſtately and noble Fabric. It has its name 
from Duſel, a ſmall Rivuler, which here empties 
ar felt into the Rhine. *Twas ancicntly an Im-' 
perial City, and a place of much greater traffick 
then at preſent; the yearly Fairs having bin kept 
4n this Town which were aftcrwards remov'd to 
Francſurt. In thoſe davs the Channel of the 
' Rhine lay under its Walls: but now the Veſſels 
cannot come up ſo cloſe. They have here thrice 
weckly a great Corn-market: the neighbouring 
Bores bringing in vaſt quancitics of all ſorts of 
Grain, which arc hence exported to Colen and 
other Citics up and down the Rhine. In the Col- 
Icgiate Church you have the Monuments of a 
great many of the ancient Dukes of Juliers and 
Berghen: amongſt all which che moſt munifi- 
'\cent 1s that of Duke William, the laſt Prince of 
his Fanuly, whoſe Epitaph is ncat and Pocrical. 
They had, in their flouriſhing days, a petty Uni- 
verlity in this Town ; which the Jeſuits have of 
late endcavour'd to reſtore, but havenot hitherto 
| been able co cet their deſigns. 

Not tar from hence ſtands Geriſbeim ; a noble 
Village, and comparable to ſome Ciucs of the 
Empire.

"Twas 
made an Imperial City, and had its Privileges 
\confirm'd, by Charles the Fifth, in the year 1523.

ny Villages, which uniting themſelves into one: 
body made up this large and populous City : 
whence it got the name of Zuſatz ( corrupted 
afterwards into Suſatum and Soeft) which ſigni- 
fics an Aſſociation or Combination. 'Tis at 
preſent the largeſt City in Weſtphalia, except 
Munſter * fortified with a double Wall, whereon 
ſtand thirty Turrets or Watch-towers, and cn- 
circled with a large and deep Dutch. Itconſfiſts of 
ten Pariſhes, and 1s beautified with a great many 
more Churches and Chappels. Amongſt many 
other privileges which have been granted to the 
Burgers of Soeſt, they arc allow'd to hunt and 
kill all manner of Veniſon, not only within their 
own territories, but in any of the neighbouring 
Countrics : And have alſo a ſupreme Court of 
Judicature within theraſelves; from whence there 
lies no Appeal, excepting only to the Chamber 
of Spire. 

The Emperor Frederic the Firſt beſtow'd this 
City, with the whole Dukedom of Weſtphalia, 
upon Reinold Archbiſhop of Colen; in recom- 
pence of the good ſervices he had done his Im: 
perial Majeſty againſt Henry the Lion, Duke of 
SaXony. Atterwards the Citizens of Soeft finding 
themlelyes retrench'd in ſeycral of their privi- 
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ledges by ſome of that Archbiſhops ſucceſſors, 
reſoly'd to throw off his yoke, and to put them- 
ſelves under the protection of the Duke of Cleve 
and Berghen; which they did accordingly, and 
thereby engaged themſclyes and a great many 
of their neighbours in a tedious and bloody 
quarrel. They were under the protection of 
the formention'd Prince and his ſucceſſors, till 
that Family was cxtin&t; ſince which time they 
have ſometimes ſhelrer'd themſelves under the 
wing of the Netherlanders, and ſometimes under 
the Elector of Brandenburg as Duke of Cleve and 
Berghen.

Martel in his famous 
Expeditions againſt the Friſors, Saxons, and Ba- 
varians. This Dukedom was in thoſe days no 
more then a County : but being afterwards en- 
larg'd with the accellion of the Earldom of Tei- 
fterband, which contain'd the Seigniory of Altena, 
with ſeveral other Lordſhips on the other (ide of 
the Rhine, its Princes took upon them thetiche 
of Dukes of Cleve, from the chief Townin their 
ancient County. How, upon the failure of the 
Iluc-mail in this Fanuly, and the League be- 
tween the Spaniards and Netherlanders,this Duke- 
dom came into the Elector of Brandenburg's pol- 
ſchon, we have already inform'd the Reader ; 
and ſhall not hear need to make any repetition. 
The Country 1s generally Woody,and water'd 
with a great many Rivers; the chick whercof 
arc, 1. The Rhine, which paſſes through the 
middle of it, and at Schencken-Schans ( a Geldrian 
Fort on the Northern bounds of this Dukedom) 
divides it felt into two large branches : whercof 
that which runs by Arnber retains its old name, 
and the other ( which waſhes the walls of Ni- 
meguen ) 1s call'd Wale. 3- Robr; which ſprings 
in the County of Merck and betwixt Duysburg 
and Robroor, emries it ſelf intothe Rhine. 3. Lippez 
whuch riſes in Feſftpbalia and looſes it if inthe 
Rhine near Weſel. gNierſe ; riſing out of a ridge 
of Hills in the Dukedom of Fuliers, and empties 
t ſelt intorhe Maes near Gennep. 

The moſt famous Farcſt in this Dukedom is 
that of Duysburg ; which almoſt incompaſſes that 
Town, and is often mcntion'd by Tacitzs and 


other ancient Hiltorics by the name of Sultus 
Teutoburgenſis. 


'Tis bounded on the Eaſt with the Dukedo 
of Berghen, the County of Marck and ſome 
ther parts of Weſtphalia ; on the North with the 
County of _— and ſome part of the Coun- 
try of Over-Iſel; on the Weſt with Gelderland 
and Brabant ; and on the South with the Eleto- 
rate of Colen. 

The Cities and Towns of note 1n it are: 

1, Cleve; ſcated on the riſing of an Hill, be- 
ewixt the Rhine and Maes, and ſuppos'd to have 
its name ( a collibus Clivoſis ) from the many 
clifts and craggy Hills amongſt which it ſtands. 
Claverius fancies that 'tis the Reliques of the old 
Colonia Uipia Trajana, the main body whereof 
he will have to have ſtood about Kellen, a Vil- 
lage an Engliſh mile diſtant from Cleve: and in- 
deed the ſeveral ruins which arc obſcryable a- 
bout this City give ſome countenance to the 
conjecture, or, at caſt make it appear to have 
bin anciently a place of much larger extentthen 
"tis at preſent. The Inſcription under the Mo- 
nument of Exmenius Rhetor ( who is faid to have 
taught Oratory in this City ) ſect over the South 
Gate, gives us this account of the place : Tem- 
poribus C. Jul. Cafaris Arcis Clivicnſis Foundatoris, 
Octavu Auguſt: Szcceſoris, qui prefidio Munivit, 
Ulpii Trajani, quiin Coloniam redegit, Al. Adri- 
anl, qui in formam Urbis ampliavit, Hic Eumenius 
Rhetor, &c. Whether this great Orator was 
ever a Profeſlor in Cleve, as the monument al- 
ſerts, we leave to the Readers judgment to de- 
ter when he ſhall have perus'd the Argu- 
ments uc'd on both ſides by Lipfius and Pig- 
bius ; the former whercof is a ſtout oppoſer of 
this tradition, and the ' latter its learned and 
judicious maintainer. The Caſtle, whocyer was 
ns Founder, is aplace of no great ſtrength ; bur 
pleaſantly ſeared and affording a delightful pro- 
ſpect, eſpecially from the top of Swan-lower. 
The Houſes of the Burgers are but mean and 
ll favour'd; and the only public buildings worth 
the __— are the great Church and two Mo- 
nalterics of Capuchines and Franciſcans.
